The first part ends with 
p- 149 of the Spanish text and the text of the second part begins with 
p- 149 of the English text, the main title being issued with the second 
part and preceding p. 149 of the English text. 


The report on printing of November 5, 1838, by Secretary of State 
Irion in House Journal, Third Congress, p. 21-23, says that difficulty 
in finding a suitable translator had delayed the publication in Eng- 
lish of the Laws of Coahuila and Texas, but “I finally engaged Doc- 
tor John P. Kimball, who has labored diligently during the last sum- 
mer in translating them, which he has completed and is now superin- 
tending their publication. The work will be one octavo volume, print- 
ed in Spanish and English, comprising about three hundred pages, 
and will issue from the press during the present month.” Because of 
duplicating the page numbers for the Spanish and English text, the 
two parts as published had over 700 pages. 


I do not know the exact date of publication, but it was probably ear- 
ly in 1839, for in Burnet’s report as Acting Secretary of State, dated 
November 6, 1839, modern Journals of the Fourth Congress, Vol. III, 
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p- 31, it is stated that since the previous report on printing of No- 
vember x, 1838, two thousand copies each of the first and second parts 
of the Laws of Coahuila and Texas had been delivered and in part 
distributed; about 1,400 copies of each part being then on hand. 
Kimball enters here, by title or in full, forty-one decrees of the Con- 
stituent Congress for the period 1824 to 1827, and three hundred and 
twenty-five decrees of the Constitutional Congress for the period 
1827-1835, as well as various addresses and iniciativas, such as those 
addressed to the Mexican Congress by the State Legislature in April 
and May, 1835. In the numbering of the decrees, Number 145, of the 
Spanish and 144 of the English are repeated once, and there is no 
Number 162. A number of decrees, such as rules of various bodies and 
the charters of various towns referred to as “Municipal Ordinances,” 
are entered only by title. The first printings of a number of the decrees 
of Coahuila and Texas are of considerable rarity, and those of par- 
ticular importance, such as the first charters of some of the Texas 
cities and decrees given in Kimball only by title, are entered in Part 
II of this Bibliography.

Though the four “proprietors” of the town listed on the certificate 
were all well known Texans and the subject of articles in the Hand- 
book of Texas, only one of the biographical sketches, that of Wil- 
liam P. Harris, mentions this proprietorship, and there is no ref- 
erence to the town in the Handbook of Texas. The issue of the Na- 
tional Intelligencer for June 27, 1839, has almost an entire column on 
the town, where it is described as being “‘on the east bank of the 
Trinity River, ten miles above the town of Liberty, on a high and 
beautiful eminence known as Tanner’s Bluff.” William M. Logan, 
one of the four proprietors named in the certificate, was the agent of 
the town. There are provisions for “Houses of Public W orship, Semi- 
naries and Schools;” and also for a ‘“Market House, a Town Hall and 
Court House.” 


The certificate from which this entry was made has the date June 10, 
1839, filled in.

Haden Edwards is well known in Texas history for the controversies 
relating to the colony he promoted in the Nacogdoches area in 1825. 
There, while Haden was in the United States, his brother Benjamin 
began the Fredonian Rebellion late in 1826. I have not been able to 
locate the “two upper sites” on the Sabine River of these two towns, 
and as far as I know they were never located. Edwards describes their 
possibilities in glowing terms and ends the prospectus by saying, “If 
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I could be placed back forty years with a prospect of reaching my 
present age,” one hundred dollars for one lot instead of for five lots 
would have been asked, but ‘“‘as my race is nearly run, I only feel so- 
licitous for the improvement of the country, and not self-interest.”

It appears from a letter of James Burke’s, dated March 15, 1839, writ- 
ten on the back of the copy of this folder now in the Littleton Fowler 
Papers at the University of ‘Texas (Littleton Fowler was a brother of 
John H. Fowler), that Burke, then assistant editor of the National 
Intelligencer at Houston, had written this circular, “for your bro at 
his request.”

That some copies were printed without an imprint is shown by the 
copy at the Pennsylvania Grand Lodge Library. 


This broadside with its dates, sometimes of when one of the first nine 
lodges was “constituted,” sometimes of the charter, sometimes of 
when the lodge first convened, and sometimes of ‘dispensation grant- 
ed” (May 10, 1838-April 4, 1839), and with its lists of their officers, 
gives useful information. It lists two lodges at Houston, and lodges at 
Nacogdoches, San Augustine, Brazoria and Columbia (one lodge), 
Matagorda, Washington, and De Kalb. The officers of a lodge at Gal- 
veston, not yet finally organized, are given. The interesting article on 
Freemasonry in the Handbook of Texas says that Holland Lodge 
opened at Brazoria on December 27, 1835. 


In the two-volume Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Texas, Galves- 
ton, 1857, there is on p. 43 of the first volume a resolution of the Grand 
Lodge adopted December 30, 1838, calling for setting up this “Ma- 
sonic Almanac” and the printing of 250 copies. The broadside is re- 
produced on p. 180 of the Texas Grand Lodge Magazine, Fort Worth, 
Vol. II, No. 5 (April, 1937), where it is incorrectly stated that it was 
published at Austin.

The San Jacinto Museum 
also has the original letter, written in excellent English by Admiral 
Baudin and dated May 13, 1839, thanking the Mayor and Aldermen 
of Galveston for their courtesies. The text of the broadside and Ad- 
miral Baudin’s reply are published in the Galvestonian for May 16, 
1839 (copy at the University of Illinois).

The other four incorporators of the town, in addition to Kerr and 
Houston, were Philip A. Sublett and his nephew Henry W. Sublett, 
A. G. Kellogg, and Dexter Watson. All but Watson are the subject of 
sketches in the Handbook of Texas. Hamilton is shown on the 1845 
edition of the Hunt and Randel Map of Texas as being located on 
the Sabine in Shelby County at the mouth of Tanaha Creek. It is 
also shown on the Creuzbaur map of 1849, but at the mouth of Mar- 
lines Bayou somewhat to the south. The town of Hamilton of present- 
day Texas is in Hamilton County, west of Waco, Texas. 


This Constitution is interesting for the light it throws on the financing 
of these towns. There were to be fifteen hundred lots, none to be sold 
for less than $200 a lot, and $300,000 in scrip in lots of $50,000 each 
was issued to the six incorporators in payment for the property turned 
over to the town. All scrip presented in payment for lots was to be 
cancelled.

These three letters by “Harrisburg” are largely devoted to severe 
criticism of Dr. Moore’s two opponents for the Senate, Robert Barr, 
Postmaster General under both Houston and Lamar, and A. S. 
Thruston, Quartermaster General under Houston. Barr is especially 
criticized for his activities in securing one of the eleven-league grants 
and for being in fact a resident of Robertson County, above the Falls 
of the Brazos. Dr. Moore won the election and Barr died shortly after- 
wards on October 11, 1839. 

I have not been able to learn “Harrisburg’s” real name. Thruston 
is called “Thurston” in the Handbook of Texas and in the index to 
the Writings of Sam Houston, but the sketch of him in the Writings, 
the House Journals, and this broadside all refer to him as ““Thruston.”

The certificate at the San Jacinto Museum is made out for 400 shares 
to “Mrs. Mary Jane Briscoe,” signed by Stephen Richardson as Presi- 
dent and by A. Briscoe as Agent for the three trustees named in the 
certificate, and is dated July 4, 1839. Mrs. Briscoe was the daughter 
of John R. Harris, who had founded the town of Harrisburg in 1826. 
The town was incorporated in 1837, and on June 23, 1839, or shortly 
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before the date of the certificate referred to here, was consolidated 
with Hamilton, on the opposite side of Buffalo Bayou, under the name 
of the Harrisburg Town Company. Moore, one of the incorporators, 
was a signer of the Declaration of Independence. Birdsall was a 
brother-in-law of the Allen brothers who founded Houston, and At- 
torney General of Texas for a part of Houston’s first administration.

In this address Mabbitt states, “The Major part of my life from ear- 
liest youth to the present time, has been spent in the service of my 
country, both as a private soldier as well as a commanding officer.” 
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While I do not find him listed in any of the usual reference works, 
George L. Crocket in his Two Centuries in East Texas, Dallas, 1932, 
speaks of him as a captain of a company organized on April 1, 1836, 
which got to San Jacinto just too late to take part in the battle, and 
gives a brief sketch of him.

Under date of January 23, 1840, the Committee on Military Affairs 
of the Texas Senate gave a report in favor of “An Act to incorporate 
the Milam Guards at the City of Houston” (Journal Fourth Congress, 
Vol. I, Senate, p. 288-289). The act, naming seven incorporators, was 
approved by Lamar on February 5, 1840, and is given in Laws... 
Fourth Congress, Houston, 1840, p. 236-237. The committee report 
praised the patriotism of the group, and their recommendation that 
the Guards be exempted from “common militia drills” and payment 
of the road tax was included in the act. 


Under the Constitution, the title of the chief officer was Captain and 
there were provisions for an initiation fee of five dollars and a quar- 
terly tax of three dollars. There was to be a company parade on the 
first Monday of each month and drills every ‘Tuesday and Friday. No 
names of officers or members appear.

Captain Joseph Daniels, who was captain first of the Milam Guards 
and later of the Travis Guards, is the subject of an interesting sketch 
by Adéle Looscan in Quarterly, Texas State Historical Association, 
for July, 1901, Vol. V, p. 19-27. Here various orders given to or by 
Daniels as captain of the Milam Guards and of the Travis Guards are 
printed.

The text begins on page 3, ““To the Citizens of Montgomery County, 
Texas: My Fellow Citizens,” and is signed and dated at the end, 
“your fellow citizen, James W. Parker. Dated at Houston, January 
the 22d, 1839.” 


Parker is well known in Texas history as one of the members of the 
family which in 1835, built Fort Parker on the Navasota River, where 
in the famous massacre by the Comanches of May 19, 1836, many of 
the family were killed, and his daughter, Mrs. Rachel Plummer, and 
his niece, Cynthia Anne Parker, were among those taken captive by 
the Indians. Entered here under Mrs. Rachel Plummer in the year 
1838 is a narrative of Rachel’s captivity, said to have been written by 
her, of which no copy has been located, and in Part III is Parker’s Nar- 
rative, Louisville, 1844, describing the massacre and his efforts to ran- 
som his daughter Rachel. 


This rare Defence is a most interesting piece, for here Parker defends 
himself against three shocking charges. One was that when living at 
Parker’s Fort he was associated with the Indians in stealing horses 
from the whites and then cheated the Indians out of their share of the 
loot by giving them counterfeit money. Another was that of being a 
counterfeiter in Illinois before coming to Texas, and the final charge 
that of murdering a Mrs. Taylor and her daughter in the spring of 
1837 as a step in the robbery of a house belonging to a Major Hadley. 
As might be expected, Parker makes an indignant denial of all this. 


It might be noted here that Parker’s Narrative published at Louisville 
in 1844 does not always agree as to dates with those in the sketch of 
him in the Handbook of Texas. In his Narrative Parker says he was 
born in Georgia, not ‘““Tennessee or Georgia,” on July 4, 1797, and 
that the family moved to Illinois in 1814, and not in 1817. Parker says 
he arrived at Texas in February, 1831, and not 1832, and that Parker’s 
Fort was built in 1835, not 1834.

First part of wrapper title similar, but with addition at end: “Pub- 
lished by order of the Fraternity. A. Ewing [and four others], Com- 
mittee,” and with varying imprint: “Houston: Printed at the Tele- 
graph Office. 1839.” 

This is an address on Masonry in which St. John the Baptist is held 
up as a model. Either this or the Masonic Kalendar, also entered here 
under the year 1839, seems to be the first separate publication in 
Texas of Masonic material. The Anson Jones Address of May 18, 
1838, before Holland Lodge No. 1 was printed in New York and is 
entered here in Part III. 

About all I have been able to find out about Reid comes from the 
Lamar Papers, which show that he was a friend of Lamar’s, by whom 
he was appointed district attorney for the first and second judicial 
districts, probably in 1839, and that in 1841 he asked for an interim 
appointment as judge in the first district. This district included Har- 
risburg.

A previous circular, No. 243 here, dated October 18, 1838, had spoken 
of the intention to establish a college at Rutersville. Although it is 
stated here that Rutersville, and her literary institutions under the 
name of “The Rutersville College and Academies,” were incorpo- 
rated by the last Congress, the college was not incorporated until Feb- 
ruary 5, 1840. It is also stated here that the Reverend Chauncey Rich- 
ardson had been elected President and was expected to take office by 
January 1, 1840. As a matter of fact, according to the Handbook of 
Texas, he assumed his duties in November, 1839, and the school 
opened on February 1, 1840. For an interesting report on the pro- 
posed charter of the college, presented to the Texas Senate on Decem- 
ber 31, 1839, by its Committee on Education, see the modern Journals 
of the Fourth Congress, Vol. I, Senate, p. 191; and for the first and 
second catalogues, see here under 1840, No. 398, and under 1842, 
No. 521. 


Though the University of San Augustine, with its charter dated June 5, 
1837, seems to have been the first college chartered in Texas, it did 
not begin operations until September, 1842. 


No copy located, but at a meeting of the proprietors held July 3, 1839, 
it was reported that 300 copies had been published at the office of the 
Telegraph. See p. 249-252 of Miss Anne A. Lide’s typed master’s 
thesis, Robert Alexander and the Early Methodist Church in Texas, 
submitted at the University of Texas in 1934, giving a transcript of 
the circular.

The text of the Constitution, signed at the end on January 19, 1839, 
by Sam Houston, Philip A. Sublette, Niles F. Smith, John S. Roberts, 
A. G. Kellogg, George W. Hockley, agent for the heirs of John R. 
Dunn, and W. Douglass Lee, provided that each original stockholder 
was to receive scrip in the sum of $62,500, which, with the seven stock- 
holders listed “and others,” made a total of $500,000. The scrip was 
to be in denominations of one thousand dollars, five hundred dollars, 
and two hundred and fifty dollars, and was to be received at par in 
the purchase of lots. The city was to be laid off on the west side of the 
Sabine Pass. A glowing advertisement entitled, ‘“Proprietor’s Notice. 
Concerning the City of Sabine,” dated City of Sabine, May 1, 1839, 
and signed by Houston, Sublette and others is given in the Writings 
of Sam Houston, Vol. II, at pages 312-313. It reads as if the town had 
just been laid out. 


Both my example of the $250 certificate and the $500 certificate in 
the Rosenberg Library are dated in manuscript January 24 [1839], 
and signed by Niles F. Smith as “Agent for Proprietors.” Dr. William E. 
Howard in his Romance of Texas Money, Dallas, 1946, reproduces 
in facsimile on p. 25, but without comment in his text, an example 
of a $1,000 certificate. 


There is at the Texas State Library a certificate for $500 of the capi- 
tal stock of a company described as the Sabine Town Company, with 
the date filled in as ‘Sept. 10th [18]39” and with the agent’s name in 
manuscript, “S. Slade Barnett.” This $500 certificate, printed at New 
Orleans and entered in Part III under 1839, was for “One Two hun- 
dredth” part of the capital stock, indicating a total capitalization of 
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$100,000 as compared with the $500,000 named in this Constitution 
of the Company of the City of Sabine. 


A good many years ago I saw advertised a certificate, “Sabine City, 
Republic of Texas. No. Acres 2560, No. lots Surveyed 5000.” This 
certificate was described as dated Sabine City, May, 1839, and “signed 
in autograph by James S. Holman, the original proprietor of the 
town.” This had the imprint of the Telegraph Press, Houston. 


The Handbook of Texas, under an entry for Sabine Pass, ‘Texas, says 
the town was laid out in 1836 by Sam Houston and Philip A. Sublette, 
“who called their projected town Sabine City,” with the name 
changed, presumably to Sabine Pass, in 1839, “although maps of 1841 
still showed the town as Sabine City.” We accordingly have references 
at about the year 1839 to towns called City of Sabine, Sabine City, 
and Sabine Pass. The present population of the town is estimated by 
the Handbook of Texas as eight hundred. 

No copy located, but title from a typescript in the Library of the Uni- 
versity of Texas of a copy of the Constitution found in 1930 in the 
Charles S. Taylor papers, then in the possession of his granddaughter, 
Miss Laura Taylor of Nacogdoches. Miss Taylor is now dead and the 
present location of her copy is not known.

A reprint of Yellow Fever in Galveston with an excellent preliminary 
statement and a biographical sketch of Smith, both by Chauncey D. 
Leake, was published by the University of Texas Press at Austin in 
1951. Dr. Leake in his preface pays high tribute to this Account and 
after comparing it with remarks made by Sir William Osler seventy 
years later, says, “A comparison of Smith’s account with Osler’s state- 
ments indicates the high quality of Smith’s clinical ability” (Preface, 


p: ix). 
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Dr. Leake tells us that Smith had previously published at New York, 
in 1832, an account of the cholera epidemic at Paris in 1832, and that 
as a result of his contributions to the American Journal of the Medt- 
cal Sciences he had been asked to serve as one of its associate editors. 
This leads one to think that he was perhaps the Dr. Smith referred 
to in the following quotation from the San Luis Advocate of October 
20, 1840: 

Doct’s Richardson and Smith propose to edit a Medical and Surgical Journal, to be 
published in the office of the San Luis Advocate, at the city of San Luis. ... The 
first number will appear in January next. It will be published quarterly, and con- 
tain about sixty-four pages, octavo. .. . Being the first Journal wholly of a lit- 
erary character, or devoted entirely to professional persuits, which has been started 
in Texas, we feel much interested in its success, and commend the enterprize with 
our warmest advocacy. 


There is a shorter announcement to the same effect in the Telegraph 
for November 4, 1840. As far as I know the proposed Journal was 
never published. 


In the preface Dr. Leake prints, p. xi-xii, a letter of Smith’s written 
from Houston on November 29, 1839, transmitting to a friend “the 
body of my pamphlet on Yellow Fever. The cases & autopsies are in 
the printer’s hands upwards of thirty in number and shall be for- 
warded as soon as printed.” I also have in my collection a large uncut 
copy of this “body” of the pamphlet, p. [5]-36, apparently one of those 
which Smith sent to some of his friends before the preface and the 
list of cases were printed. 


Dr. Leake also reprints an earlier letter of Smith’s, dated City of Gal- 
veston, Texas, October 21, 1839, in which he mentions that he is writ- 
ing an account of yellow fever which he promises to send his corre- 
spondent, and continues, “One reason for publishing it in pamphlet 
is a sort of vanity to publish the first medical essay in and concerning 
Texas.” As a matter of fact this is the second Texas medical book, 
the first being Léger’s Essay, Brazoria, 1838, No. 240 here. 


Though Smith’s letter of November 29 from Houston and the type 
and style of printing suggest that this was printed at Houston by 
Cruger & Moore, nevertheless a reference to it in the Houston Morn- 
ing Star of March g, 1840, saying that it appeared in Galveston in the 
fall of 1839 and the fact that Galveston comes first in the imprint are 
evidence that the book was printed at Galveston. 


Hamilton Stuart, whose name comes first in the imprint, had an in- 
teresting career in ‘Texas as newspaper editor and publisher. It ap- 
pears from the article, “Hamilton Stuart: Pioneer Editor,” in the 
Southwestern Historical Quarterly for April, 1918, Vol. XXI, p- 381- 
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388, that he reached Texas in January, 1838, and after being for a 
short time an editor of the National Banner, was for two or three 
months connected with a weekly at Houston, the Civilian, which first 
appeared May 8, 1838, and ceased operations that summer. On Sep- 
tember 28, 1838, Stuart began at Galveston the publication of the 
Civilian and Galveston Gazette and was the leading spirit of that 
newspaper until January, 1874. At that time he became an editor of 
The News, another Galveston paper, and continued there as editor 
until his death in 1894.

The publication by a leading Texan of this bitter personal attack on 
the then President pro tem. of the Senate, who is characterized as 
having had to flee from Nacogdoches to avoid a coat of tar and feath- 
ers, is illustrative of the temper of the times. Smith’s attack and his 
own defense followed Everitt’s presentation of a resolution in the 
Senate on January 7, 1839, to inquire into the Surgeon General’s de- 
partment. The Senate Journal of the Third Congress records on the 
same day a petition “from the Surgeon General” charging Everitt 
with “subordination” of a witness and asking for a committee of in- 
vestigation. It goes on to record that on the same day, Everitt was — 
unanimously requested by the Senate to retain his seat in the Senate, 
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and that on the next day a committee report, branding Smith’s 
charges against Everitt as unfounded, was presented. Another motion 
on that day, asking the President to remove the Surgeon General from 
his post, was passed and then reconsidered. On January 21, 1839, the 
Journal records that Everitt made an unfavorable report on Smith, 
and “Mr. Burton, one of the Committee, made a statement more fa- 
vorable than that of the Chairman.” That it was indeed more favor- 
able is shown by Smith’s statement that the report to Congress signed 
by Burton and William H. Wharton, the third member of the commit- 
tee, said in part: “The strictest scrutiny has been made into the affairs 
of the department (the Surgeon General’s) and no circumstance has 
been developed that can be construed into an attempt to forward his 
(Ashbel Smith’s) private interests.” 


The account of Ashbel Smith in the Handbook of Texas, which states 
that he retired from the office of Surgeon General in 1838, is incon- 
sistent with the statements quoted above from the Senate Journal to 
the effect that in January, 1839, he still held that office.

Wilson, Senator from Harrisburg, had made in the Senate most pro- 
fane and objectionable statements, as reported in the Senate Journal 
of the Third Congress for the session of December 26, 1838, and had 
been expelled from the Senate as a result. In the special election held 
in his district a fortnight or so later he was reélected, by more than a 
seven to one vote, for the remaining few days of the term. The Senate 
Journal for January 11, 1839, the day of this election, records that 
the session of the Senate was interrupted by a disorderly crowd, head- 
ed by a bugler, who had rushed into the capitol, carrying Wilson on 
their shoulders. This reprimand delivered by the Vice President of 
the Republic shows Burnet at his best. It ends, ““Go hence, be more 
wise: and do better.” 


The good account of Wilson in the Handbook of Texas says that he 
was never able to obtain another public office. The account of him 
in the Biographical Directory of the Texan Conventions and Con- 
gresses, [Austin, 1941], seems to have inaccuracies.

This committee had been asked to report on the expediency of setting 
up a penitentiary. In its undated report, signed at the end by Wm. H. 
Jack as chairman, the severity of the Texas penal code and the diffi- 
culty of securing convictions “when the punishment is greatly dis- 
proportioned to the crime” was commented upon. The committee rec- 
ommended “the erection of a penitentiary, and the enacting of a 
penal code, graduating the punishment proportioned to the offense.’ 


Although this report is printed in the modern Journals of the Fourth

The laws as published in the second issue of the Intelligencer edition 
are given in a page-for-page reprint, except for the omission of “In- 
telligencer Office” from the imprint, in Gammel, Vol. I, p. [1]-173.

Considerable space is taken up in the Message, p. 23-28, with recom- 
mending the organization of “a new Department of Government, to 
be called the Home Department” to perform some of the functions 
of the State Department, and there is a defense of his policy towards 
the Indians, in which he states, “In my opinion, the proper policy to 
be pursued towards the barbarian race, is absolute expulsion from the 
country.” This is certainly the complete opposite of the Houston 
policy. 

The difficulty of administering the land laws is given as an excuse for 
not issuing land patents; and the unsuccessful mission to Mexico to 
discuss peace is among the other matters commented on. 


The modern Journals of the Fourth Congress record (Vol. II, p. 7) that 
1,000 copies of the Message and 500 copies of the accompanying re- 
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ports of departments were ordered printed by the House on Novem- 
ber 12, 1839, and half that number of each by the Senate the next day. 
Though Lamar mentions an accompanying report of the Attorney 
General, I have no record of a printed copy. The Message is reprinted 
in Vol. III of the Lamar Papers, No. 1529, p. 159-183, and in the mod- 
ern Journals of the Fourth Congress, Vol. I, p. 6-31.

This report, dated at the beginning, Austin, Nov. 3, 1839, and signed 
at the end, Jas. H. Starr, Secretary of the Treasury, shows expendi- 
tures for the year ending September 30, 1839, of $1,965,169.58 of 
which $1,902,690.36 was said to be in promissory notes of the goy- 
ernment. The receipts, partly estimated, for the fiscal year are stated 
to be $637,708.78, and the public debt to be $2,860,041.65. Receipts 
of the government in the current fiscal year are estimated at 
$1,300,000. None of the various exhibits referred to in the text accom- 
pany this printed report, but they have been assembled from manu- 
script and other sources and are included in the reprinting of the an- 
nual report in the modern Journals of the Fourth Congress, Vol. III, 
p- [35]-72- 

A biography of Starr by John N. Cravens, James Harper Starr: Fi- 
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nancier of the Republic of Texas, was published in Austin in 1950 
by The Daughters of the Republic of Texas.

The text of the Special Report, giving estimates of expenditures for 
the year 1840, is addressed to David G. Burnet, President of the Sen- 
ate, and signed on p. 5, J. H. Starr, Sec’ry of Treasury. Various depart- 
mental estimates of expense are given from p. 5 to the end. The total 
current expenses are estimated at $1,497,839, with $449,818 more 
“on account of previous liabilities.” 


This report is reprinted from the Grand Lodge copy in the modern 
Journals of the Fourth Congress in Vol. I, Senate, p. 101-108, in the 
proceedings for December 7, 1839. On the same day it was ordered 
that 500 copies be printed. The modern Journals of the Fourth Con- 
gress in Vol. II, House, print the report in-the proceedings for De- 
cember 3, 1839, p. 126-133, from a manuscript copy in “Financial 
Papers” and on the same day the Journal records that 300 copies were 
ordered printed. The copy in Financial Papers is reported to be en- 
dorsed ‘““I'wo Hundred copies ordered to be printed.” In the printing, 
from the manuscript, in the House Journal, the report is addressed 
to David S. Kaufman, Speaker of the House of Representatives, and 
there is a different arrangement of the estimates, which come after 
the main text. No copy of an edition printed for the House has been 
located. There may have been no difference in the copies printed for 
the use of the House, or none beyond the form of the address at the 
beginning.

The report, dated at the beginning, City of Austin, Nov. 1839, and 
signed on p. 10, A. Sidney Johnston, Secretary of War, gives a full ac- 
count of the relations with the Cherokees and of the engagements be- 
ginning July 15, 1839, which resulted finally in the removal of the 
Cherokees from Texas. There are fifteen appendices (numbered 1- 
12 and 14-16), some of considerable interest, especially those relating 
to the Cherokee campaigns and to engagements with the Comanches. 
These include No. 14, Colonel Burleson’s report of the engagement 
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with the Mexicans and Indians on the St. Gabriel in May, 1839. 
There is an account of this engagement, with a map, in the South- 
western Historical Quarterly for July, 1951, Vol. LV, p- [30]-42, where 
Walter Prescott Webb is quoted as calling this “one of the most im- 
portant Indian fights that ever took place in Texas,” and J. W. Wil- 
barger as saying that it “was second only in importance to Texas to 
the battle of San Jacinto.” Number g is a printing of the August g, 
1839, “Treaty with the Shawnee Indians.” Johnston later had a dis- 
tinguished career in the United States Army and at the time of the 
War between the States resigned his commission in that army and 
became one of the chief officers of the Confederate Army. He was 
killed at Shiloh in 186g.

These regulations were printed in compliance with a joint resolution 
of Congress, approved by President Lamar on January 23, 1839, that 
1,000 copies be printed. Except for the section at the end, “Uniform 
of the Army,” they follow closely the General Regulations for the Ar- 
my of the United States, City of Washington, 1835 (copy in my col- 
lection). These sixteen pages on the uniform appear to be a revision 
of the material issued in a twelve-page pamphlet, No. 374 here, and 
like that pamphlet are preceded by General Order No. 5, dated 
Houston, May 23, 1839, ordering the adoption of the uniform. 


The title page of the first of the two entries here is, as shown by the 
lining of the titles, entirely different from that of the second entry, 
and Sabin is in error in stating that they are the same, but with “Gen- 
eral Regulations for the” cut away in the first. Otherwise the make- 
up of the two issues is the same. The order here of the two entries is 
based on the fact that the words of “General Regulations for the” at 
the beginning of the second title seem to fill an obvious lack in the 
first. 


My copy, which is in the original muslin cloth binding, has no leaf 
of errata, and no sign that such a leaf was ever present. If this binding 
was done in Texas, those copies with the original binding are the 
earliest examples of Texas binding of which I have a record. How- 
ever, see my note to Bonnell’s Topographical Description of Texas, 
Austin, 1840, No. 380a here, for a further discussion of the begin- 
nings of bookbinding in Texas. 


In the report of the Adjutant General of the Army dated November 
g, 1839 (this is a part of the Secretary of War's Annual Report, No- 
vember, 1839, No. 371 here), it appears that Whiting’s price for print-

ing the 1,000 copies was $2,000, on which a heavy loss was sustained, 
and that $1,450 more was asked as just compensation for the actual 
cost of printing.

We have here not only the constitution of “The San Saba Company,” 
but, on p. [3]-6, an interesting “Preamble” of the “undersigned orig- 
inal Shareholders,” whose names unfortunately are not given, de- 
signed to “make known their intentions in forwarding an expedition 
to explore the unknown regions of Texas.” Among these objects was 
locating land eligible for settlement and introducing emigrants. The 
“Preamble” also discusses the organization of the expedition, the 
route to be taken, and the setting up of a new route for the Chihuahua 
trade through the proposed settlement, by way of El Paso. 


R. L. Biesele has an interesting article on this company, whose activi- 
ties seem to have ended in 1839, and its revival in 1843 under the name 
of the San Saba Colonization Company, in Southwestern Historical 
Quarterly for January, 1930, Vol. XX XIII, p. [169]-183. Another of 
its activities, according to Mr. Biesele, was to trade with the Indians 
and recapture horses and other property stolen by them. He was un- 
able to find any copy of this pamphlet in the Fisher papers at the Uni- 
versity of Texas (Francis Henry Fisher was the Treasurer), but notes 
a printing bill of Cruger & Moore of $90 for printing 250 copies. Also 
in this bill is a charge for printing 1,000 stock certificates, officers’ 
commissions, and 50 handbills. No copy of these items has been lo- 
cated. Mr. Biesele quotes newspaper articles and the Fisher papers to 
show plans made in the spring of 1839 for the expedition. The Presi- 
dent, whose name he could not discover, was Francis Moore, Tr.

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This is a short and eloquent address of the type usual at such occa- 
sions a century or so ago. One sentence reads, “Among the living pa- 
triots, let Shackelford, Pettis and Karns, be recorded, and a grateful 
people award to them their just meed of their country’s Love.” It 
seems a little odd to have these three gentlemen the only living per- 
sons referred to in the address. Probably Karnes is so honored as 
Thompson’s Texas Sketches is dedicated to him. 


Thompson was a lawyer of Houston and author of Texas. Sketches of 
Character: Moral & Political Condition of the Republic by Milam, 
Philadelphia, 1839, entered here in Part III. He was a supporter of 
Lamar, for whom, early in his presidential administration, he acted 
as private secretary. There are several references to Thompson in the 
Lamar Papers and Miss Elizabeth West has a note on him and his 
Texas ... by Milam in the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for 
July, 1912, Vol. XVI, p. 106-107, but I have nowhere run across any 
account of him before he appeared in Texas, or any notice of his 
death. Oddly enough there is no sketch of him in the Handbook of 
Texas. I sometimes wonder if this Henry Thompson was the Judge 
Thompson of Houston who was killed at the Council House Fight 
at San Antonio on March 20, 1840 (see note to the Sentinel extra of 
March 238, 1840, No. 398 here).

Certificates were also issued for $500, “Letter B”, and $250, “Letter C”, 
otherwise the same as that for $1000, with same imprint. 


There is almost a full-column account of Washington, Texas, in the 
Handbook of Texas and a half-column biography of John W. Hall, 
who is said to have been one of those who in 1835 founded the Wash- 
ington Townsite Company “which promoted the town of Washing- 
ton-on-the-Brazos [the Washington of this certificate] and rented the 
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building in which the Declaration of Independence was written.” The 
Texas ad interim government was organized at Washington. Later, 
in 1837, the town was incorporated. Washington was again the capital 
of Texas from 1842 to 1845. Hall was in the Gutiérez-Magee expedi- 
tion of 1812 and became a permanent resident of Texas as early as 
1822. 

The two certificates in my collection and that for $1,000 at the San 
Jacinto Museum all have the written signatures of John W. Hall as 
Agent. Mine are undated, but the San Jacinto certificate has the date 
May 17, 1839, faintly written in ink, so I have entered them under 
1839. The certificates state in part, “The whole unsold interest from 
this time, being divided into Four Hundred Shares of One ‘Thousand 
Dollars each.”

At this time in the Baptist Church there were two groups which may 
roughly be designated as Missionary Baptists and Anti-Missionary 
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Baptists, the latter being also referred to as ‘‘Primitive Baptists” and 
“Hard Shelled Baptists.” This Union Baptist Association was or- 
ganized by a Missionary Baptist group headed by T. W. Cox, pastor 
of the three churches represented at the meeting—Travis in Austin 
County, Independence in Washington County, and La Grange in 
Fayette County. At the first meeting Cox was elected moderator, 
R. E. B. Baylor, corresponding secretary, and J. W. Collins, clerk. 
Neither Cox nor Collins has a sketch in the Handbook of Texas, 
though Cox probably deserves mention as the organizer of the first 
association of orthodox Baptists in Texas. 


There is a sketch of Baylor (born in 1793) in the Handbook of Texas 
and also in the Dictionary of American Biography. An Alabama law- 
yer and ordained a Baptist minister in 1839, he had only recently 
come to Texas, where he became prominent as a judge and clergy- 
man, traveling, as said in the Handbook of Texas, on horseback over 
the country for more than twenty years, “with the laws of Texas in 
one saddlebag and the Holy Bible in the other.” Baylor University is 
named for him. 


The Association grew in strength with the years and even by the time 
of its next annual meeting, held near Rutersville in October, 1841, 
No. 504 here, had such distinguished leaders as William M. Tryon 
and James Huckins. The following year Z. N. Morrell, a leading ‘Tex- 
an, became prominent in the affairs of the association. There are 
sketches of all three in the Handbook. 


Here the Minutes, p. [3]-7, are followed by the Articles of Faith, 
p- 8-9; Bill of Inalienable Rights, p. 9-10; and Constitution, p. 10-12, 
all of which had apparently been previously adopted by the churches. 
The Rules of Decorum, p. 12-13, which were adopted at the meeting, 
are followed by a table of the three churches represented at the meet- 
ing, with the names of their representatives, pastors, and the like, and 
their times of meeting. At the end, p. 15-16, is the circular letter signed 
by R. E. B. Baylor. 


The second meeting of this association assembled near Rutersville, 
“in Western Texas’ on October 7, 1841, No. 504 here. The third meet- 
ing of this association, a called session, No. 554 here, was held at Mt. 
Gilead Church in Washington County in November, 1842; the fourth, 
No. 582 here, at Providence Church in Washington County in Octo- 
ber, 1843; the fifth, No. 583 here, held at Plum-Grove Church in Fay- 
ette County in August, 1844; and the sixth, No. 616 here, again at 
Mt. Gilead Church in Washington County in October, 1845. 


This Union Baptist Association should be distinguished from the 
Union Association of the Regular Baptist Faith and Order, of which 
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Elder Daniel Parker was the leading spirit. This was the organiza- 
tion of the Anti-Missionary or Primitive Baptists. For the proceed- 
ings of their organization meeting see No. 436 here, and for an entry 
for its fourth meeting see No. 553 here. 

Though poorly arranged and at times lacking in clarity, the best sec- 
ondary account of these Baptist associations I have seen is J. M. Car- 
roll’s History of Texas Baptists, Dallas, 1923.

A second issue, bound in printed board covers and pub- 
lished about the beginning of 1842, since there is an adver- 
tisement on the back cover for ‘““Walker’s Third Edition of 
the Presidents’ Messages . . . from Washington’s to Tyler’s 
last Message, December, 1841.” 
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The pagination and text are the same in both issues and the titles line 
off the same, but the preliminary matter, signature [1], has been reset 
for this issue with slight changes in the title page—a comma after 
“Added” and after “Bonnell,” an “and” instead of an ampersand in 
the imprint, and “Austin” in a light faced type of the same font as 
the rest of the imprint instead of in a bold faced squat type of a 
different font as in the earlier issue. There are also many changes in 
the first signature, among them being “Arkansas bay” instead of 
“Aransas bay” on page iii, and “Navidad .. .” as the last line of page 
vii instead of the first line of page viii. 


In some copies of this issue, as in some copies of the first, there is no- 
running head or page number at the head of page 130. 


The cover title and the main title of this issue are from the same fonts 
of type and nearly identical. The advertisement on the back cover re- 
ferred to above begins “Cheap and Substantial Bookbinding, at 
E. Walker’s Old Stand, No. 112 Fulton Street, New York,” leading to 
the surmise that this issue was bound by Walker. 


This is the first book or pamphlet published in Texas giving an ac- 
count of the country. A good review of it appeared in the Austin City 
Gazette of April 1, 1840, at about the time of its publication. This. 
reads in part: 

Of all the descriptions of this Republic this is the best that we have seen, as far 
as the topography of the country is concerned. At the end of the volume, a brief 
account is given of the various tribes of Indians within the boundaries of Texas; 
it is principally copied from the report made by Mr. Bonnell as commissioner for 
Indian Affairs under the administration of General Houston, which was, at the 
time, considered as a very true and able document. ... 


The work may be had of the Publishers at the Sentinel Office. 


Bonnell played an important part for a few years in Texas as an offi- 
cer in the Texas army, a Commissioner of Indian Affairs, a printer 
and publisher, and an author. ‘There is a sketch of him here in the 
note to his report as Commissioner of Indian Affairs dated Novem- 
ber 3, 1838, No. 248. 

Notwithstanding the copyright notice given in the entry, there is no 
reference in Dallam’s Digest of the Laws of Texas, Baltimore, 1845, 
or in Raines’ Analytical Index to the Laws of Texas, 1823-1905 to any 
copyright procedure in the Republic of Texas.

This is a powerful attack, showing deep feeling, on the bill sponsored 
by Sam Houston, then a member of the House, reserving from loca- 
tion the Indian lands in the Cherokee country. The leader of the op- 
position in the House, representing those who had settled on lands 
to which the Cherokees had title, was David S. Kaufman, Speaker of 
the House. Burton seems to have been the leader of the opposition in 
the Senate. The bill became a law and may be found in the Laws of 
the Fourth Congress, Houston, 1840, p. 184-189. 


Burton’s speech was probably made after the majority and minority 
reports on the bill (No. 404 here), the minority report being by Bur- 
ton, had been submitted to the Senate on January 21 or 22, 1840. John 
Henry Brown, then a young man, was present at the January, 1840, 
debate and tells of it in his History of Texas, Vol. Il, p. 169, and 
Adolphus Sterne mentions the previous month’s debate in his Diary 
(Southwestern Historical Quarterly, Vol. XXXI, p. 80-81). There are 
several references in the modern Journals of the Fourth Congress, 
Vol. I, Senate, to the bill, and on p. 349 is the text of a protest made 
by Burton on February 4, 1840. Burton died in January, 1843, so he 
‘did not live to see his position vindicated by the repeal of the law 
on January 27, 1844 (Laws, 8th Congress, p. 34-35). There is much 
more on the controversy in the modern Journals of the Fourth Con- 
gress, Vol. II, House, where on p. 202-231 and 235-251 there is a full 
account from contemporary newspapers of the debate which opened 
on December 22, 1839. Other references to the debate are given in a 
note on p. 202 of the House Journal, with Kaufman’s protest against 
the bill given on p. 271-27.

It appears from the title bond that General Chambers had conveyed 
an interest in land he owned “‘on the north-eastern shore of Galves- 
ton Bay in front of the mouths of the Trinity river’ to a group hav- 
ing a project for selling lots in a town to be established there to be 
called “City of Chambersia.” I have not run across any other mention 
of this project.

These Memorials of Fisher’s are a full and contemporaneous account 
of an episode in Texas history that just missed being one of its im- 
portant events. If the Tampico Expedition from New Orleans in No- 
vember, 1835, had gained its objective, the course of Texas history 
would have been changed and its leader, Mexia, and its secretary, 
Fisher, would have been Texas heroes. By an unlucky accident it 
failed and its failure stirred the country because of the capture and 
execution of twenty-eight of its members. The usually accurate Ban- 
croft in his North Mexican States and Texas says (Vol. 2, p. 189): 

A vile scheme had been got up by General Mejia to make a descent upon Tam- 


pico, and induce the passengers, inveigled on board by fair promises, either by 
persuasion or compulsion to take part in the enterprise. 
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Kennedy, though not so biting, is to the same effect (Vol. 2, p. 154- 
155)- In New Orleans there had been a judicial investigation early in 
1836, Proceedings in the Case of the United States versus William 
Christy, New Orleans, 1836 (entered in Part III), for the executions in 
Tampico had caused angry feelings against Christy and it was said 
that he had violated the neutrality laws of the United States. 


In these Memorials, Fisher gathers together and prints from the Tex- 
as Archives the letters which Christy, Mexia, Fisher, and others had 
written about the expedition, and quotes from the Journals of the 
Consultation, then recently printed, Houston, 1838 (No. 245 here), 
to show that the Tampico Expedition was a carefully worked out 
plan of General Mexia, aided by Christy and the Texas Committee 
of New Orleans, and welcomed by the Consultation and General Aus- 
tin, for the Mexican liberals and Federalists to strike a blow at Santa 
Anna and the Centralists which might easily have shattered Santa 
Anna’s plans for an invasion of Texas. Incidentally, it appears that 
the prisoners who were executed deserted at Tampico. 


In 1903 Dr. Barker, then a young instructor at the University of 
Texas, published an article on the Tampico expedition (Quarterly, 
Texas State Historical Association, Vol. VI, No. 3, January, 1903) 
which was based almost entirely on these Fisher Memorials and the 
Journals of the Consultation, cited by Fisher, and showed the real 
significance of the expedition. 


On p. 87 the report of the committee dated, “Committee Room, 
House of Representatives, 10th Jan. 1840,” is given. The committee 
reported that Fisher’s petition for recompense to himself and associ- 
ates “is not without merit, but at the same time the expedition so 
connected with it, is so detached from this Government” that further 
action at this time is inexpedient. 


The George Fisher of these Memorials was a Hungarian by birth, 
whose real name is unknown. A linguist, an adventurer with physical 
and mental courage, an intriguer, inordinately fond of seeing his 
name in print, almost a blackmailer (see his letter to Austin, dated 
Monclova, April 16, 1833, Austin Papers, Vol. II, p. 947), Fisher was 
one of the unusual characters who gravitated to Texas and enliv- 
ened its annals. In a letter to Lucas Alaman dated San Felipe, Oct. 18, 
1830 (Austin Papers, Vol. I, p. 512), Austin speaks of Fisher as 
“uno de aquellos aventureros miserables y desvergonzados que ni 
tienen patria ni principios de honradez.” Later there was some kind 
-of a reconciliation between the two, but that it was only on the sur- 
face is shown by Fisher’s letter of April 16, 1833, referred to above. 
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After a few years of an uneventful life as interpreter and translator to 
the Senate of the Republic of Texas and as translator and keeper of 
the Spanish records in the state land office, we find Fisher in 1850 in 
business in Panama where, according to the reprint of the Panama 
Echo of June 1, 1850, which, as referred to later, he bound in with 
copies of his Memorials, he aided the authorities in quelling a riot. 
Then came his service with the California Land Commission. Later 
he was Greek consul there. There is a good sketch of him in the Hand- 
book of Texas. 


In March, April and May, 1858, Fisher added later material to some 
copies of the eighty-seven-page Memorials of 1840 and presented the 
volume thus made up to several persons. In my presentation copy this 
additional material may be described as follows: 


(1) A manuscript summary in Fisher’s handwriting on the flyleaf be- 
ginning, “Please read spcially [sic] the following.” Seventeen refer- 
ences follow. 


(2) A portrait of Fisher, “Secretary to the California Land Commis- 
sion,” “Eng [by R. Soper] for Biographical Sketches of Eminent 
Americans” (compiled by John Livingston, New York, 1853-1854). 


(3) A separately printed biography in six pages, evidently reprinted 
from Vol. 3, p. 441-446, of the foregoing publication. 


These three items are bound in at the beginning. Bound in at the end 
after the verso of p. 87 of the Memorials are: 


(4) A seven-page pamphlet giving, in a reprint from the Madisonian 
of February 5, 1844, a letter of Fisher on annexation; and, p- [5]-7, a 
reprint from the Panama Echo of June 1, 1850. 


(5) A four-page quarto-size folder with caption heading, Correspond- 
ence, with the latest date April 27, 1857, giving eleven letters, all re- 
garding Fisher’s qualifications to be a Commissioner of Deeds in Cali- 
fornia. 


The biographical sketch in my copy has notations in Fisher’s hand- 
writing, with various pencil notations which seem to be in another 
hand. The presentation inscription is to the Hon. Charles Naylor, 
dated at the end, Washington D. C. April 1858. In this inscription, 
Fisher signs himself, “late of Texas & now of California.” 


Only the presentation copies at the Houston Public Library and the 
Library of Congress have all the additional material just listed, and 
the Houston Library copy has no manuscript notes. The other pres- 
entation copies for the most part have the presentation inscription 
dated May, 1858. Apparently as Fisher went on with his presentations 
he ran out of some of this additional material.

James Pinckney Henderson, though at this time not quite thirty-two 
years old, had already had a distinguished career in Texas as attorney 
general and secretary of state in Houston’s first administration and as 
diplomatic agent of Texas in England and France. Later he was to 
be the first governor of the State of Texas and afterwards a United 
States Senator in succession to Rusk. At the time of this honorary 
dinner he had just returned to Texas from his diplomatic post in 
France. Henderson settled in San Augustine, and not as said in the 
sketch in the Dictionary of American Biography at San Antonio.

Allen’s ‘Reminiscences of Texas, 1838-1842,” in the Southwestern 
Historical Quarterly, for January, 1914, Vol. XVII, p- 298, has the re- 
mark, “In 1840, the Rev. W. L. McCalla set Galveston all astir on the 
subject of starting a great University in the Island City.” A charter 
along the lines of that proposed in the broadside, but with some 
changes, was approved by Burnet on January go, 1841, Laws of the 
Fifth Congress, p. 75-77. An interesting provision in the final char- 
ter, but not in the draft, is that the trustees “shall be required to con- 
fine themselves solely to the advancement of literature, together with 
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the arts and sciences, studiously avoiding all undue connections with 
any religious or political denominations.” 

In the Amasa Turner Papers in the University of Texas is a small 
undated broadside, Rules for the Galveston Institute (No. 668 here), 
giving twelve rules for the observance of students. I do not know 
whether or not this was the same institution. The Handbook of Tex- 
as says that Galveston University ceased to exist in 1844.

A note on this pamphlet sent me many years ago by Mr. Winkler says 
that it consists of a preliminary address, ““To the Public,” signed 
“A. Briscoe, Agent” and dated Harrisburg, July, 1839, followed by 
the Deed of Trust on p. [5]-22. 


Mr. Andrew Forest Muir in his article, “Railroad Enterprise in Tex-

W. R. Hogan in The Texas Republic [1946], discusses phrenology 
in Texas on p. 181-182 and gives an interesting account of a phreno- 
logical examination at Houston in 1838 of the heads of two recently 
hanged murderers. Haynie settled in Austin in 1839, where he prac- 
ticed medicine and became prominent in various fields, being mayor 
of Austin in 1850 and 1851. I can find nothing about him, however, 
as a phrenologist. There is a sketch of Haynie in the Handbook of 
iL exas. 

Whiting’s Press was established at Austin late in 1839 and continued 
until 1842. The date 1840 is a guess. Although the word “Chart” 
might suggest diagrams, there are none present or called for in the 
text.

Brigham, whose copy of the Declaration of Independence with his 
account of its adoption in manuscript on the verso is one of the great 
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treasures of my Texas collection, had been appointed Treasurer of 
‘Texas by Houston and had been reappointed by Lamar. On account 
of ill health, he had left much of the affairs of the treasurer’s office in 
the hands of his brother-in-law, the W. H. H. Johnston of the entry. 
What seem at this time to have been trifling causes for friction in 
Johnston’s administration had led to a violent row between him and 
members of the Lamar administration and appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the treasurer’s office. When Brigham refused La- 
mar’s request that Johnston be removed, Lamar removed Brigham 
from the office of treasurer. This was on April 12, 1840. Five months 
later Johnston made the lengthy statement set forth in tiresome de- 
tail in this broadsheet, replying to the trivial complaints against his 
administration. Brigham’s statement which follows again rehashes 
the controversy. 


The broadsheet has some importance because of Brigham’s promi- 
nence in Texas affairs and it is of interest as showing how far the 
Texas Sentinel, an administration newspaper, and Whiting’s Gazette, 
apparently by this time an anti-Lamar newspaper, were willing to go 
in a partisan quarrel. Brigham is probably correct in saying that the 
attacks in the Sentinel were “a tissue of falsehood, as gross as they are 
malignant.” When Houston again became president in 1841 he reap- 
pointed Brigham as treasurer. 


The Gazette extra is undated, but from a reference in the Texas Senti- 
nel of August 29, 1840, it appears that it was published on August 26, 
1840. That later extras on the same subject were published by the 
Gazette appears from the following in the Morning Star of Septem- 
ber 22, 1840: ‘““The Late Treasurer. - - There seems to be no end to the 
‘last words’ given in the Austin papers, on the subject of the investi- 
gation of the Treasury Department. ... The editor of the Gazette of 
Wednesday [September 16], for the third or fourth time, fills half his 
sheet with this subject, cuts it off from the other half and calls it the 
Gazette Extra!” There is a copy of the extra of September 16 in the 
file of the Gazette at the New York Public Library.

Louisville does not appear on the 1845 Hunt & Randel map of Texas, 
but from an article, “Harris County, 1822-1845,” by Mrs. Looscan in 
the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for July, 1915, Vol. XIX, at 
page 56, it appears that “Louisville a few miles below Lynchburg, 
failing to become a town, was known as Scott’s Place.” Mrs. Looscan 
remarks, ‘Nearly every large landholder on the bayou and bay shore 
aspired to be the founder of a town.” Lynchburg was at the mouth 
of the San Jacinto River. There are sketches of Davis and Bacon in 
the Handbook of Texas, where Bacon, one of the founders of the 
Presbyterian Church in Texas, appears as a most. interesting char- 
acter.

This is a careful, detailed description of the “bed and banks” of the 
Colorado from Austin to its mouth, a distance said to be 47214 miles, 
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made by McKinstry in August, 1839. The work was facilitated by the 
fact that it was made at a time when the river was at a record low. 
McKinstry says he paid especial attention to the depth of the water 
and the nature of the bottom and he concludes his Preface with the 
statement: 


That the Colorado can be navigated by Steam Boats for more than six months of 
the year cannot be doubted by persons who have had any experience in shoal water 
navigation, as it is well known that Steam Boats run on the Ohio, Cumberland and 
Tennessee rivers, carrying from six to eight hundred barrels, and drawing only 18 
to 20 inches water. 


Though the difficulties of removing the “rafts’’ near the mouth are 
said by McKinstry (p. 21) to “have been much exaggerated,” a clip- 
ping from the Dallas News of May 29, 1928, or nearly ninety years 
later, laid in my copy, tells of a plan for removing them. Along with 
the detailed record of the condition of the channel, there is consid- 
erable local color in the listing of the location and names of towns 
and plantations along the river. Several of these towns are now only 
names. An article, ““The Colorado River Raft,” in the Southwestern 
Historical Quarterly for April, 1949, Vol. LII, p. [410]-426, quotes 
extensively from McKinstry’s account of the raft, and gives the story 
of later navigation on the Colorado. 


In its issue of May 2g, 1840, the Colorado Gazette and Advertiser has 
a notice reading in part, “A little book had just been issued from our 
office which will be of great value to all persons interested in lands 
on the Colorado and its Tributaries. It is Capt. McKinstry’s ‘Colo- 
rado Navigator.’ ’’ Except for another reference to the book, the only 
bit of information I have been able to get on McKinstry is from the 
Matagorda Bulletin of September 27, 1838, where it appears that at 
that time McKinstry was “City Auctioneer.” 


The copy of the Navigator at the Library of Congress is the presen- 
tation copy, entered as No. 977 in the Francis Edwards catalogue 
No. 265 of July, 1903, priced at the large sum of five shillings. There 
are WPA slips for copies of this at the University of ‘Texas and the 
Texas State libraries, but the copy at the University is a photostat and 
that at the State Library has been missing for many years.

The laying of this cornerstone on July 25, 1840, seems to mark the 
beginning and end of the building of the Houston and Brazos rail- 
road, an enterprise not even mentioned in the authoritative and com- 
plete Handbook of Texas. This Reily Address, full of glittering gen- 
eralities, was apparently one of the leading events of a great celebra- 
tion which included a military parade and a speech by Sam Houston. 
Reily was a man of considerable importance in Texas affairs. There 
is a good sketch of him in the Handbook of Texas. 


The charter of the railroad, approved by President Lamar January 26, 
1839, Laws . . . First Session Third Congress, Houston, ‘Telegraph 
Power Press, p. 117-120, does not list any of the incorporators. It 
seems to be the third Texas charter for a railroad, the two earlier 
ones being that of the Texas Railroad, Navigation and Banking Com- 
pany, granted in December, 1836, see Nos. 180 and 181 here, and that 
of the Brazos and Galveston Railroad Company, granted in May, 
1838, see Nos. 229 and 230 here. 


The best account of this enterprise I have seen is given by Mr. An- 
drew Forest Muir in his article “Railroad Enterprise in Texas, 1836- 
1841,” in the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for April, 1944, 
Vol. XLVII, p. 350-355. There is a short account by Mr. S. G. Reed in 
his History of the Texas Railroads, Houston, 1941, p. 32 and 33.

This interesting pamphlet is, as far as I know, the first printed cata- 
logue of a Texas college, or for that matter of any Texas educational 
institution. It lists eleven trustees, six honorary trustees, a faculty of 
three, with thirty-five men listed in the “Preparatory department” 
and twenty-eight girls in the “Female department.” These two de- 
partments seem to be the equivalent of present-day high school and 
to be preparatory for the various advanced courses listed afterwards 
in the catalogue. The college year was divided into two terms, with 
a vacation of one week preceding the first Monday of February and 
one of nine weeks preceding the first Monday of September. The ex- 
penses for “Elementary studies, per term,” was fixed at $13, with the 
charge for “Higher branches” $20 a term. Board in private. families 
was $12.50 a month. 


Some of the history of the institution is given in an article, “Ruters- 
ville College,” printed in the Quarterly, Texas State Historical As- 
sociation, for October, 1898, Vol. II, p. 124-133, and much of the data 
in this catalogue is given in the article, though I think it was taken 
from the college archives rather than this printed catalogue. The arti- 
cle is incorrect in listing many of the parents as students. The Second 
Annual Catalogue, Austin, 1842, is No. 521 here, and there are ear- 
lier references to the college in entries for Rutersville Proprietors un- 
der 1838, No. 243 here, and under 1839, No. 328 here. There is an ac- 
count of the college in the Handbook of Texas.

This is a firsthand contemporary account of the famous event in 
Texas history known as the “Council House Fight,” and is the au- 
thority relied on by Yoakum in his account of the event (Yoakum, 
Vol. II, p. 298-299). 

On March 19, 1840, twelve Comanche chiefs, accompanied by war- 
riors, women and children, had come to San Antonio to make a 
treaty. When in the Council House they were informed that they 
would be held as hostages until ‘Texans they had taken as prisoners 
were released. In the fight which followed seven Texans were killed, 
with several more wounded, while thirty-five of the Indians were 
killed and twenty-seven women and children and two old men were 
captured. Among the Texans killed was “Judge ‘Thompson of Hous- 
ton.” It is obvious that none of the Thompsons listed in the Hand- 
book of Texas is this Thompson so I have speculated in the note to 
Henry Thompson’s Oration delivered at Houston, March 2, 1839, 
No. 376 here, that he might be the “Judge Thompson” who was killed 
in the Council House Fight.

Here a message of President Lamar, dated January 8, 1840, to the 
Senate and House regarding certain claims by Great Britain on be- 
half of its subjects, p. [3]-4, is followed, p. 5-52, by correspondence 
and reports relating to the claims, and on p. 53-55 by the undated re- 
port of the Committee signed at the end, W. Lawrence, Chairman. 


One of the British claims arose out of the admittedly improper cap- 
ture of the British schooner Eliza Russell by the Texian schooner [n- 
vineible in 1837. Here Texas admitted liability. It was an unfortu- 
nate case as the Texas Secretary of the Navy was on the Invincible at 
the time of the capture. That times have changed in the last hundred 
or so years is shown by a letter of Lord Palmerston dated October 23, 
1839, to General J. Pinckney Henderson, the ‘Texan representative, 
given here on p. 33-34, where, after complaining that the Eliza Rus- 
sell claim had not been paid, Palmerston continues, “Under these 
circumstances, her Majesty’s Government would be justifiable in

This important pamphlet giving evidence presented at hearings of 
the Joint Committee on Public Lands, held in December, 1840, re-

This crudely printed and badly frayed pamphlet gives an account of 
the first two meetings of a small association of Primitive Baptist 
churches, of which the leading spirit was Daniel Parker, brother of 
Silas M. Parker, and of James W. Parker with whom he went to Texas 
in a colonizing expedition in 1832. For an account of the orthodox 
and much larger Union Baptist Association, which also held its first 
meeting in October, 1840, see No. 379 here, Minutes of the First Ses- 
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sion of the Union Baptist Association ... Oct. 8th, 1840, Houston, 
1840. 


Here (p. [1]-4), a record of the proceedings of a convention held “at 
Hopewell Meeting House, near the town of Douglas ... on the 17th 
day of October 1840,” which organized the Union Association, is 
signed by Daniel Parker at the end on p. 4 as Moderator, and by Gar- 
rison Greenwood as Secretary. This is followed on p. 4-5 by “Minutes 
of the gd annual meeting of the Union Association of regular Bap- 
tists, began and held at Boggy Bayou Meeting House in Caddo Parish, 
La., on the 11th day of Sept. 1841.” At the end, p. 5-9, is a circular, 
“The Union Association of the regular Baptist Faith and order to 
the Churches of whom She is composed.” This is also signed at the 
end, D. Parker, Moderator. G. Greenwood, Clerk. 


At its second annual meeting, the Association appointed Elder D. 
Parker to superintend the printing of these minutes, and the minutes 
of the preceding Association. I had thought that this pamphlet might 
have been printed on the press of the Red-Lander at San Augustine, 
but this is not readily apparent from a comparison of types. 


Most of the issue of the Quarterly, ‘Texas State Historical Associa- 
tion, for October, 1907, Vol. XI, p. [85]-156, is taken up under the title, 
“The Records of an Early Texas Baptist Church,” with records for 
the period 1833-1847 found in ‘““The Church Book, belonging to the 
Pilgrim Predestinarean Regular Baptist Church of Jesus Christ,” 
the church founded by Daniel Parker. There is much in these records 
relating to Daniel Parker, and on p. 118 is a reference to the meeting 
to be held at Hopewell on October 17, 1840; and on p. 127 is a record 
of appointing “Elders G. Greenwood, and D. Parker’’ to the Sep- 
tember, 1841, meeting of the Association. 


See No. 553 here for entry for the Fourth Annual Meeting of the 
Union Association of the Regular Baptist Faith and Order. No copy 
of this last has been located. Hogan in his Texas Republic, p. 198, 
gives a short account of this association of Primitive Baptists.

They were cleverly written sketches, in the style of the Old Testament, 
on Lamar’s conduct at the Battle of San Jacinto and his election as. 
President in 1838.

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Houston is charged with refusing to protect the frontier and with say- 
ing that “ ‘he hoped every man, woman and child that settled North 
of the San Antonio road would be tomahawked.’” It is said that “he 
has become almost insane from dissipation, and his mind is so broken 
down that he is as forgetful as an old man in second childhood.” On 
the other hand, Burnet “is sober, honest and capable ... this amiable 
and excellent man is poor ... but this very poverty peculiarly fits him 
for the office of President of a poor people.” 


Each column of the sample ballot is headed by Burnet’s name for 
President with Memucan Hunt’s name for Vice President in one 
column and that of Edward Burleson for Vice President in another 
column. In the third column there is no name for Vice President. 
There is no name after ‘For Representative.” in any of the three 
columns. 


This is the first entry here under the year 1841 relating to the spirited 
campaign for the presidency carried on by Burnet and Houston in 
the summer of 1841. An editorial in the Colorado Gazette and Ad- 
vertiser (Matagorda) of August 21, 1841, says that Dr. Francis Moore 
of the Telegraph, one of Burnet’s strong supporters, wrote this “‘whin- 
ing electioneering hand bill,” and put it out “‘on the eve of the elec- 
tion ...so as to prevent its being answered, unless by accident a copy 
may fall into the hands of the editor of an independent paper.” One 
of the features of the campaign was the publication of the new edi- 
tion of Houston Displayed, No. 440 here. See also the two attacks on 
Burnet by Houston, under the signature of “Truth,” Nos. 445 and 
446 here. At the election held on the first Monday of September, 1841, 
Houston was overwhelmingly elected, receiving over three-quarters 
of all votes cast. There are also several entries here relating to con- 
tests for the less important offices of representatives, sheriffs and the 
like.

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I have a long note about this famous Texas book following the en- 
try for the first edition, published at Velasco, Texas, in 1837, No. 190 
here, and there quote laudatory and also critical newspaper com- 
ments made in July and August, 1841, on this republication. This 
second edition is of even greater rarity than the first. Until I located, 
in November, 1952, what seems to be the only known copy, this sec- 
ond edition, known from contemporary references to have been pub- 
lished, was one of the lost Texas books. My copy belonged to Hous- 
ton’s bitter enemy, David G. Burnet, and has his signature at the head 
of the title page. 


Much of the introductory note on the verso of the title page, dated 
at the end, Bastrop, March, 1841, deserves full quotation. It reads 
in part: 

The accompanying work was published in Pamphlet form, at Velasco, in the Spring 
of 1837, and was found to contain so many TRUTHS relative to the conduct of Gen. 
Sam. Houston, and evinced so intimate an acquaintance with his character, that 
it was attributed to the pen of the celebrated John Wharton; and such were the 
fears of the friends of Sam Houston regarding its influence against him, that they 
exerted themselves so effectually to suppress it, that, although it had been circu- 
lated widely through the Republic, in three months after its publication, scarcely 
a copy could be found. As this individual has again consented to become a candi- 
date for the highest office within the gift of the people, it is due to him and to the 
country, that his true character should be made known. The facts set forth in this 
little volume are sustained by the evidence of many living witnesses, among whom 
are S. A. Sherman, B. F. Smith, Col. Neill, Gen. Burleson, Gen. Lamar, Col. Wm. S. 
Fisher and several others of the most distinguished men of the country, whose 
veracity is above impeachment. 


A footnote says: “Colonel Coleman was doubtless the Author of this 
work; hence it is commonly styled ‘Coleman’s Pamphlet.’ ” 


Though the introduction is dated Bastrop, March, 1841, an entry 
in the Diary of Adolphus Sterne for July 17, 1841 (Southwestern His- 
torical Quarterly for October, 1928, Vol. XXXII, p. 165), reading, 
“an old Publication against Sam Houston by Col Coleman, is repub- 
lished, received two Copies,” indicates that this second edition was 
distributed early in July. 


Newspaper comments in 1841 on the republication of Houston Dis- 
played, in addition to those referred to in the note to the first edition, 
include one made in the Red-Lander (San Augustine) of July 29, 
1841, and another in the Colorado Gazette and Advertiser of August 
7. Both of these are strongly pro-Houston. That the 1841 edition was 
secretly printed at the office of the Telegraph at Houston is stated in 
the Weekly Houstonian of July 29, 1841. In the same issue it is stated 
that copies of the pamphlet were distributed by one of the Board of 
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Traveling Commissioners for the Investigation of Land Claims. In 
the Red-Lander (San Augustine) of July g9, 1841, referred to above, it 
is stated that the copies of the pamphlet were distributed “in the 
northern counties” by one of the agents of the Telegraph. 


Later in the month, the Austin City Gazette of August 25, 1841, 
quotes from the Houstonian a mild letter from Colonel Neill, who 
was cited in the introduction of the second edition of Houston Dis- 
played as an authority for its statements, which ends, “never yet have 
I see him [General Houston] when he was not himself, a man, a sol- 
dier, and an officer.”

This pamphlet, with no statement of authorship, is entirely reprinted 
in the reconstructed Journals of the Sixth Congress, Vol. II, House, 
p. 282-298, and under the date “Jany. 4th 1842,” where it is signed at 
the end, “P. Edmunds for himself & others.’’ The reprint is prefaced 
with the statement, “Your petitioner respectfully represents that for 
himself and others he controls over one fourth of the entire national 
debt of the Republic of Texas.’”” Edmunds goes on to say that at the 
request of the creditors he had worked out a plan entitled, “A short 
review of the Finances of Texas with a few suggestions for the fu- 
ture.” Then follows a word for word reprint of the pamphlet entered 
above. 


The pamphlet states that Texas, with an empty treasury, has out- 
standing about ten millions of debt, selling in the market at about 
twelve and a half cents on the dollar. It recommends that a national 
bank be set up, which will issue ten millions of its capital stock to the 


_ holders of the Texas debt in return for an assignment to the bank of 


the debt, and the bank will then cancel for the government this ten 
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millions of old promissory notes and the like which are costing the 
government ten or twelve per cent interest, payable in specie, re- 
ceiving in exchange a new issue of government three per cent bonds 
payable “at the pleasure of the government.” The plan was worked 
out in considerable detail and had features quite attractive to the 
government, but nothing finally came of it. 


I can find out little about Edmunds except that a short account in 
the Writings of Sam Houston, Vol. II, p. 452-453, records his ap- 
pointment as consular agent at New Orleans on January 29, 1842, 
and his abandonment of the office by midsummer. There is no men- 
tion of his plan for a bank in Gouge’s Fiscal History of Texas, Phila- 
delphia, 1852.

This interesting report records the sale to October 31, 1841, of 1,543 
lots “amounting in the aggregate to $1,218,911.18 Texas money, of 
this sum $901,011.65 has been paid in stock.” It appears that “the 
first sale of lots was made in April, 1838. The City Contains five hun- 
dred and ninety six business and dwelling houses, and a population 
of three thousand souls. It has four churches nearly completed.” Gail 
Borden, Jr., the agent of the company, is given high praise for his 
management of the company’s affairs. 


According to the sketch of Williams in the Handbook of Texas he 
was at this time Texas Consul at Baltimore, where he is said to have 
acted as consul from July, 1838, to at least March 31, 1845, and prob- 
ably until annexation. Love (1795-1874) is said in the Handbook to 
have been a successful planter, with extensive holdings on the Brazos 
and to have been a supporter of Lamar and a political opponent of 
Houston.

There are two paragraphs of other matter at the head of the first col- 
umn and the letter to Burnet is followed by a letter signed by I. N. 
Moreland and thirty-five others asking Houston to address “the citi- 
zens of Houston on the leading measures, which may result during the 
next administration,” and Houston’s letter of acceptance, both dated 
August 14, 1841. 


Houston is named as the author of this attack on Burnet, and of the 
one in the entry which follows, in a careful note (Writings of Sam 
Houston, Vol. H, p. 371-372) to Houston’s letter of August 4, 1841, 
to Ashbel Smith enclosing the manuscript of a sketch attacking Bur- 
net. The note records that Burnet ran a series of five articles, signed 
“Publius,” in the issues of the Telegraph and Texas Register from 
June 23 through July 14, 1841, and another series of five, “To the 
Friends of Morality and to All who desire to sustain the Moral Char- 
acter of ‘Texas,” signed “Texian.” Apparently five letters signed 
“Truth” were published, but only these first two have survived. 


In this first article, after noting that “Publius” had charged Hous- 
ton “with beastly intemperance, and other vices degrading to hu- 
manity,” “Truth” charges Burnet with public drunkenness and al- 
lowing liquor to be used in the army, with various supporting details. 
fe Displayed, see No. 440 here, is also contemptuously men- 
tioned. 
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The Texas Centinel (Austin) for August 26, 1841, attacks this circu- 
lar in an editorial entitled, “An Election Fraud,” saying they had 
heard the circular was ‘“‘an infamous compilation of falsehood against 
Judge Burnet,” but that as it had been published at the last moment 
they had been unable to get hold of a copy.

This certificate, which is engraved and not printed, is the earliest 
example known to me of engraving done in Texas. I know of no other 
for the period of the bibliography. 


The blank for the date on my certificate is filled out, “29 April.” 
E. E. Este signs the certificate as Secretary, and Nicholas Clopper as 
Agent. This certificate represents an interesting scheme promoted 
by Nicholas Clopper of Cincinnati, his son Joseph C. Clopper, and the 
latter’s wife’s brother, Edward Este, for establishing a new town on 
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the Colorado River at the head of the raft. The plan was to connect 
the new town by a railroad with tidewater on Wilson’s Creek, about 
three miles to the south, “and thence by steam-boats or other craft 
to Port Austin and Palacios.” These two towns were on Matagorda 
Bay, south of the mouth of the Colorado. 


Nicholas Clopper acquired lands in Texas in the 1820’s, and in 1827 
took his three sons to Texas on a visit. The Journal of one of the sons, 
Joseph Chambers Clopper, kept on that visit is given in Vol. XIII, 
Quarterly, Texas State Historical Association, P- 44- -80, July, 1909, 
and “The Clopper Correspondence, 1834-1838,” in Vol. XIII, p. 128- 
144, October, 1909.

In 1950 Edward Nicholas Clopper, one of 
the descendants of the Cloppers referred to above, published at 
Cincinnati a most interesting account of the Cloppers who visited 
Texas and of other members of his family in An American Family, 
Its Ups and Downs through Eight Generations in New Amsterdam 
.and Texas from 1650 to 1880. 


In Part II, I have an entry under the year 1841, Constitution of Port- 
land City Company, Matagorda County, Republic of Texas, [n.p., 
but probably Cincinnati, 1841], signed on p. 9, Nicholas Clopper, 
Agent. This tells of the ownership by Nicholas Clopper and his son 
Joseph of the upper half of the league of land on the west side of 
the Colorado, “near the head of the raft,” and gives other informa- 
tion about the project. This Constitution and the scrip with the date 
1841 were almost certainly printed in 1841 for Nicholas Clopper died 
on December 2, 1841. I learned in February, 1953, from Mr. Andrew F. 
Muir of Cameron, ‘Texas, an authority on Texas history, that he had 
one of these certificates and also a copy of the Constitution. 

The “City of Portland” is not shown on the map in the 1845 edition 
of the Hunt & Randell Guide to Texas and as I have not been able 
to learn anything more of its history the chances are that the project 
was not carried out.

One of these handbills was recently forwarded 
to us, by a gentleman in Nacogdoches, and we were surprised to find it con- 
tained an article renewing the unwarranted slander, that the Santa Fé expedition 
was fitted out to aid in the election of Burnet. ... In addition to the hand- 
bill issued by the Editor of the Redlander, we have received another, issued in an- 
other quarter, but the falsehoods it contains are so glaring and palpable, that they 
can hardly deceive even the most credulous.

This is one of the indispensable books relating to this period of the 
Republic of Texas for there is no other printing, except perhaps in 
some cases in contemporary newspapers, of a great many of the re- 
ports of the various House Committees of the Fifth Congress. This 
applies also to the reports made to President Lamar in October, 1840, 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, the Attorney General and the Post- 
Master General. The House Journal for November 6, 1840 (p. 37), 
records a vote that the reports accompanying the President’s Message 
be referred to the appropriate committees with instructions to pre- 
pare abstracts of them for the press. It appears from the House Jour- 
nal for November 9, 1840 (p. 41), that the Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads declined to sanction the publication of the report of 
the Post-Master General, and on the same day the Committee on the 
Judiciary reported that it was unnecessary to publish any portion of 
the Attorney General’s report, both actions being taken on the ground 
of economy. Then there is a report of the Committee on Finance, 
made January 20, 1841, and given on p. 405 of the Appendix saying 
that the reports of the various bureaus of the Treasury Department 
are “too voluminous for publication.” 


In the case of the annual reports made at this time by the Secretary 
of War and the Commissioner of the General Land Office, only the 
copies at the Grand Lodge at Waco are known, and only the Grand 
Lodge and the Texas State Library copies of the report of the Secre- 
tary of Navy have thus far been located.

The first letter, which is signed Martin F. Peraza and dated Austin, 
11th September, 1841, refers to a letter of President Lamar’s dated 
July g0, addressed to the Governor of Yucatan. This Lamar letter is 
No. 482 here. All the correspondence except a letter from the Deputy 
Governor of Yucatan to Lamar, dated Merida, August 24th, 1841, and 
accrediting Peraza as having full power from Yucatan, is dated in 
September, 1841. It includes a letter of the Secretary of State to Peraza 
dated September 27, 1841, in which it is said that President Lamar 
will send “three or more armed vessels of the Texian navy, with or- 
ders to cooperate with the Sea and Land forces of the State of Yuca- 
tan” against the Central Government of Mexico.

This pamphlet includes an account of the famous “Pig War” between 
Saligny and the Austin inn-keeper, Richard Bullock, and is the only 
contemporary separate printing of the Document A which was sub- 
mitted to Congress with the Report of the Secretary of State, dated 
October 12, 1841, No. 473 here, but not printed with it. The corre- 
spondence begins with Saligny’s letter to the Secretary of State dated, 
Legation of France in Texas, Austin, February 19, 1841, complaining 
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of the assault by Mr. Bullock upon one of the envoy’s servants. ‘The 
last letter dated Austin, Dec. 11, 1841, by the local Texas District At- 
torney, related to an adjournment of the case against Bullock. The 
pamphlet also gives correspondence exchanged in Paris in the sum- 
mer of 1841 between General James Hamilton, the Texas envoy, 
and Guizot, Secretary of State of France.

This important pamphlet contains three letters. The first, dated De- 
partment of State, Austin, April 14, 1840, is addressed “To Capt. 
Wm. G. Dryden, John Rowland and William Workman, Esqs., Com- 
missioners,” and signed Abner S. Lipscomb, Secretary of State. All 
three of these gentlemen were residents of Santa Fe and one of them, 
Captain Dryden, had been presented to Lamar at Austin only a 
short time before. Dryden undoubtedly took back with him copies of 
this letter to Santa Fe. In this letter, the Secretary tells of President 
Lamar’s wish that these gentlemen, who are addressed as Commis- 
sioners, explain to the people of New Mexico the peaceful objects of 
the expedition he shortly intended to send to Santa Fe. However, for 
various reasons, more than a year passed before the expedition was 
sent. 
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The second letter, dated Austin, June 15, 1841, is addressed “To 
William G. Cooke, Antonio Navarro, Richard F. Brennan and Wil- 
liam G. Dryden, Commissioners, etc.,” and is signed Sam’l A. Roberts, 
Acting Secretary of State. It encloses commissions to these gentle- 
men, appointing them “Commissioners on the part of the Govern- 
ment, to accompany the military expedition about to depart for Santa 
Fé, and of which you will have the chief direction,” and gives them 
detailed instructions as to their procedure. The letter says that 
“Thomas Falconer, Esq., will accompany the expedition as His- 
toriographer” and that his position will be that of an invited guest. 


The third letter is dated and signed as the second letter and ad- 
dressed “To Col. William G. Cooke, Resident Commissioner, etc.” 
This letter says that after the Commissioners who are joined with him 
have left Santa Fe, it is desirable that someone remain there, clothed 
with full authority, and stating that a separate commission has been 
made out appointing Cooke “Resident Commissioner.” 


These three letters outline the whole aims and policy of the famous 
Santa Fe Expedition. There is an excellent modern account of this 
expedition and its background in “The Santa Fe Expedition,” part 
of a life of Lamar by A. K. Christian, given in the Southwestern His- 
torical Quarterly for October, 1920, Vol. XXIV, p. [87]-116. Mr. Wil- 
liam C. Binkley has an able account of the reaction of the people of 
New Mexico to the expedition in an article, “New Mexico and the 
Texan Santa Fé Expedition,” in the Southwestern Historical Quar- 
terly for October, 1923, Vol. XXVII, p. [85]-107.

This compilation gives in Spanish the “Declaration of the People of 
Texas in General Convention Assembled,” adopted on November 7, 
1835, the ordinance “Plan and Powers of establishing the provi- 
sional government,” adopted November 13, 1835, the Declaration of 
Independence, and the Constitution of the Republic of Texas, fol- 
lowed by many, but by no means all, of the acts of the various sessions 
of the first three Congresses. Joint resolutions, with two exceptions, 
are not given at all, and acts incorporating towns and private corpo- 
rations, such as the Texas Railroad and Navigation Company, are 
not given, and there are even omissions of such important acts as the 
Act to Establish a General Land Office, passed over the President’s 
veto on December 22, 1836. 


As early as December 18, 1837, a joint resolution had been approved, 
authorizing the Secretary of State to contract for the translation and 
compilation in Spanish “of such general and penal enactments as 
have been made by the former and present Congress ... and that in 
future all general enactments shall as soon as practicable be trans- 
lated into Castilian ... provided the expense shall not exceed $300 
annually.” Apparently nothing had been done on this by February, 
1840, for the Austin City Gazette of February 5, 1840, reports a speech 
by Seguin, the member of the Senate from Bexar (reported in the 
modern Journals, Fourth Congress, Vol. I, p. 103, note), complain- 
ing that his constituents have not “seen a single law translated and 
printed,” and inquiring about an estimate for the year 1840 of doing 
this at an expense of $15,000. 


A “Communication from State Department” in Appendix ... Jour- 
nals ... House ... Fifth Congress, p. 28-35, gives the contract with 
Andrews for the translation, Cruger’s proposition for the printing, 
and a letter from Cruger dated Austin, December 7, 1840, saying that 
because of delays by Andrews only about 200 pages had thus far been 
printed. Andrews was to get two dollars and a half in notes of New 
Orleans banks for each printed page and Cruger was to get one hun- 
dred and thirteen dollars in specie for 2,000 copies of each eight-page 
form. Lipscomb, the Secretary of State, expressed doubts about con- 
tinuing the translation because of the expense. 


This seems to be the last printing in Spanish of any of the laws of the 
Republic. On December 30, 1841, the Senate passed a resolution for 
the printing of the laws in Spanish (reconstructed Journal, Sixth 
Congress, Vol. I, Senate, p. 175), but on January 5, 1842, the Senate 
passed a joint resolution ordering the Secretary of State to suspend 
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the printing of the laws in the Spanish language (reconstructed Jour- 
nal, Sixth Congress, Vol. I, Senate, P- 199).

This report is dated at the beginning, War and Navy Department, 
City of Austin, Sept. 30, 1841, and signed on p. 11, B. T. Archer, Sec 
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retary of War and Navy. Under an act approved January 18, 1841, the 
office of the Secretary of the Navy had been abolished and its duties 
assigned to the Secretary of War. This gloomy report includes the 
statement that the force for the protection of the frontier had had to 
be disbanded because of no appropriation for its support, and that 
the militia was in a disorganized condition. Archer also stated that 
the appropriations for the past year, because of the depreciation of 
the currency, were far short of the necessary expenditures. Archer, 
1790-1856, is well known in Texas history. That he was Secretary of 
War under Lamar is not noted in the brief sketch of him in the Hand- 
book of Texas. 


On November 24, 1841, the Chief Clerk of the House acknowledged 
receipt of 250 copies (Ms. receipt, Archives, Texas State Library).

Porter’s report tells of the small expedition commanded by General 
Tarrant which had left on May 14 to attack an Indian village in the 
vicinity of the headwaters of the Trinity, which seemed to be the 
headquarters for Indian raids on the settlements. Because of the small 
force, only an inconclusive engagement resulted. The preceding edi- 
torial comment gives high praise to Powhatan Archer, the minor son 
of the Secretary of War, for a scouting trip through the Indian coun- 
try to get an Indian guide for a new expedition just ordered by the 
Secretary to attack the Indian encampment, “and if possible, break 
it up.” 

Porter’s report is one of the then unprinted documents accompany- 
ing the Report of the Secretary of War September, 1841, No..491 here.

Dimitt had come to Texas as early as 1822 and been prominent in 
the armed revolt against Mexico in the fall of 1835. In 1836 he had 
maintained a small military company at Dimitt’s Landing on Lavaca 
Bay. This extra tells of his abduction by a small Mexican force a 
short time before and of his being taken as a captive to Matamoros. 
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As the Centinel was a supporter of Burnet for President in the com- 
ing 1841 election, the editorial castigates Houston and his friends for 
breaking up “our little army” and praises the policy Burnet advo- 
cated in 1836 for taking Matamoros. Some of Dimitt’s fellow prisoners 
escaped at Saltillo and he is supposed to have committed suicide 
when told he would be shot if they did not return.

This gives a letter from General James Hamilton, Loan Commis- 
sioner, dated at the beginning, London, May 18, 1841, addressed to 
Hon. Mr. Chalmers, Secretary of the Treasury, stating that he had 
entered into a contract with Laffite & Co. for the Texan loan, but 
that after the prospectus was issued and he had left Paris for London, 
influential French newspapers had come out against the loan and 
Laffite & Co. had postponed opening the books. This is followed by 
the prospectus with the title, “Explanatory Notice on the Loan of 
Thirty-seven Millions of Francs, (Seven Millions of Dollars,) issued 
by the Government of Texas.” 


Hamilton (1786-1857) had had a aioeaned career in South Caro- 
lina, first as Congressman at Washington, then as governor, and aft- 
erwards as president of the nullification convention of 1832. He be- 
came interested in the Texas struggle for independence and, accord- 
ing to the sketch in the Dictionary of American Biography, was of- 
fered in 1836 the chief command of the Texas army. Lamar made 
him commissioner to negotiate loans and in 1839 he went to Europe 
as a diplomatic agent of Texas. When Houston became president in 
1841 he repudiated Hamilton’s groundwork on foreign loans and 
had the law authorizing the loans repealed. Hamilton acted also as 
commissioner for Lamar to negotiate peace with Mexico. These ne- 
gotiations ended abruptly early in 1842, as set forth in the note to 
Letter of Gen. Houston to Santa Anna, No. 542 here. By this time 
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Hamilton had personally advanced Texas a total of $210,000 in gold. 
In the years which followed, inability to collect this from Texas 
caused him great financial embarrassment. He died in a marine dis- 
aster in an heroic attempt to save others. All in all he is one of the 
great characters in Texas history.

Here Wheelock asks, unsuccessfully as it turned out, for votes for 
his election to the Senate of the Sixth Congress. His platform includes 
sale of the Cherokee lands, establishment of a national bank, repeal 
of the law prohibiting forced sale of slaves on writs of execution, and 
various reforms. 


Wheelock’s settlement in Texas early in 1834 and his surveying ac- 
tivities in the Sterling C. Robertson Colony are set forth in his depo- 
sition dated December 10, 1840, printed as “Number 10” in Evidence 
in Relation to Land Titles, Austin [1840], No. 408 here, p. 15-21. The 
Handbook of Texas, which records, apparently incorrectly, that 
Wheelock settled in the Robertson Colony in 1833, says he laid out 
the town of Wheelock in that colony. In 1845 he was active in survey- 
ing and sectionizing land in the Mercer Colony.

This is an undated statement, addressed, To the Hon. Robert Potter, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Lands, and signed at the end, 
Sam’1 M. Williams, made in response to a resolution passed by the 
House on January 6, 1841, calling on the Joint Committee on Public 
Lands to summon Williams before them and examine him on the 
eleven league grants and the history of the grants issued by the gov- 
ernment of Coahuila and Texas.

Reply 
was promised at two o’clock in the afternoon, but as no reinforce- 
ments were in sight the town then surrendered, on Saturday, March 5. 
At the end of this report is an entry headed, “Monday Morning, 
6 o'clock,” saying, “An express has just arrived, with information 
that Goliad has fallen; but no particulars.’ There is also a proclama- 
tion by Asa Brigham, Mayor, appointing a Committee of Vigilence 
[sic], of which Major Samuel Whiting was chairman, and a report 
of a meeting of the Committee held on the evening of the sixth. One 
of the votes of this meeting was that all families in the city should 
“leave as soon as possible for a safer section of the country.” 


John Henry Brown, the historian, was, as a young soldier, with the 
small ‘Texas force at San Antonio just before the town’s surrender.

whether the folding table was considered to be pages [11]-[12], or those 
two pages are missing. The text does not indicate missing pages. 


It appears from these Minutes that this second meeting was organized 
by the three churches, Travis, Independence, and La Grange, of 
which T. W. Cox was pastor, which had assembled for the first meet- 
ing held at Travis in October, 1840, No. 379 here. Six other churches, 
including Galveston and Houston, of which James Huckins was the 
pastor, and three, Washington, Providence, and Mount Gilead, of 
which W. M. Tryon was pastor, were admitted to membership. The 
Minutes, p. [3]-9, followed by the list of churches and delegates, 
p- [11-12], end with an address by James Huckins, p. 13-19. T. W. Cox, 
who had been moderator of the 1840 meeting but whose orthodoxy 
had been questioned, was not elected to any office, the officers for 
the ensuing year being William M. Tryon, Moderator; S. P. Andrews, 
Clerk; R. E. B. Baylor, Corresponding Secretary; and J. W. Collins, 
‘Treasurer. Another prominent member of this meeting was Z. N. 
Morrell, of whom there is an interesting sketch in the Handbook of 
Texas.

It appears from the Burleson letter of March 31 that on March 18 
the volunteers then under his command at San Antonio had refused 
to obey the order of Houston giving the command of the troops there 
to Somervell. In this letter Burleson again offers to yield the com- 
mand to Somervell, who, in his letter of the same date, declines “to 
subject [himself] to the mortification of their [the volunteers’] refusal 
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to obey [his] orders.” In his letter of April 2 disbanding the volunteers 
Burleson uses the well-known expression, “though Thermopyle had 
her messenger of defeat, the Alamo had none.” The time and cir- 
cumstances of the use of this expression by Burleson is discussed in 
a note in the Quarterly, Texas State Historical Association, for April, 
1904, Vol. VU, p. 328. There a descendant of Burleson’s says he used 
this expression for the first time in a speech to Texans assembled at 
Gonzales when the news of the fall of the Alamo reached that place. 


In his address here of April 6 to his “Fellow Citizens of Texas,” Bur- 
leson tells how the Secretary of War at Austin (President Houston be- 
ing absent in the east) had asked him to take command of the volun- 
teers at San Antonio, and how shortly afterward he had received an 
order from the War Department “in no event to cross the Rio 
Grande.” Burleson criticizes Houston’s order not to advance and 
urges that the Texans should campaign in the Valley of the Rio 
Grande. 

Burleson came to Texas in 1830 and was prominent in Texas affairs, 
being a delegate to the convention of 1833, a colonel at Bexar and 
San Jacinto, in command of the troops in the Cherokee War, and 
vice president of Texas 1841-1844. I follow the sketch by Charles W. 
Ramsdell in the Dictionary of American Biography in giving 1798 
as the year of Burleson’s birth rather than 1793 as given in the Hand- 
book of Texas.

This Reply is preceded by a letter “To the Editor of the Telegraph” 
in which Burnet states that a report charging him with “a violation 
of ‘every obligation which is held sacred by man, should not remain 
among the Archives of the Republic, without an effort to expose the 
error of its positions.” The report which Burnet thus epitomizes was 
made on December 6, 1841, by a committee of the House headed by 
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Isaac Van Zandt. It is No. 466 here. In his Reply Burnet points out 
that it was well known that he had nothing to do with the Santa Fe 
Expedition and that he disapproved of it. 


This Reply is reprinted from the pamphlet in the reconstructed Jour- 
nals of the Sixth Congress, Vol. II, p. 176-182, accompanied by a state- 
ment of the editor of the Journals that though not part of the Jour- 
nal, it is printed with the proceedings of the House for December 17, 
1841, because of “the importance and rarity of the document.” My 
copy of this Reply once belonged to Burnet and came to me from a 
member of his family. In his handwriting on the plain wrapper is,

As I have entries in Part III for newspaper extras printed in Little 
Rock, Arkansas, and Columbus, Ohio, giving the news of the taking 
of San Antonio on Saturday, March 5, 1842, I think it may be inter- 
esting to jot down here how the news spread. 


The report of the taking was first printed at Austin in a broadside 
dated, “Gazette Office, Half-past 10 o’clock, Mond. morn.” [March a, 
1842], No. 501 here. This was reprinted with additional information 
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in an extra of the Gazette issued either after seven o'clock ‘Tuesday 
night, March 8, or Wednesday, March g, No. 502 here. The news 
next appears, as far as my information goes, in the extra of the Civil- 
ian and Galveston Gazette for March 12, entered above. It appears: 
that the news came to Galveston via “‘the steamer Dayton” from Hous- 
ton and that the news had come to Houston in “expresses arrived 
yesterday from Austin dated Monday last,” that is, Monday, March 7. 
This well may have been printed in an extra of a Houston paper. 
It appears from the Arkansas Gazette extra of March 24 that the news 
was published in the New-Orleans Bee of March 16, so that it took 
over a week for the news to go from New Orleans to Little Rock. My 
last entry for the story is the Ohio Statesman—Extra, dated “Colum- 
bus, March 26, 5, o’clock [p.]M.” The news there is reported to have 
come by way of Cincinnati, from an extra of the New Orleans Crescent 
City. That in turn, like the New-Orleans Bee, got its information 
from the March 12 extra of the Civilian and Galveston Gazette en- 
tered above.

Though this broadside and the broadside A Voice from the West!!! 
(No. 551 here) are apparently the first separate publications issued 
in Texas telling of the capture of the Texian Santa Fe Expedition, 
the first newspaper publication in Texas of the news seems to have 
been the Houston Telegraph and Texas Register for December 8, 
1841, with a quotation from the New Orleans Bulletin giving a re- 
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port from a Vera Cruz newspaper of October 20. That paper in turn 
had a quotation from a supplement of the Mexican El Siglo XIX with 
a report of the capture dated from Villa del Passo on September 28. 
The next report came via Chihuahua and San Antonio and-was pub- 
lished in the Weekly Texian of Austin on December 15, 1841. This 
broadside of January 18, 1842, gives the news as it was received in In- 
dependence, Missouri, on December 14 from Signor Alvarez, the 
American Consul at Santa Fe, who had left Santa Fe for the overland 
trip to the States fifty days before. The broadside is based on an article 
in the New Orleans Bulletin of January 3, 1842, quoting from the 
Missouri Republican of December 24, 1841. It gives a detailed ac- 
count of the capture of the ‘Texans. 


In Part II there is an entry for a Chihuahua broadside giving the 
September 28, 1841, report from Villa del Passo, referred to above; 
and another broadside issued by the Secretaria of the Commanding

Though this army order with a blank for the recipient’s name and 
with Somervell’s printed signature must have been printed after

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It appears from the preface of the reconstructed Journals of the Sixth 
Congress that on March 4, 1842, the Secretary of State of Texas re- 
ceived 300 copies of this Senate Journal from S. Whiting, the Public 
Printer, and that the threatened Mexican invasion prevented the 
printing of the House Journal of this Congress and other public 
documents. ‘The Journal records that this Senate met first on No- 
vember 1, 1841, and adjourned sine die on February 5, 1842. In the 
reconstructed Journals of the Sixth Congress, which I refer to above, 
the Journal of the Senate is not a reprint of this 220-page Journal 
printed by Whiting, but is copied from a manuscript “Journal of the 
Senate of the Republic of Texas, Sixth Congress, Book 7,” the loose- 
leaf journals kept from day to day apparently having been lost. In 
the reconstructed Journals much in the way of committee reports 
and the like has been added from other sources. I have not compared 
the text of the original printed journal and its modern reconstruc- 
tion throughout, but at the very beginning I notice that Wyly Martin 
is reported in the original printing as present at the opening session, 
but not so reported in the modern reconstruction.

Here, after referring to an order promulgated by President Houston

At the foot is the statement, “the several Newspapers in the Republic 
are requested to give the above one insertion.” Ward (1807-1872) was 
one of the forceful characters of Texas, as Republic and State.

There is a long note giving the background of this letter in the Writ- 
ings of Sam Houston, Vol. II, p. 527-528, while the letter itself, dated 
March 21, 1842, is there in full on p. 513-527. 


Beginning in 1839, President Lamar had sent various unofficial mis- 
sions to Vera Cruz to negotiate for Texas independence. ‘Two who 
had acted as commissioners, Colonel Barnard E. Bee and James Ham- 
ilton, thought that bribery would be effective and on January 13, 
1842, Hamilton had written a letter to Santa Anna in which this idea 
of bribery was quite plainly set forth. Santa Anna, then in power, 
seized this as an opportunity for a grandstand play and in the Diario 
del Gobierno at Mexico City published the Hamilton letter of Janu- 
ary 13 and a scathing reply. The text of the Hamilton letter of Janu- 
ary 13 and of the Santa Anna reply are given in the issue of Niles’ 


_ Register for March 26, 1842. This caustic open letter of Houston to 


Santa Anna, written when Texas was smarting under the March, 
1842, raid of Mexico on San Antonio, is Houston’s reply to the Santa 
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Anna letter. It ends with the bombastic statement, ‘‘believe me, Sir, 
ere the banner of Mexico shall triumphantly float upon the banks of 
the Sabine, the Texian standard of the single star, borne by the Anglo- 
Saxon race, shall display its bright folds in Liberty’s triumph, on the 
isthmus of Darien.” 


The Houston letter is followed by a printing of Santa Anna’s letter to 
Houston, dated Orazimba (the preferred spelling seems to be Oro- 
zimbo), November 5, 1836, when Santa Anna was a prisoner in Tex- 
as, with the text in both English and Spanish, and a printing of Hous- 
ton’s message of November 6, 1836, to the Texas Senate regarding 
Santa Anna, referred to in the title as “the Veto Message of President 
Houston.” This March 21 open letter of Houston put an end to the 
unofficial negotiations for recognition of Texas independence started 
by Lamar in 1839. 

The text of the “veto Message” is given in the Writings of Sam Hous- 
ton, Vol. I, p. 469-474, and the text of the Santa Anna letter of No- 
vember 5, 1836, in Brown’s History of Texas, Vol. II, p. 119-120.

Very little is known about Simmons and that little makes one want to 
learn more. He was one of the few, if not the only man, prominent 
in Texas affairs in the days of the republic who had been an under- 
graduate at Harvard. Clifford K. Shipton, Custodian of the Harvard 
Archives, has written me that Simmons was a member of the class of 
1820 and one of their “lost” men, of whom they know very little ex- 
cept that as a freshman he was “a most troublesome student, fre- 
quently punished for neglect of his studies and duties and for wear- 
ing illegal garments.” All this resulted in his rustication and in No- 
vember, 1817, at the beginning of his sophomore year, he left Har- 
vard for good. Very little also seems to be known about his activities 
in Texas, except that he was comptroller of the republic from 1839 
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to 1840 and treasurer under Lamar until November, 1841, when he 
returned to the United States. A very brief sketch in the Handbook of 
Texas shows that he published three volumes of poetry, two of them 
in 1821 and the third in 1852.

This is a very able letter, dated at the beginning, Houston (Texas,) 
October ggth, 1843, and signed at the end, “John Adams,” urging 
John Quincy Adams and his associates in the Congress of the United 
States not to oppose the annexation of Texas. The history of the 
colonization of Texas by citizens of the United States and the law of 
April 6, 1830, is reviewed and arguments in favor of annexation are 
addressed first to citizens of the northern part of the United States, 
who are opposed to slavery, and then to citizens of the South, who 
favor slavery. 


There are two pieces of evidence which, when joined together, indi- 
cate that Moseley Baker was probably the author of this pamphlet. 
The first is a letter in the Morgan Papers at the Rosenberg Library 
(called to my attention many years ago by Mr. E. W. Winkler; photo- 
stat in my collection), written by James Morgan to a Mrs. J. M. 
Storms and dated, 26th January 1844, in which, in discussing an- 
nexation, Morgan refers to this pamphlet with the remark, “John 
Adams to the contrary notwithstanding,” and adds in the margin, 
“See pamphlet sent you signed John Adams—written by Genl. Baker.” 
The other bit of evidence is in the Telegraph and Texas Register 
for November 8, 1843, which prints this John Adams letter in full 
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with the editorial comment that “‘it is from the pen of a gentleman 
who has held high and honorable offices under the government, and 
has been distinguished in the battlefields and in the legislative halls 
of his country. He is one of the oldest citizens of the country and is 
intimately acquainted with its civil and political history.” 


Moseley Baker, who held the rank of Brigadier General in the Texas 
Army and was a member of the House of Representatives of the First 
and Third Congresses, fits these two descriptions in all respects ex- 
cept that of being “one of the oldest citizens of the country.” I know 
of no other Texas Baker who to the slightest degree fits the specifica- 
tions of the Morgan letter and the Telegraph editorial comment. 


The letter was also published in the Morning Star of Houston in the 
issues for November 2, 4 and 7, with the lining, paragraphing, and 
italicized words the same as in the pamphlet, indicating that the pam- 
phlet was printed on the press of the Telegraph on which the Morn- 
ing Star was printed. 


There is also an eight-page edition of this pamphlet, dated, not at 
the beginning but at the end, October 20, 1843, and not October ggth, 
which is entered under Moseley Baker in Part III of this bibliography. 
Sabin 95129 only describes the eight-page edition.

This rare and important book is a storehouse of essential and little- 
known facts on the last two years of the Texas Navy and on the bit- 


ter controversy between President Houston and Moore because of 
Moore’s alleged “disobedience, contumacy and mutiny.” An intro- 
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ductory statement by Moore on p. [3]-11 is followed on p. 12-195 by 
documents and letters numbered 1-140, interspersed with notes by 
Moore, the first document being dated September 18, 1841, and num- 
ber 140 September 1, 1843. Moore’s concluding remarks, p. 195-201, 
are dated September gist, 1843, and an “Appendix. To the People of 
Texas,” p. 202-204, is signed at the end by Moore and dated Galves- 
ton, November 25th, 1843. 


As the Texas Navy under Moore played an important and most help- 
ful part in the relations of Texas with Mexico, a preliminary state- 
ment will aid, I think, in an understanding of this To the People of 
Texas and other pieces on the Navy in this bibliography. 


In the year 1838, when the original Texas Navy had become almost 
non-existent, a strong sentiment in Congress for a worth-while navy 
Jed to an ambitious construction program in Baltimore, and in the 
following year Edward Ward Moore, a twenty-nine-year-old officer 
in the United States Navy was put in command of the new fleet by 
Lamar. That same fall of 1839, Lamar sent James Treat to Mexico to 
negotiate peace and when in the first half of 1840 there was a suc- 
cessful Federalist revolt in Yucatan and the Canales forces were in 
active revolt along the Rio Grande, Lamar sent Moore with the Tex- 
an Navy to cruise in Mexican waters as an aid to the Treat negotia- 
tions. Moore established good relations with the Yucatan Federalists 
and when the Treat negotiations failed did considerable damage to 
Mexican shipping. 

The Yucatan alliance was formalized by Texas in September, 1841. 
In December, 1841, at about the time of Houston’s inauguration, 
Moore left Galveston with three ships to.cruise off the Yucatan coast 
and captured several small Mexican ships; and, what was more im- 
portant, maintained the alliance between Yucatan and Texas and 
bolstered up the Yucatan leaders who had begun peace negotiations 
with the Centralists in Mexico City. Returning to Galveston in May, 
1842, he proceeded to New Orleans to refit the fleet for the enforce- 
ment of a blockade of Mexico, proclaimed by President Houston on 
March 26, 1842, in retaliation for the recent taking of San Antonio. 
This refitting was delayed by lack of funds and as Houston was at 
heart opposed to spending any money on the navy, in a message sent 
to Congress on December 22, 1842, he told of the delay in refitting 
the ships, complained of the expense, and recommended that the 
ships be sold. When, in January, 1843, a favorable turn had taken 
place in the relations between Texas and Mexico, the ‘Texas Congress 
passed a secret act to sell the fleet, and James Morgan and William 
Bryan were sent as commissioners to New Orleans with power, though 
not absolute orders, to carry this out. They found that Moore, in 
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consideration of advances of funds by Yucatan to finance the refitting 
of the fleet, had agreed to attack the Mexican squadron, then block- 
ading the Yucatan coast. Morgan became convinced that this would 
be highly advantageous for Texas, so Moore with Morgan as a passen- 
ger sailed for the Mexican coast and defeated the Mexican squadron 
in two engagements, one on April 30 and the other on May 16, 1843. 


Houston was furious when he learned in March that Moore was plan- 
ning to take the navy from New Orleans to the Gulf of Mexico in- 
stead of returning to Galveston and drafted a proclamation dated 
March 23, which he sent in a letter of that date to Morgan at New 
Orleans to show to Moore and to publish if Moore continued with 
his plans. This is the proclamation suspending Moore from his com- 
mand and charging him with acts of “disobedience, contumacy and 
mutiny” and requesting all governments at amity with Texas to seize 
Moore and his ships on the high seas. On May 6, Houston having 
learned that Moore had sailed for the Mexican coast, the proclama- 
tion dated March 23 was published. I have not seen any separate 
printing of it. The Mexican negotiations had been progressing and 
on June 15, 1843, Houston was able to proclaim an armistice, see 
No. 572 here. In less than a month Moore was back in Galveston 
with the news of the recent naval victories and notwithstanding the 
Houston proclamation that he had mutinied, received a royal wel- 
come. 


To complete the story it might be added that Moore on his return 
demanded a trial, and a joint committee of the Eighth Congress 
made a report on January 27, 1844, printed in the Journals ... House 
... Eighth Congress, p. 348-361, but as far as I know not separately 
printed, which completely exonerated Moore. This report recom- 
mended that Moore be granted a trial by court martial. This trial was 
held in the last half of 1844 and reported in the press on January 11, 
1845. Though four minor charges out of a total of twenty-two charges 
were upheld, the verdict was generally regarded as a complete victory 
for Moore. Houston vetoed the findings with the statement, “The 
President disapproves the proceedings of the court in toto as he is 
assured by undoubted evidence of the guilt of the accused.” 


None of the surviving copies of this book located thus far has a 
title page (the title page in the University of Texas copy is supplied), 
but that it was printed before February, 1844, and after November, 
1843, the date at the end of the pamphlet, is shown by a letter from 
James Morgan, dated Galveston, gnd Feby, 1844, to Samuel Swart- 
wout, filed in the Swartwout papers in the University of Texas, in 
which Morgan says: “I send inc@ with this, his [E. W. Moore’s| pam- 
phlet, of over 200 pages to care of Mr. James Reed in N. O., to be 
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forwarded to you by one of the Packet ships to N. York to care H enry 
Waring & Son merchts there.” 


The best account of the Texas Navy is Jim Dan Hill’s The Texas 
Navy, Chicago, 1937. The late Dr. Alexander Dienst has a long ac- 
count with good notes in the Quarterly, Texas State Historical As- 
sociation, for January through October, 1909, Vol. XII, p. 165-203 
and 249-275, and Vol. XIII, p. [1]-43 and [85]-127. Both Hill and 
Dienst quote extensively from Moore’s To the People of Texas, and 
both deal favorably with Moore; in fact Dr. Dienst closes his articles 
with the statement, ‘““There is no question [but] that Commodore 
Moore should be classed as one of the heroes of Texas.” 


For other pieces relating to Moore published in 1843, see the two en- 
tries which follow, and under 1844 see No. 593, Report Minority 
Joint Naval Committee. There is also material on him in Part III, 
listed under the year 1843.

For some time after the annexation of Texas there was a great 
controversy in Washington as to whether Commodore Moore and 
his fellow officers of the Texas Navy should be given commissions in 
the Navy of the United States. This was bitterly opposed by a group 
of officers of the United States Navy, with various pamphlets pro and 
con, many of which are in my collection of Texas material published 
after 1845. One of these, dated at the end on p. 32, Washington, 
March 27, 1847, and signed by Moore, is entitled, A Brief Synopsis 
of the Doings of the Texas Navy under the command of Com. E. W. 
Moore ..., Washington: Printed by T. Barnard, 1847. Here in the 
introduction Moore identifies the pamphlet Documents relative to 
the dismissal, referred to above, as published by Houston at Wash- 
ington at the close of the last session of Congress, that is, the ggth Con- 
gress, which adjourned March 3, 1847.

Skidmore had come to Texas in February, 1836, and stayed only un- 
til June. He returned with his family in 1839 and claimed a league 
and labor of land for having been a resident of Texas at the time of 
the Declaration of Independence. The Board of Land Commission- 
ers had rejected his claim, but a jury in the lower court had upheld 
it, the issue being whether Skidmore had established a bona fide resi- 
dence in 1836. Morrill, representing the Texan government, made an 
interesting argument for reversing the decision, saying, ‘““What did 
Skidmore do for Texas? If he is entitled to a league and labor of 
land, by what system of arithmetic can we estimate the quantity 
which should be given to those who have always been ready to defend 
this land which he deserted?” 


Miss Friend of the Barker Texas History Center writes me that this 
case was heard three times in the lower court, with a decision each 
time in favor of Skidmore. The first two lower court decisions were 
overruled by the Supreme Court and the case remanded to the lower 
court for a new trial, but the third time, in 1849, new evidence hav- 
ing been presented, the lower court decision was affirmed. Dallam, in 
his Digest of the Laws of Texas ... together with the Opinions of the 
Supreme Court, Baltimore, 1845, gives on p. 581-584 the opinion of 
the Supreme Court against the Skidmore claim delivered in the 
June Term, 1844, probably the second time the case reached the 
upper court.

A note in the Handbook of Texas records that the Western Advocate, 
incorrectly referred to there as a semi-weekly instead of as a biweekly, 
was a continuation of the Austin City Gazette and was edited by Teu- 
lon from February 18, 1843, to July, 1843, and was revived in Sep- 
tember, 1843, to continue until February, 1844. I know of only three 
surviving issues, those for April 1 and 15, and June 24, 1843. 


Teulon seems to have arrived in Texas in 1839, to have been a friend 
of Lamar’s, and was an editor of the Austin City Gazette in July 1841 
(Lamar Papers, Vol. V, p. 288, 301, 503, Vol. III, p. 545). There are 
references to him in the Houston Morning Star for August 26, 1841, 
in which shady activities in England and Canada are alleged.

This is the first separate 
printing which has come down to us giving any account of Castro’s

date 1844 is inferred from the fact that the act granting an extension 
of time to Castro passed the House December 31, 1844. Presumably 
the Memorial had been printed by that time. 


Under authority of an amendment of February 5, 1842, to an earlier 
colonization act of February 4, 1841, two grants were made to Castro 
on February 15, 1842, and grants were likewise made to C. F. Mercer 
and others, as shown by entries in Part III here. One of the Feb- 
ruary 15, 1842, grants to Castro was on the Rio Grande River and was 
never settled by him. The other which Castro colonized was a large 
area west of San Antonio in what in 1871 were parts of Medina, 
Uvalde, Frio, Atacoso, Bexar, McMullen, Lasalle and Zavala counties. 


Castro’s letter of June, 1844, from Galveston is a very skillful effort. 
It emphasizes his success in rounding up colonists in Europe—he 
proudly states that so far he had sent to Texas seven ships with 700 
people—notwithstanding the two Mexican raids of 1842, and politely 
points out that putting his colonists in possession of their lands had 
been delayed by circumstances beyond his control. He closes by ask- 
ing the government to aid him in taking this possession by giving his 
colonists protection. His second letter from Castroville of October, 
1844, tells of the founding of the town and asks for a three-year ex- 
tension of his contract. There was so much justice in Castro’s claims 
and he handled his affairs so well before Congress that the extension 
act became a law on January 27, 1845.

President Houston’s Message of January 4, 1843, No. 574 here, tells 
of the effective resistance of the citizens of Austin to an attempt by 
the government at that time to move the archives to a safer place. ‘The 
archives having remained in Austin in the possession of a group of 
citizens, this report, dated at the beginning, Washington, 22d Janu- 
ary, 1844, but unsigned here, tells the status and condition of the 
archives in January, 1844, a year later, and of their delivery at that 
time to the General Land Office. In the House Journal of the Eighth 
Congress, p. 281-286, this report is printed in much more complete 
form and signed at the end by F. W. Ogden and J. J. H. Grammont. 
This reprinting gives for the first time a report on the conduct, re- 
ferred to below, of T. W. Ward. Various other documents, as well as 
the two which accompany the separate report, are printed in the 
Journal on p. 286-300. 


In the process of examining the archives, a violent dispute arose be- 
tween Messrs. Ogden and Grammont on the one hand, and Thomas 
William Ward, the Commissioner, on the other, on what seems now 
to have been a trifling matter, and Ward had the committee held 
temporarily for feloniously retaining a document. This was followed 
by his abusive, Card, No. 614 here, calling Ogden and Grammont 
“liars and scoundrels.”’ 


There was quite a controversy over the printing of this report. On 
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January 22, 1844, the printing of 250 copies was ordered (House Jour- 
nal, Eighth Congress, p. 301), but the next day the vote was recon- 
sidered and the question of printing referred to a select committee 
(Journal, p. 308). Finally on January go this committee made a re- 
port, approved by the House, that 250 copies of only certain parts of 
the committee report be printed (Journal, p. 389).

This report is dated at the beginning, Department of War and Ma- 
rine, Washington, goth Nov. 1843, and signed on p. 8, G. W. Hill, 
Secretary of War and Marine. Various estimates follow on p. 9-12. 
Most of the report is taken up with charges against Commodore 
Moore for “‘various acts of contumacy and disobedience.” 
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A resolution presented in the House January 19, 1844, to print 500 
copies of this report was rejected (Journal, p. 260), and on January 22 
a motion to print 150 copies was voted down (Journal, p. 301). 
Finally on January 27, by an amendment of a motion before the 
House, 100 copies were ordered printed (Journal, p- 362). 


I have not run across any contemporary or modern reprinting of this 
report. Hill (1814-1860), a graduate in medicine from Transylvania 
University, came to Texas from Tennessee in 1836. He was Secretary 
of War and Marine under Sam Houston and Anson Jones, from 
January, 1843, until annexation.

This interesting and important report is dated at the beginning, 
General Land Office, Austin, Oct. gd, 1844, and signed at the end, 
Thos. Wm. Ward. Ward characterizes the land laws as “a mass of 
incongruities” and recommends various changes and additions. The 
importance of correcting the present uncertainty as to county bound- 
aries is urged. It is recommended that the Commissioner be au- 
thorized to have maps prepared of each county. Another recommenda- 
tion is that the Commissioner be given possession of the records of 
the depopulated counties of Refugio, San Patricio, and Goliad.

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By an act approved January 18, 1841, the Fifth Congress abolished the 
office of Postmaster-General and created in the state department a 
bureau known as “The General Post-Office.” This was to be run by 
a clerk to be appointed by the secretary of state. This report, in one 
page of text followed by various statements, is dated at the begin- 
ning, Department of State, General Post Office, Washington, Dec. 2d, 
1844, and signed, Dan J. Toler, and covers the operations of the Gen- 
eral Post Office from October 1, 1843, to September 30, 1844. 


This Toler report is quoted from extensively on p. 127-130 of an 
article by W. L. Newsom, “The Postal System of the Republic of 
Texas,” in the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for October, 1916, 
Vol. XX, p. [103]-131, and is referred to there on p. 127 as “the most 
complete report, and in fact the only one in which the system of book- 
keeping is clearly comprehensible.” The brief sketch of Toler in the 
Handbook of Texas says that he had been a partner of Dr. James 
Grant in Coahuila and was a member of the last legislature of Coa- 
huila and Texas which was dispersed by Cos in 1835. It incorrectly 
says that in 1844 he became postmaster general, for as noted above 
that office was abolished in 1841.

This Message advocating “the entire repeal of all laws on the subject 
of the Cherokee Lands,” and the repeal which was voted a few days 
later in an act approved January 27, 1844, marks the end of a chapter, 
so to speak, relating to the rich lands once held by the Cherokees in 
northeast Texas, which were granted to them by the treaty of Febru- 
ary 23, 1836, made with the Cherokees by Houston and John Forbes, 
acting for the Provisional Government. For the earlier part of the 
story see President Houston’s Message on Indian Relations of May 21, 
1838, No. 288 here, his Message of November 19, 1838, No. 290 
here, and President Lamar’s Letter ... to Col. Bowles and Others, 
No. 360 here. In this 1844 Message, President Houston calls attention 
to the fact that the law of February 1, 1840, authorizing the section- 
izing and sale of the Cherokee Lands, and the law of July 23, 1843, 
authorizing the survey and sale of 400,000 acres of the lands have 
never been carried out.

On June 15, 1843, Houston, because of the efforts of the British gov- 
ernment, had proclaimed an armistice with Mexico (see No. 572 
here), though it was really but a suspension of hostilities with an 
actual armistice to be negotiated later. ‘The instructions of September 
26, 1843, printed in the extra of the Textan Democrat were to ar- 
range for an actual armistice. These instructions were apparently not 
released until the following May, when the treaty of annexation be- 
tween the United States and Texas was before the United States 
Senate. One of the terms of the draft of the armistice as published 
here was that the Mexican troops would remain on the south side of 
the Rio Grande and the Texan troops on the north side of the Nueces. 
The editorial in the Textan Democrat rejoices that there is nothing 
in the terms of the armistice by which it is admitted that Texas could 
be regarded as a department of Mexico. 


The instructions and proposed armistice are reprinted in the Lamar 
Papers, No. 2156, Vol. IV, Part I, p. 23-25. The editorial comment, 
though listed as No. 2171, is not reprinted.

This is a finely expressed argument claiming that under the ‘Texas 
Constitution only the Congress, on joint ballot of the two houses, 
had the power to elect the judges of the Supreme and District Courts, 
and that the act of the Third Congress, authorizing the President to 
fill all vacancies which may occur during the recess of Congress in 
offices filled by joint vote of both houses, was unconstitutional as far 
as appointment of judges was concerned. 


I have not been able to learn the final decision, if any, on this con- 
stitutional point raised by Judge Thompson. Apparently this case 
did not reach the Supreme Court. 


I refer to Judge Thompson in my note to the Coleman pamphlet, 
Houston Displayed, No. 190 here, and there mention the biography 
of him by Andrew Forest Muir in the Southwestern Historical Quar- 
terly for October, 1947, Vol. LI, p. 143-153. Some authorities give 
1873 as the year of Thompson’s death, but Mr. Muir is obviously 
correct in stating that he died in 1871.

On p. [1]-3 is a letter to Anson Jones, then Secretary of State, signed 
by Mercer as “Chief Agent of the “Texas Association’ ” and dated at 
the beginning, Bonham, Fannin County, Texas, July 11, 1844. This 
gives the first of the semi-annual reports required by the colonization 
contract of January 29, 1844, and lists by name holders of thirty-nine 
out of the total of 105 hundred-dollar shares. It is followed by the 
contract of colonization. Miller & Cushney’s bill of February 14, 
1845, was for 22% copies printed for the use of the House and the 
Senate (Ms., Archives, ‘Texas State Library). 


This is almost certainly the first surviving separate publication of the 
famous colonization contract of January 29, 1844, between the Re- 
public of Texas and Charles F. Mercer, which caused such bitter feel- 
ings in Texas against Mercer and resulted in litigation lasting al- 
most forty years. This was finally settled, adversely to Mercer’s suc- 
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cessors, by a decision of the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
case of Walsh v. Preston, 109 U. S. 297-329, decided November 19, 
1883. There had been great dissatisfaction with the contracts made 
in pursuance of the colonization act of February 4, 1841, and its 
amendments, and shortly after the Eighth Congress of ‘Texas met at 
Washington in December, 1843, a bill was introduced “‘to repeal all 
laws in force authorising the President to make colonization contracts 
and to forfeit such as have already been made, where the conditions 
have not strictly been complied with.” This bill passed the House and 
Senate but was vetoed by Sam Houston in a message dated January 10, 
1844, given in full in the Senate Journal of the Eighth Congress. 
Houston said that the laws had provided for extension of time to 
contractors under certain circumstances and that the proposed law 
‘would be a glaring violation of good faith.” The veto was over- 
whelmingly overridden in the Senate on January 25 and in the House 
on January 30. 


On January 29, or the day before Houston’s power to make a coloni- 
zation contract was revoked, Mercer made a colonization contract 
with Houston for the settlement of the unallocated lands in a huge 
tract running from the Brazos River to east of the Trinity, with a 
narrow strip running north to the Red River. The area is shown on 
the map which accompanied some issues of the folio or New Orleans 
publication of the Mercer colony Contract (entered in Part III). 


The effect of this contract was to withdraw this vast tract of choice 
lands from location on bounty warrants issued to the revolutionary 
soldiers, and by holders of land scrip, headright claims and the like. 
In the constitutional convention of 1845 this contract of January 29, 
1844, and similar contracts made by Houston were the subject of bit- 
ter debate lasting for some days, and charges of fraud on the part of 
Mercer and inferentially on the part of Houston were bandied about. 
The convention passed an ordinance declaring its belief that the con- 
tracts were unconstitutional “and if carried out would operate as a 
monopoly of upwards of seven millions of acres of the public domain 
of Texas, in the hands of a few individuals” and providing that the 
Attorney General of the new state should test their legality in the 
courts. The debate is given on p. 27-99 of the appendix in Peeler and 
Maxey’s Mercer Colony Case, Austin, 1882. 


In the record book of the Texas Association in the Louisville Free 
Public Library there is preserved a newspaper clipping from the is- 
sue of the Northern Standard (Clarksville, Texas) for August 21, 1844 
(also copy in the files of the Standard at the University of Texas), 
giving an account by Mercer, dated August 12, 1844, of the negotia- 
tion of the colonization contract of January 29, 1844. Mercer said 
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there was no secrecy about the negotiations, and the execution of the 
contract, the provisions of which had been settled several days before 


January 29, had been delayed by time spent in copying it, and similar 
delays. 


There are several entries in Part III relating to this Mercer contract, 
and there is a good article by Nancy E. Eagleston on “The Mercer 
Colony in Texas, 1844-1883,” in the Southwestern Historical Quar- 
terly for April, 1936, and succeeding numbers, Vols.

Almost the first action of the Convention which assembled at Austin 
on July 4, 1845, “for the Purpose of Framing a Constitution for the 
State of Texas,” was to adopt, with one dissenting vote, “An Ordi- 
nance” assenting to the first and second sections of the joint resolu- 
tion of the United States’ Congress on the annexation of Texas. On 
July 7 “An Ordinance Relative to the Introduction of the United 
States Troops into Texas” was passed, also with one dissenting vote. 
On July 16 the Convention voted to spread these two documents up- 
on the journals in the Spanish language, and ordered that 1,000 copies 
of the translation be printed (Journals, p. 73). A report of Isaac Park- 
er as Chairman of the Committee on Printing, dated August 12, 1845, 
and given in the Journals of the Convention, p. 219-220, states that 
the Committee have complied with the order, “having authorised 
Mr. George Fisher, the Interpreter and Translator to the Convention 
to superintend the work,” and attend to the distribution.

Mr. Winkler in his chapter, “The Transition from Republic to 
State,” in Vol. I of Johnson and Barker’s Texas and Texans, remarks 
(p. 486), “It may be seriously doubted whether at the present time a 
body of delegates could be selected who would represent an equal 
variety of legal knowledge and an equally extensive experience in the 
administration of laws as did those of the convention of 1845.” 

Miss Middleton’s ““The Texas Convention of 1845,” in the South- 
western Historical Quarterly for July, 1921, Vol. XXV, p. 26-62, has 
an excellent account of its proceedings. 


On November 14, 1845, Miner & Cruger submitted a bill for printing 
500 copies of the Journals (Ms., Archives, ‘Texas State Library). ‘They 
had been printed earlier in Miner & Cruger’s weekly newspaper, the 
New Era, but I have been able to locate only three issues of that paper.

The Journals of the Convention, Austin, 1845, record (p. 287) on Fri- 
day, August 22, 1845, an order that 500 copies of the Constitution “be 
printed in the Castilian language, for the use of the population on 
our western frontier,” and on Monday, the 25th, the employment of 
George Fisher to translate the Constitution into Spanish at the rate 
of $2 a page was authorized. However, the Constitution was not then 
in final form and slight changes were made as late as Wednesday, 
August 27. The report of the committee appointed to superintend 
the enrollment was made on Thursday morning, the 28th, when the 
Constitution was unanimously adopted and signed by the delegates 
to the Convention. Fisher must have finished his translation by Mon- 
day, September 1, for his certificate to the correctness of his transla- 
tion is dated that day. 


The Journal (p. 376) shows that Fisher was paid $74 for his transla- 
tion and that Miner and Cruger, publishers of the New Era, were 
paid $127.50 for printing the edition in Spanish.

This is one of the great Texas documents, it being the first edition in 
English of the first constitution of the State of Texas and probably 
the first separate printing of the constitution in final form in either 
English or Spanish. The translation into Spanish of the edition listed 
in the preceding entry was, as stated in the note, not certified to until 
September 1, while the English text was available for printing three 
or four days earlier. 
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Although the Constitution is dated at the end, Austin, August 27, 
1845, it was not formally adopted until August 28. On that day it was 
signed by President Rusk and the other delegates to the Convention. 
It is given on p. [3]-31 of this pamphlet, and is followed by “An Ordi- 
nance” adopted August 27, calling for an investigation by the At- 
torney General of all colonization contracts entered into with the 
President of Texas and the annulment of all not completed according 
to their terms, or which were fraudulently obtained, p. 31-32. ‘This 
ordinance was to be voted on by the people at the same time they 
voted on the constitution. This ordinance was also given in the later 
edition printed at Houston, entry for which follows. 


The final provision of the Constitution, Sec. 13 of Article 13 on p. 31 
reads: 


The ordinance passed by the Convention on the fourth day of July, assenting to 
the overtures for the annexation of Texas to the United States, shall be attached 
to this Constitution, and form a part of the same. 


This ordinance is not printed in either this edition or in the Spanish 
edition, but is included in the Houston edition, entry for which fol- 
lows. 


The title page of the Austin edition of the Constitution is reproduced 
here as Plate VIII.

Though this edition of the Constitution, like the preceding edition, 
was printed at the office of the Telegraph, it is from an entirely dif- 
ferent setting of type. Pages [3]-32 of this later edition are printed from 
the same setting of type as the corresponding pages ([3]-32) of the Con- 
stitution published as signatures [96]-99 of the Debates The Texas 
Convention ..., Houston: Published by J. W. Cruger. 1846. In this 
separate edition the signatures run [A]*, B-D‘, instead of [96]*, 97- 
99‘. The leaf of title here is a cancel and the title differs typographi- 
cally from the title without imprint found on p. [1] of the Debates 
for which it is substituted. 


Apparently the “Telegraph Office” edition listed in the preceding 
entry was published before this edition, a certain number of copies 
printed, and the type distributed. It is believed that the Debates were 
set in type late in 1845. When it was discovered that the demand for 
copies of the Constitution was greater than the supply of the “Tele- 
graph Office” edition, extra copies of signatures [96]-99 of the Debates, 
the Constitution, were run off and issued, with a cancel title carrying 
an imprint with an 1845, date, before the volume itself, which has an 
1846 imprint, was issued. The printing in the Debates is incorrectly 
entered in Sabin, No. 9065, as a separate edition of the Constitution, 
with the imprint [n.p. 18457] supplied. There is a copy of the Debates 
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in my collection, and Winkler, Texas Imprints, No. 13, locates copies 
at the New-York Historical Society, the Texas State Library, the Saint 
Agnes Academy Library, Houston, the University of ‘Texas, and the 
Law School of the University of Texas.

This is a printed argument by Andrews on the construction of the 
residuary clause of the will of Stephen F. Austin. Austin had divided 
his estate into two parts and left one part to his sister, Emily F. Aus- 
tin, wife of James F. Perry, and the other part to his nephew, Stephen 
F. Austin, son of James E. B. Austin and Eliza Martha Westall, his 
wife. Austin then added a provision that if the nephew died without 
issue the nephew’s share should go to Austin’s sister Emily. The 
nephew died shortly after Austin, without issue, and leaving his 
mother, the plaintiff in this suit, as his sole heir. 


Andrews makes an elaborate argument that the additional provision 
made by Austin which directed the bequest to the sister, if the nephew 
died without issue, was contrary to the Civil Law and also the Con- 
stitution of Texas. Presumably the case was governed by the Civil 
Law, as the English common law did not replace the Civil Law in 
Texas until January 20, 1840. 


Some years ago Professor Eugene C. Barker, the great authority on 


Stephen F. Austin, in reply to my inquiries about this case was good 
enough to write: 


... I knew in general that the controversy had arisen and that it had been deter- 
mined in general against James F, Perry and wife. ... The case was apparently in- 
stituted in 1839 in the Brazoria court, before the organization of the Supreme 
Court of the Republic. There is, therefore, in the published reports of the Supreme 
Court no record. In the Archives of the Supreme Court there is recorded a decree 
of the court reached by agreement of the attorneys of the parties, and that is all 
that appears here in Austin of record. I have also gone through the unpublished 
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Austin papers without finding a single reference. Mr. Winkler tells me that he 
knows nothing of the details of the case. 

Mr. Winkler had suggested to me that the Andrews who wrote the 
brief might have been Stephen Pearl Andrews whose biography is 
given in the Dictionary of American Biography. On this point Pro- 
fessor Barker wrote me in a later letter: 

..- Of course the firm of League, Andrews and Company was doing business in 
1839, and Andrews could very well have prepared the argument for the district 
court. The name of Andrews does not appear in the pleadings before the Supreme 
Court. In my present state of ignorance, I don’t lean toward Stephen Pearl An- 
drews. Apparently he did not arrive in Texas until 1839. He was already an active 
abolitionist, and would therefore have been questionable. 

The Wisconsin Historical Society copy, the only one located at pres- 
ent, ends with p. 52, but, as the last four pages are defective, the text 
does not indicate whether other pages are missing or not.

This projected town was undoubtedly named for Michel or Pierre 
Menard, two brothers, who were prominent in Liberty County, Tex- 
as, at the time of the Texas Revolution, and who, in the late eight- 
een thirties, established the firm of P. J. Menard and Company at 
Galveston. The Neches was the boundary between Liberty and Jasper 
counties. No town of Menard is shown on either the 1839 or 1845 edi- 
tion of Hunt and Randel’s Map of Texas. The only certificate located 
has the signature of S. H. Everitt as Agent. This indicates that the 
town must have been projected before December, 1840, for Everitt 
resigned as a Senator in the Fifth Congress in that month and is 
thought to have left Texas shortly thereafter.

This is the version of the well-known Hymn given in Dixon’s Poets 
and Poetry of Texas, Austin, 1885, and in the Alex Dienst article, 
“Contemporary Poetry of the Texan Revolution,” Southwestern 
Historical Quarterly for October, 1917, Vol. XXI, p. 168. The poem 
was first published in the Telegraph and Texas Register for Octo- 
ber 4, 1836 (editorial page dated October 5), and, as Dr. Dienst points 
out, differed there slightly from the text as given in the above article 
in the Quarterly. The type and set-up of the broadside differ from 
that of the Telegraph, and as it is difficult to guess when the broad- 
side was printed I am putting it with the undated material printed 
in Texas during the period of the bibliography. Indeed, it may have 
been printed after 1845. 


There is an interesting account of Potter by Sam H. Dixon in the 
Houston Post for May 21, 1922, which enlarges on a similar account 
by Dixon in his Poets and Poetry of Texas, p. 229-233. It seems that 
Potter had first gone to Mexico in 1827, when twenty-five years old, 
to work for a Mexican commercial house, and was in Matamoros in 
1836 and until the spring of 1837. He came to Texas in the summer 
of 1837 and became a deputy collector at Velasco in the revenue de- 
partment of the Republic. According to Heitman’s Historical Regis- 
ter ... of the United States Army, Potter became a military store- 
keeper in 1848, attained the rank of captain in that branch in 1866, 
retired in 1882 and died in 1890. Dixon in his account gives him the 
rank of colonel. 


The Hymn is also printed in the Texas Times of Galveston (in Vol. I, 
No. 49, for November go, 1842, sometimes misprinted November 6), 
where it is said that it was written after the fall of the Alamo and be- 
fore the battle of San Jacinto. Raines lists several articles by Potter, 
to which may be added letters by him in two issues of the Quarterly, 
Texas State Historical Association, which appeared after Raines was 
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in print. One is given in an article, “Escape of Karnes and Teal from 
Matamoras,” in the issue for October, 1900 (Vol. IV, p. 71-84), and 
the other in an article, “The Alamo Monument,” in the issue for 


April, 1903 (Vol. VI, p. 309).

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APPENDIX A 
‘Texas Newspapers Through 1845, 


Introduction 


N compiling this bibliography of Texas through 1845 it was es- 
sential to make a study of the Texas newspapers of the same peri- 
od, not only because almost all the Texas imprints listed were print- 
ed in newspaper offices, but also because, from time to time, the news- 
papers gave interesting data on those imprints. As this study has also 
resulted in the location of many issues not recorded in the listing of 
Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939 published by the San Jacinto Mu- 
seum at Houston in 1941, and in the discovery of material not in- 
cluded in Mr. Joe B. Frantz’s unpublished thesis, The Newspapers 
of the Republic of Texas, presented at the University of Texas in 
1940, it has seemed appropriate to add to the bibliography this ac- 
count of ‘Texas newspapers through the year 1845. After all, the story 
of the newspapers of a region for a given period is an important part 
of the history of printing in the region for that period. 

‘The material on which this appendix is based was largely gathered 
by my assistant Mrs. Malcolm D. McLean, who listed the copies of 
newspapers published through 1845, in the important ‘Texas librar- 
ies, and read them for information on their histories and for com- 
ments on Texas imprints. Further data have resulted from a study of 
issues of Texas newspapers in my collection and in libraries outside 
of Texas. As most of the information on individual papers in Mr. 
Frantz’s thesis has been incorporated in the sketches in the Hand- 
book of Texas, which is generally available, the accounts given here, 
for the most part, include only information supplementing or, at 
times, correcting the sketches in the Handbook. 

While the ‘‘Sketch of Printing in Texas,” which precedes the en- 
tries of the bibliography, is arranged chronologically, this would be 
impracticable and confusing in a listing of accounts of individual 
newspapers. These are arranged here alphabetically under their 
places of publication, with words in the titles such as “Morning,” 
“Weekly,” and the like, and place of publication ignored in the 
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alphabetization. Whenever possible an attempt has been made here 
to give the date each paper began and its final date. Where the first 
issue of a newspaper has not been located, and there is no other evi- 
dence of the date of beginning, the date is figured back from the ear- 
liest issue located. This has been done on the assumption of regular 
issues and as the result is at best only an approximation, such begin- 
ning dates are queried. In the listing of locations, runs marked with 
a dagger are more specifically reported than in Texas Newspapers, 
1813-1939, referred to above, and runs or issues marked with an 
asterisk are reported here for the first time. The volume and num- 
ber of the earliest and latest issues located are given by way of sug- 
gesting the regularity with which each paper was published. Imper- 
fections in individual copies have not been recorded, except for the 
papers in my collection, because doing so would have increased the 
length of this appendix unduly. 

Counting separately dailies and weeklies issued from the same 
office, there are entries here for 101 newspapers published or pro- 
posed for publication in Texas from 1813 through 1845. Issues of 
fifty-seven of these have been located, twenty-six more are known 
only from references to issues, another seventeen were proposed but 
very probably never published, and one is a special case, the Gaceta 
de Texas, type for whose single issue was set up in Nacogdoches, al- 
though it was printed in Natchitoches, Louisiana. In reviewing the 
following accounts one is struck by the high rate of mortality among 
these early papers. Only fifteen ran for more than two years, and of 
those only seven for more than three years. The three problems of pio- 
neer editors in Indiana, which Miss Walker lists in her Beginnings 
of Printing in Indiana, Crawfordsville, 1934, at page 15, “to get pa- 
per, to get news, and to get paid,” applied with equal force in Texas. 
‘The newspapers of the time are full of apologies to their subscribers 
because publication had had to be suspended for lack of paper. The 
Austin City Gazette of August 7, 1840, for example, in what is per- 
haps a competitor's exaggeration, asks what “the total stoppage of 
the Telegraph for two or three months indicates.”’ This was almost 
certainly due to shortage of paper. Undoubtedly the short life of 
many of the papers resulted from the third difficulty Miss Walker 
mentions, that of getting paid. 
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For the most part the Texas papers of this period were issued week- 
ly. Daily newspapers were attempted but usually had a short life. 
‘The one continuing for the longest time, and the first Texas daily 
paper, was the Morning Star (Houston). This was issued as a daily 
from April 8, 1839, through July 11, 1840, and then became a tri- 
weekly. For two or three months in the winter of 1841-1842 Samuel 
Whiting’s Daily Bulletin (Austin) competed with G. H. Harrison’s 
Daily Texian (Austin) in publishing the doings of the Sixth Con- 
gress. One other attempt was made to publish a daily paper at Hous- 
ton and eight attempts were made at Galveston, most of them lasting 
for only two or three months. The dozen semi-weeklies and tri-week- 
lies included a few hardier specimens. Almost always the object of 
the papers was the usual one of printing the news, but there were 
exceptions. What was referred to by a contemporary as “‘the first lit- 
erary paper started in our republic,” was the Richmond Telescope, 
which in its prospectus was called the Richmond Telescope and 
Texas Literary Messenger. Two other weekly papers, known only by 
references to them, were the Rambler (Austin), “intended for amuse- 
ment and fun,” and the Town (Galveston), “devoted to humor, and 
chit-chat generally and specially.”’ The Matagorda Bulletin of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1838, advertised the Matagorda Letter-Sheet Prices Cur- 
rent, a monthly, as just published, but no copies have been located. 
The Star of Texas (Houston), a monthly proposed but apparently 
never published, had as its object “‘the Promotion of Religion, Virtue 
and Morality and the Diffusion of Learning.” ‘The object of an- 
other monthly, the Nazarene Advocate (Matagorda), also known 
only from its prospectus, was “‘the revival of the Sect of the Nazarenes 
in primitive purity.” Finally, and this completes the list of publica- 
tions having objectives other than printing the news of the day, in 
the fall of 1840 Doctors Richardson and Smith proposed to edit a 
quarterly medical and surgical journal to be printed at the office of 
the San Luis Advocate, but again no issues appear to have been pub- 
lished. 

Among the eighty-three newspapers which were published in 
Texas before 1846 there are five which stand out. Perhaps the most 
important is Godwin B. Cotten’s Texas Gazette, first published at 
San Felipe de Austin on September 25, 1829. Except for an inter- 
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regnum of a few months in 1831, when under the name of the 
Mexican Citizen it was published at San Felipe by R. M. Williamson, 
the Gazette continued at San Felipe under Cotten until March, 18332. 
Next in importance seems to me to be the Telegraph and Texas Reg- 
ister which the Bordens, with Joseph Baker, began publishing at 
San Felipe in October, 1835, and continued at Harrisburg, Colum- 
bia, and then Houston, where it soon came under the ownership of 
Cruger & Moore. The Telegraph finally ceased publication in 1877. 
The Morning Star, published from the same office as the Telegraph, 
was first issued in March, 1839, and came under Cruger’s manage- 
ment that fall. Hamilton Stuart’s Civilian and Galveston Gazette 
was first published at Galveston in September, 1838, and continued 
until 1886. Charles DeMorse’s Northern Standard was first pub- 
lished at Clarksville in August, 1842, and lasted until 1888. The 
Evening News, later the Galveston News, was first published at Gal- 
veston in June, 1843, and is now going strong as the Dallas Morning 
News. In addition to San Felipe, Harrisburg, Columbia, Houston, 
Galveston, and Clarksville, there were fifteen other Texas towns 
where newspapers were published before 1846—Austin, Brazoria, 
Columbus, Huntsville, LaGrange, Marshall, Matagorda, Montgom- 
ery, Nacogdoches, Pulaski, Richmond, San Augustine, San Luis, 
Velasco, and Washington—and newspapers were proposed, but 
probably never published, in three other places—Crockett, San An- 
tonio and Sarahville de Viesca. Although it should be added that the 
press became well established before 1846 in only ten of the twenty- 
one towns in which there was printing, the total is still remarkable 
for the time and place. 
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[Austin] ALARM BELL OF THE WEST 


No copies have been located, but the following appeared in the Morning 
Star (Houston) of February 3, 1842: “Alarm Bell of the West.—A new pa- 
per having this startling title, came to hand Tuesday evening with our ex- 
change papers from Austin. It is dated San Antonio, Jan. g2nd, and has for 
its motto the memorable words ‘remember the Alamo!’ It is a spirited sheet, 
and breathes nothing but war and vengeance, and as usual this theme has 
rendered it truly eloquent and even poetic. We can only say if it never 
sounds a false alarm, we bid it ‘God speed.’ ’”’ On March 22, 1842, the Morn- 
ing Star reported receipt of the “first and last number” of the Anti-Quaker 
published at Austin, March 12, 1842, and said that it seemed to be ‘‘a new 
edition of the ‘Alarm Bell.’ The Alarm Bell was probably printed at Aus- 
tin, since no other San Antonio imprints for the period from July, 1823, 
through September, 1848, are known, and since its successor was published 
at Austin. In view of its motto and contents it would have been appropriate 
to date it from San Antonio. 


There is no account of this newspaper in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Austin] ANTI-QUAKER

[Austin] Daily BULLETIN 
Daily. November 27, 1841—January 18, 1842. 


The prospectus, dated November 27, 1841, and signed by Samuel Whiting, 
was printed in the issue of December 7, 1841, and the history of the paper is 
given in the final issue of January 18, 1842. The paper was issued from the 
office of Whiting’s Austin City Gazette. Although the heading of the edi- 
torial column of all the numbers reads, “Published and Edited by S. 
Whiting,” a report from the Austin correspondent of the Morning Star 
(Houston), dated January igth, 1842, and reprinted in the Telegraph of 
February 2, announced the discontinuance of the paper, and said that “for 
some weeks past [it] had been conducted by Mr. C. DeMorse, and had been 
free from the vulgar abuse that characterized one or two of its first num-

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bers.” On December 30 the Senate passed a resolution to end their subscrip- 
tion to the Bulletin and subscribe instead to the Daily Texian (Austin), 
published by G. H. Harrison.

George K. ‘Teu- 
lon was the editor from January 29, 1840, through February 2, 1842. Dis- 
continued at some time after August 17, 1842, the date of the latest issue 
located, the paper was “renewed” at Austin as the Western Advocate in 
February, 1843, by ‘Teulon and others.

The prospectus of 
his New Era, dated October g0 and signed by him as “Editor and Proprie- 
tor,” appeared in the Texas National Register (Austin) of November 22. No 
issues of his paper had been published by the end of the year.

This was an added venture for Cruger, who was pub- 
lishing the Telegraph at Houston, in partnership with Francis Moore, and 
the Morning Star from the same office, on his own account. With the dis- 
solution of the Bonnell and Cruger partnership on July 28, 1840, Bonnell 
continued the publication of the paper until late in the year.

The People was 
printed on a press which Algernon P. Thompson and Dr. Léger had bor- 
rowed from Lamar under an agreement dated January 25, 1838 (Lamar 
Papers, Vol. II, p. 29). The press had previously been used to print the 
Velasco Herald. Apparently sometime before May g, 1838, ownership of the 
press was transferred from Lamar to J. S. Jones (Lamar Papers, Vol. II, p. 
154), for on May 16 Robert E. Handy reported to Lamar in a letter written 
from Richmond, Texas, that he had “purchased the press of Mr. Jones on 
which the ‘People’ is now printed” for $900, delivery to be on August 1 
(Lamar Papers, Vol. II, p. 158). The latest reference noticed to an issue of 
the People is in a letter to Léger & Thompson dated June 12, 1838 (Lamar 
Papers, Vol. II, p. 163).

As 
pointed out by McMuttrie in his “Pioneer Printing in Texas,” in the South- 
western Historical Quarterly for January, 1932, Vol. XXV, at page 191, on 
the basis of information gathered by Mrs. Lota M. Spell, the paper was ac- 
tually begun on June 1, 1846 at Matamoras, at the time of the Mexican 
War, as the Republic of the Rio Grande. It was renamed the American 
Flag before September 26, 1846, the date of the earliest issue located, Vol. I, 
No. 36 (copy at the American Antiquarian Society). The paper was moved 
to Brownsville at some time between the issues of January 3, 1847 [2.e. 1848], 
and November 1, 1848. 


[Clarksville] NORTHERN STANDARD 


Weekly. August 20, 1842—December 24, 1845+. 


A prospectus, dated January 13, 1842, and signed by Charles DeMorse and 
M. Carroll Wing, was printed in the Telegraph of January 20, 1842, but the 
first number was not published until August 20, 1842. That issue has an in- 
teresting account of the causes of the delay in beginning publication. When 
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the paper was finally issued DeMorse appeared alone as editor, proprietor 
and publisher. Wing is said to have worked on the paper as a printer, pre- 
sumably until he left Texas with the Mier Expedition in December, 1842. 
None of the accounts of DeMorse seen have noted that when practicing law 
in Matagorda he was at one time a partner of Ira R. Lewis and that an ad- 
vertisement in the Colorado Gazette and Advertiser of June 6, 1839, re- 
corded the dissolution of that partnership on May 12, 1839.

Durnett, in which it was proposed to publish the first number “‘on or about 
the first of October,” was printed in the Texas Times (Galveston), Novem- 
ber 6, 1842. The Times acknowledged receipt of two numbers in its issue of 
November 30, and the Telegraph receipt of the first number in its issue of 
December 7. The last issue published at Columbia so far located is that of 
December 27, 1844. A reference to the paper in the LaGrange Intelligencer 
of March 30, 1845, indicates that it had been moved to Brazoria by that date.

No copies have been located, but a paper of this name was apparently pub- 
lished at Columbus, Texas, in 1839. The Colorado Gazette and Advertiser 
(Matagorda) of August 22, 1839, quoted an item on the recent break in the 
drought from “the Columbus Sentinel and Herald of the 11th inst.,” and it 
seems unlikely that the news could have come from outside Texas within 
eleven days. No other references to the newspaper have been found and 
there is no sketch of it in the Handbook of Texas.

A prospectus, dated February 7, 1842, 
and signed “L. M. H. Washington & Co.,” appeared in the Weekly Texian 
(Austin), February 16, 1842. The prospectus stated that a press had already 
been purchased, and that if there was sufficient encouragement the first 
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number would be issued as soon as the press and materials could be removed 
from the Brazos. 


There is no account of this newspaper in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Galveston] Daily ADVERTISER 


Daily. November 1, 1841 or soon thereafter—April or early May, 
1842. 


A prospectus, dated October 8, 1841, and signed by A. J. Yates, who was 
also at this time the editor of the National Intelligencer (Galveston), ap- 
peared in the Telegraph of December 22, 1841. The Advertiser was to be 
printed at the office of the National Intelligencer. It was proposed to pub- 
lish the first issue of the Advertiser on November 1, and this was probably 
done, since the Morning Star (Houston) acknowledged receipt of the paper 
in its issue of November g, 1841. In the issue of February 26 A. J. Yates and 
James Burke were listed as the editors. The Morning Star (Houston) of May 
12, 1842, reported that publication of the Advertiser had “been suspended 
for a season, owing to want of paper.” Apparently publication was not re- 
sumed. The Handbook of Texas has an interesting sketch of Yates.

[Galveston] CIVILIAN AND GALVESTON GAZETTE 


September 28? 1838—December 17, 1845+. Weekly at first; semi- 
weekly from about November 18, 1839, when an announcement 
of the change appeared in the Morning Star (Houston). 


Title varies in issues located: Civilian and Galveston Gazette, October 19, 
1838—July 27, 1842; Civilian and Galveston City Gazette, August 17, 1842— 
September 23, 1843; Civilian and Galveston Gazette, October 7, 1843—De- 
cember 17, 1845. 


According to the undated and unsigned prospectus, reprinted in the issue 
of January 11, 1839, the newspaper was “‘a combination of the ‘Civilian,’ re- 
cently published at Houston, with the ‘Gazette,’ a new paper which was 
about to be established at this place when the two were blended.”

[Galveston] COMMERCIAL CHRONICLE 
Weekly. Before August 2, 1842——At least December, 1842. 


The first number of the paper was received at Houston on August 2, 1842 
(Morning Star, August 4, 1842), and its statement of policy, as announced 
by its publisher, Samuel Bangs, was reprinted in the Telegraph of August 
10, 1842. The Texan Times (Galveston) of December 21, 1842, speaks pleas- 
antly of Bangs when it refers to him as “Editor, Printer, Publisher and Pro- 
prietor.” The paper was “revived” on August 1, 1843, as the Independent 
Chronicle (Galveston). No copies have been located. 


[Galveston] COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCER 
Weekly. July, 1838—At least January 12, 1839. 


This was the first Galveston newspaper. Its prospectus, reprinted in the 
issue of September 21, was dated, “Galveston City, July 1, 1838.” The issue 
of July 27, 1838, the earliest located, was ‘Published . . . by Samuel Bangs, 
for the Proprietors.’’ Bangs may have continued as the printer of the paper, 
but by November 24, 1838, it was published by John S. Evans, “Editor and 
Proprietor,” and he appeared as such in the issue of January 12, 1839, the 
latest located. That issue also carried a notice that in the future all accounts 
of the paper would be presented and receipted by George H. French. Al- 
though the Handbook of Texas says that the paper was published until late 
1839 or early 1840, a letter from Evans to Mirabeau B. Lamar (Lamar Pa- 
pers, No. 1354, Vol. V, p. 297-298), dated June 29, 1839, shows that the pa- 
per had been discontinued before the end of June, 1839. The Handbook 
makes no reference to the connection of Bangs with the paper. The anony- 
mous sketch of printing in Galveston in the Galveston Directory for 1859-60, 
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Galveston, 189, says (at page go) that the paper ceased to be issued early in 
1839.

The first and second numbers had been received by the Telegraph by April 
15, 1840, Joel T. Case was the first editor, but the contemporary papers do 
not name the first publisher. The Texas Sentinel (Austin) of May 9, 1840, 
in commenting on the recent appearance of the Galvestonian and the Daily 
Courier remarks that “Galveston is perhaps the only city in the world which 
at two years old could boast of two daily papers and one semi-weekly paper.” 
The Morning Star (Houston) of May 26, 1840, noted that the paper had 
changed hands and was then being published by J. T. Case and D. E. Smith. 
A “Mr. Edmunds” is referred to as the pro tem. editor by the Morning Star 
of January 21, 1841. On May 19, 1841, the Morning Star reported that the 
Courier had “ ‘gone out,’ and given place to a new paper styled ‘the Peo- 
ple’s Advocate.’ ” No copies of the Courier have been located. 


[Galveston] CROAKER 


A. C. Gray in his “History of the Texas Press” says that the Croaker was 
published for a short time in 1842. According to a list quoted by Stuart from 
the Civilian and Galveston Gazette of June 12, 1842, the Croaker was one 
of the papers begun and discontinued at Galveston within the four pre- 
ceding years. 


[Galveston] GALVESTONIAN, 1839 
‘T'ri-weekly. March 20? 1839—At least November, 1839. 


This is the first of three papers of the same name published at Galveston. 
The earliest issue located, Volume I, No. 2, March 27, 1839, was published 
by John Gladwin, “proprietor, editor and printer.” In it he pointed out 
that “some little delay will probably occur before the regular tri-weekly 
publication of the Galvestonian.” The issue of May 16 was published by 
John Gladwin and William D. Mims. The paper survived at least into 
November, for the following reference appeared in the M orning Star (Hous- 
ton) of November 18, 1839: “The publication of the Galvestonian, it ap- 
pears, is not discontinued, as was imagined by the melancholy decease of 
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its former editor, John Gladwin, Esq. It is now under the direction of David 
Davis, Esq., and makes its appearance in an enlarged form.” 


The article, ‘Printing in Galveston,” in the Galveston City Directory, 1859, 
at page 89, which is followed by Mrs. Spell in her article on Bangs in the 
Southwestern Historical Quarterly for April, 1932, Vol. XX XV, p. 267-278, 
incorrectly states that the Galvestonian “began to be issued from the office of 
Mr. Bangs” in the spring of 1839. Sam Acheson in his 35,000 Days in Texas, 
A History of the Dallas News and Its Forebears, New York, 1938, falls into 
the same error. It was the third paper called the Galvestonian, which be- 
gan publication in March, 1841, that was published by Bangs.

[Galveston] GALVESTONIAN, 1840 
Daily. March 23, 1840—At least June, 1840. 


This, the second Galvestonian, was edited by Henry R. French a brother 
of George H. French and a brother-in-law of Samuel Bangs. It is quite pos- 
sible that Bangs worked as a printer on the paper. ‘The following account 
of the paper was printed in the issue of April 4, 1840: ““The Daily Galves- 
tonian has now been in operation just two weeks. When we commenced 
the publication of it, we had some scruples as to whether it would be ad- 
visable to print as large an edition as we had been accustomed to do, on the 
semi-weekly paper, as we thought it probable that some of our subscribers. 
would not care to take a daily paper; our objections, were, however, over- 
ruled, and the usual number printed. ‘The first week, finding our subscrip- 
tion list swelling a little, we printed 50 extra copies, and at the close of the 
present week, we find it necessary to put on an additional 50, in order that 
none of our subscribers might be neglected.’ No copies of the semi-weekly 
paper referred to have survived, and no evidence has yet been discovered 
indicating how long the publication of the daily and weekly continued. By 
June 15 the paper was owned by Davis & French, who on that date sub- 
mitted a bill to the Secretary of State for advertising in the issue of June 9. 


DLC 1840: Apr. 3—Apr. 4. 


[Galveston] GALVESTONIAN, 1841-1842 
Daily. March 30, 1841—Early 1842. 


A prospectus of this, the third Galvestonian, was printed in its second issue, 
March 31, 1841. The paper was published by Samuel Bangs and edited by 
his brother-in-law, George H. French, “late editor of the Houston Musqui- 
to.” According to a contemporary newspaper, the appearance of the Gal-

vestonian was “rather ‘a la militaire;’ it has at its head Gen. Sam Houston 
for President, and Gen. M. Hunt for Vice President. However, we Texians 
are all generals, colonels, or majors.” According to the Austin City Gazette 
of July 14, the editors by that date were G. H. and H. R. French. They also 
appeared as editors in the December issues, the latest located. The Galves- 
tonian was certainly published through the beginning of 1842 for a carrier's 
address for January 1, 1842, has been located (Entry No. 517), but it is un- 
likely that it continued after April 11, 1842, when G. H. French began the 
publication of the Daily News at Galveston. 


DLC 1841: Mar. 31 (Vol. I, No. 2)—Apr. 1, Dec. 6—Dec. 7. 


[Galveston] Weekly GALVESTONIAN, 1841-1842? 
Weekly. May 8, 1841—Early 1842? 


Only the first number of this paper, then printed and published by Samuel 
Bangs and edited by George H. French, has been located. It was probably 
published as the weekly edition of the third Galvestonian, and may have 
run until that paper was discontinued. Its full title, given at the head of the 
first column and the editorial column, was “Weekly Galvestonian and 
Ladies’ Saturday Evening Visiter [sic].” 


DLC 1841: May 8 (Vol. I, No. 1). 


[Galveston] Daily GLOBE AND GALVESTON COMMER- 
CIAL CHRONICLE 


Daily. November, 1845—-December, 1845. 


The earliest notice of the paper discovered thus far was printed in the 
Morning Star (Houston) of November 13, 1845. The Telegraph of Novem- 
ber 19, 1845, reported that B. F. Neal was editor and Samuel Bangs the pub- 
lisher. The Handbook of Texas points out that it must have ended in De- 
cember, 1845, since Bangs was printing the Corpus Christi Gazette on Jan- 
uary 1, 1846. No copies have been located. 


Galveston Morning HERALD 
Daily. December, 1840—Late April or early May, 4 841. 


This paper was printed at the office of the Civilian and Galveston Gazette. 
S. S. Callender appeared as publisher in a notice announcing a Houston 
agent for the paper which was published in the M orning Star (Houston) of 
December 8, 1840. The San Luis Advocate of December 10, 1840, reported 
that the paper had been started, and the Weekly Galvestonian of May 8, 
1841, “regrets to announce to the public the death of the spicy little Herald.” 
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The obituary of John S. Evans in the issue of April 24, 1841, said that “he 
had been for some time back the able and talented assistant editor of the 
Herald.” The Handbook of Texas quotes Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939 to 
the effect that a Galveston M orning Herald started publication in April, 
1841, and continued until July. This seems to be erroneous. A manuscript 
certificate in the Texas State Archives (Comptroller’s Military Service Rec- 
ords) shows that Sidney Smith Callender “became a member of the New Or- 
leans Volunteer Greys on the 22d October 1835. - - was elected Orderly 
Sergeant of the Corps,” and was honorably discharged at Refugio on Jan- 
uary 26, 1836.

(From the papers of the family of John S. Evans, whose obituary is print- 
ed on page [2]. It may be that extra copies were printed, with pages [1] 
and [4] left blank, in order to give a wider distribution to the obituary.) 


[Galveston] INDEPENDENT CHRONICLE 
Weekly. August 1, 1843—At least January, 1844. 


This paper was a revival of the Commercial Chronicle (Galveston). The 
prospectus, signed by Samuel Bangs, “Editor, Printer, Publisher & Pro- 
prietor,” was reprinted in the issue of October 15, 1843. Contemporary 
newspapers reported the cut of a ship under full sail at the head of the edi- 
torial column and referred to Bangs as the “Commodore.” The latest ref- 
erence to the Chronicle noted appeared in the Northern Standard (Clarks- 
ville) of February 10, 1844, where it is referred to as “a small, lively, hu- 
morously edited sheet, [which] goes in strongly for the Navy in particular 
and for patriotism and the Constitution in general.”

[Galveston] Semi-weekly JOURNAL 


Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939 follows the Union List of Newspapers in 
suggesting that this paper may have begun publication in 1842. Since the 
earliest issue located, that for March 22, 1850, at the University of ‘Texas, 
is Vol. I, No. 13, the newspaper apparently began publication in February, 
1850. 


[Galveston] NATIONAL INTELLIGENCER 
Weekly; semi-weekly. Before July 18, 1841—May? 1842. 


The Intelligencer is described in the Colorado Gazette and Advertiser 
(Matagorda) of August 7, 1841, as being “from the ashes of the [People’s] 
Advocate” (Galveston), which, as noted below, had had a life of only two 
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or three months. The Morning Star (Houston) of July 18, 1841, reported the 
Intelligencer as having “lately made its appearance” and as being edited 
by A. J. Cody, continuing with the statement, “It supports David G. Burnet 
for President, and General M. Hunt for Vice-President.”” Not long after- 
wards the Morning Star of August 10 reported that A. J. Yates had succeed- 
ed Cody as editor and that the Intelligencer was to be issued twice a week. 
The Texas Centinel (Austin) for August 19 reported the change in edi- 
tors and that for Vice-President the paper now supported Gen. Burleson. 
Burnet was still its candidate for President. Yates’s prospectus of October 
8, 1841, for issuing the Daily Advertiser from the same office as the Intelli- 
gencer beginning November 1 was reprinted in the Telegraph of Decem- 
ber 22, 1841. The Intelligencer, either as a weekly or a semi-weekly, was cer- 
tainly continued through the first part of 1842, for it is referred to in the 
Telegraph of August 10, 1842, as a paper “lately published” at Galveston. 
It may have been discontinued about May, 1842, at the same time as the 
Daily Advertiser. No copies have been located. 


[Galveston] Daily NEWS 
Daily. April 11? 1842—At least early May, 1842. 


This paper has been incorrectly described in the Handbook of Texas in 
the article on the Galveston News and in Acheson’s 3500 Days in Texas, A 
History of the Dallas News, New York, 1938, as the forerunner of the Gal- 
veston News, which with its successors had a distinguished career in Gal- 
veston and later as the present Dallas News. Stuart makes it clear that the 
Evening News, which began in June, 1843, and not this Daily News, was 
the forerunner of the Galveston News. Stuart (p. 54-59) says this Daily News 
lasted only a month or so and refers to an article in the Galveston Civilian 
and Gazette of June, 1842, “where it is mentioned among the papers pre- 
viously printed at Galveston that had ceased to exist, followed by the posi- 
tive assertion that on that date (June, 1842) the Civilian and Gazette was 
the only newspaper printed in Galveston.” On April 19, 1915, the Dallas 
Morning News issued a facsimile of Vol. I, No. 8, the April 19, 1842, issue 
of the Daily News. This is reproduced in part following page go of Mr. 
Acheson’s book cited above. Though Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939, Hous- 
ton, 1941, locates an original of this April 19 issue at the University of 
Texas Library, their copy is a facsimile. 


DLC 1842: Apr. 30 (Vol. I, No. 17). 


[Galveston] Evening NEWS later Galveston NEWS 


June, 1843—December, 1845+. Semi-weekly through the summer 
of 1843; tri-weekly from the fall of 1843. 
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The Civilian and Galveston City Gazette for June 24, 1843, reported: 
“Messrs. M. Cronican & Co. have commenced, in this city, the publication 
of a small semi-weekly paper, entitled The News.” It was published on 
Tuesdays and Fridays. The Morning Star (Houston) of August 8, 1843, 
commented: ““The defunct Times seems to be embodied forth again in the 
form of the News.” This refers to the Texas Times, another Galveston pa- 
per, which, as noted here, was issued for the last time on May 16, 1843. The 
News had become a tri-weekly by December, 1843. The number of the first 
issued located, No. 120, May 11, 1844, suggests that the change took place 
in late September or early October, 1843. Ben Stuart says the type and 
press for publishing the paper were “rented from Samuel Bangs from whose 
office a half dozen ephemeral sheets had been issued during the preceding 
five years.” The rent was four dollars a month. 


A prospectus of the Galveston Weekly News to be issued from the same 
office, dated Galveston; December 9, 1843, and signed by Michael Cronican, 
Wilbur Cherry, and R. D. Sebring, was reprinted in the Telegraph of April 
10, 1844. The weekly first appeared in February, 1844, as the Weekly News, 
but by August, 1845, its title had been changed to the Galveston Weekly 
News. The change in title probably occurred before May, 1845, for by 
May 6, 1845, the tri-weekly Evening News had become the Galveston News. 
R. D. Sebring was the editor of both papers until his death in July, 1844. 
Apparently he was editor of the Weekly Despatch (Matagorda) at some time 
between December, 1843, and his death. He was followed by B. F. Neal. 
The Stuart account says that Willard Richardson took temporary charge 
of the editorial columns late in 1844, and in 1845 became the regular edi- 
tor and a partner of Cherry, Neal & Co., who then published the two papers. 
In November, 1845, the papers were published by Richardson & Lewis. Ac- 
cording to Stuart (page 64) the partnership between Richardson and Lewis 
lasted until the outbreak of the Mexican War, when Lewis left Galveston 

for Corpus Christi.

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[Galveston] PEOPLE’S ADVOCATE 
Daily? May, 1841—June or July, 1841. 


This short lived paper followed the Daily Courter (Galveston) and was fol- 
lowed by the National Intelligencer (Galveston). The Morning Star (Hous- 
ton) of May 18, 1841, reported: “The Galveston Courier has ‘gone out’ and 
given place to a new paper styled ‘the People’s Advocate.’ ” The prospectus 
of the Advocate was reprinted in the Austin City Gazette of June 9, 1841. 
The paper was published by John O’Brian and edited by Charles W. Moore. 
Apparently it was a supporter of Sam Houston for president. No copies 
have been located. 


[Galveston] TEXAS STATE PAPER 
Semi-weekly? July, 1845—December, 1845+. 


Receipt of the first number was acknowledged in the Telegraph of July 30, 
1845, which said that the paper was published by Trigant & Pace. No other 
information on Trigant & Pace has been found and no copies of this news- 
paper have been located. According to Stuart “it appears to have ceased 
publication early in 1846.” 


[Galveston] TEXAS TIMES 
Weekly. October 11? 1842—March 25, 1843. 


This paper was a continuation of the San Luis Advocate. The last number 
of the Advocate (Vol. I, No. 41) was published at San Luis in April or early 
May, 1842, but regular publication was not resumed at Galveston until 
October, the printing equipment having been lost in the bay en route to 
Galveston. ‘The second number of the Times was published at Galveston on 
October 18, 1842 (Vol. I, No. 43), and the first probably appeared on Octo- 
ber 11. These, however, were preceded by an extra of September 20 (Entry 
No. 549). A prospectus of the paper appeared in issue No. 46, November 9, 
1842 (misnumbered 49 and misdated November 6). This stated that the first 
eleven numbers of the Times would be sent to subscribers to the San Luis 
Advocate to complete the first volume of that paper. Ferdinand Pinckard, 
who in December, 1841, had become the editor of the San Luis Advocate, 
was the editor and proprietor of the Times. The Times was at first printed 
and published for Pinckard by D. Davis. In the issue of March 11, 1843, was 
a notice signed by G. H. French and G. L. Hamlin that they had assumed 
publication of the paper. A separate tri-weekly paper, the Times, was issued 
from the same office from about December 27, 1842, through March 25, 
1843. After March 25 the separate weekly was discontinued, and the third 
number of the tri-weekly was made to include the first two, and was cir-

culated in the country as the weekly newspaper. “In anticipation of dis- 
solution” the “last will and testament of the dying ‘Times’ ” was published 
in the issue for Tuesday, May 16, 1843, where it was announced that the 


Telegraph would be sent in place of the Times to those who had paid in 
advance.

[Galveston] TTOWN 


The following reference to the paper appeared in the Northern Standard 
(Clarksville) of April 24, 1844: “We have received the 6th number of a 
weekly paper, entitled “he Town,’ published every Sunday, at Galveston. 
It is published by James Doddridge and edited by J. J. Harrison and seems 
to be devoted to humor, and chit-chat, generally and specially. The dimen- 
sions of “The Town’ are just 10 inches by 12 when extended.” No copies 
have been located.

The Telegraph was published at San Felipe from October 10, 1835, through 
March 24, 1836 (Vol. 1, No. 1—Vol. I, No. 2 1); one number was published at 
Harrisburg on April 14, 1836 (Vol. I, No. 22); publication was resumed at 
Columbia on August 2, 1836 (Vol. I, No. 23). The press was moved to Hous- 
ton after the issue of April 11, 1837 (Vol. II, No. 14), where publication was 
resumed May 2, 1837 (Vol. II, No. 15). For a short note on the Telegraph see 
its entry under Houston.

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[Houston] BANNER OF THE LONE STAR 


No copies have been located, and perhaps the paper, which was to have been 
a weekly, was never published. A prospectus, dated at Houston, January 22, 
1838, and signed by James D. Cocke, was printed in the Telegraph of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1838. On January 21 Cocke wrote Mirabeau B. Lamar saying that 
it would be quicker for him to get materials from New Orleans than to 
move Lamar’s press from Velasco to Houston, and that the move would cost 
as much as the fixtures were worth in their damaged state (Lamar Papers, 
No. 665, Vol. II, p. 28-29). Lamar’s press was used from February through 
July, 1838, by Léger and Thompson in printing the People at Brazoria. 


There is no account of this newspaper in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Houston] CITIZEN 

Semi-weekly. July 19? 1843—January, 1844. 

A prospectus of the Citizen, dated July 8, 1843, and signed by John N. O. 
Smith and John Benson, was reprinted in the Northern S tandard (Clarks- 
ville) of September 14, 1843. It announced support of Sam Houston, then 
president. The Red-Lander (San Augustine) of August 5, 1843, stated that 
the Citizen had been started in place of the Houstonian, whose “editor and 
publisher had absquatulated [szc] to Yucatan.” ‘The prospectus of July 8 re- 
ferred also to a weekly edition, entry for which follows, to be published as 
soon as a sufficient number of subscribers was obtained. The semi-weekly 
Citizen was followed by the semi-weekly edition of the Texian Democrat 
(Houston).

Benson & [D. E.] Smith. It was followed, without change in volume or num- 
bering, in January, 1844, by the Texian Democrat (Houston).

May 9, 1873, in saying that the Civilian first appeared at Houston on May 
8, 1838, but according to the Telegraph of June 9, 1838, the first number 
was published on June 7. The paper was moved to Galveston in September 
and published there as the Civilian and Galveston Gazette. No copies pub- 
lished at Houston have been located. 


[Houston] COURIER AND ENQUIRER 


Frantz reports that the earliest reference to the paper he found was in the 
Telegraph of September 8, 1838, and read as follows: ‘The Courier & En- 
quirer of this city is now printed on a large double cylindered Napier press 
—procured at great cost by its proprietors, and which strikes off six thousand 
of its enormous sheets per hour—or one hundred every minute.” The pub- 
lishers may have been J. D. Cocke and G. W. Bonnell, for in a letter dated 
from Houston, January 21, 1838 (Lamar Papers, Vol. I, at p. 29), Cocke 
wrote to Lamar: “Col. Bonnell is expecting a complete printing establish- 
ment, which he some time since ordered from Cincinnati. He, too, con- 
templates publishing a paper on an Imperial sheet. He has proposed to 
unite his project with mine.” The only other reference to the Courier and 
Enquirer which Frantz found was in the Civilian and Galveston Gazette 
of October 19, 1838. No copies have been located.

‘Tri-weekly. March 10? 1841—May or June, 1843. 


That the first issue was published prior to March 11, 1841, is shown by a 
reference to it in the Morning Star (Houston) of March 11. The date of 
March 10 is arrived at by counting back from the earliest copy located, Vol. 
I, No. 70, August 18, 1841. The prospectus, dated February 18, 1841, and 
signed “D. E. & Jno. N. O. Smith, Publishers, for Joshua Burr, Proprietor,” 
was reprinted in the Galvestonian of March 31, 1841. The paper was for 
Sam Houston for president. Joseph Baker, who had earlier been a partner 
of the Bordens in publishing the Telegraph, was its first editor. ‘The issue 
of May 5, 1843, listed S. E. Powers as editor, publisher, and proprietor. The 
note here to the Citizen, also published at Houston, shows that the Hous- 
tonian was followed by the Citizen in July, 1841.

By the end of March, 1841, French and Bangs had moved to 
Galveston where, on March 31, 1841, they issued the first number of what 
is referred to here as the third Galvestonian.

April 25, 1838—November or December, 1838. Semi-weekly dur- 
ing sessions of Congress; weekly in the interim. 


The title was given as Texas National Banner in the prospectus, signed by 
J. W. J. Niles, printed in the Matagorda Bulletin of March 28, 1838, but the 
title adopted, the National Banner, appeared in the reprinting of the pros- 
pectus in the Matagorda Bulletin of April 25, and at the head of the first 
issue, published the same day. Samuel Whiting began his printing career 
by acquiring an interest in the National Banner in June, 1838, and before 
October 5 had bought the entire interest of Niles. The Telegraph of De- 
cember 15 reported that Whiting had discontinued the National Banner 
and had begun to issue in lieu of it “a new paper styled the National In- 
telligencer, which . . . dates its commencement from that of the new admin- 
istration.” Lamar was inaugurated on December 10.

Samuel Whiting having bought the National Banner (see preceding entry) 
changed its name to the National Intelligencer.

Its editor was James S. Jones, 
formerly editor of the Matagorda Bulletin. A squib in the M orning Star 
(Houston) of August g, 1839, reported the Intelligencer as having had eight 
editors since its commencement. In October, 18 39, part of the equipment of 
the office was moved to Austin, where Whiting began the publication of the 
Austin City Gazette on October 30, 1839. The rest of the equipment was ad- 
vertised for sale on February 17, 1840, and bought by A. H. Osborn and 
G. W. Lively, who began publication of the Daily Times at Houston on 
March 4, 1840.

A notice in the Telegraph of April 3, 1839, referred to the coming publica- 
tion of the Evening Star, but in the first issue the shift to morning publica- 
tion was explained as made at “‘the suggestion of many friends.” The Morn- 
ing Star began publication as a daily newspaper on April 8, 1839, the pub- 
lisher being Ezekial Humphreys and Company and the editor John W. 
Eldredge. It was printed at the Telegraph office. From at least April 18, 
1839, through at least August 31, 1839, tri-weekly issues were published in 
addition to the daily issues. ‘The paper was issued daily through the issue 
for Saturday morning, July 11, 1840, Vol. II, No. 68; and with No. 69, for 
Tuesday, July 14, it was published tri-weekly on ‘Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays through at least the year 1845. In the issue of November 13, 1839, 
Jacob W. Cruger, who had become publisher on Humphreys’ death shortly 
before, stated that the paper would only do business with subscribers and 
advertisers on a cash basis. The issue of January 9, 1841, announced that 
James F. Cruger had succeeded his brother J. W. Cruger as publisher. In 
August, 1841, D. H. Fitch retired as editor and was succeeded by Dr. Francis 
Moore. Apparently Moore continued as editor through 1845. Dr. Moore was 
also editor of the Telegraph, printed weekly at the same office.

No copies have been located, and perhaps the paper, which was to have 
been a monthly, was never published. Frantz reports that a prospectus, 
dated June 7, 1837, was printed in the Telegraph as early as July 29, 1837, 
and in the Matagorda Bulletin as late as September 27. W. W. Hall was to 
have been the editor, and the main objects of the paper were to have been 
“the Promotion of Religion, Virtue and Morality and the Diffusion of 
Learning.” 


There is no account of this newspaper in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Houston] ‘TELEGRAPH AND TEXAS REGISTER 
Weekly. May 2, 1837—-December 31, 1845+. 


‘Two issues in the weeks of October 2, 9, and 16, and December 4, 1837; 
semi-weekly from April 18, 1838, through May 30, 1838, and from Novem- 
ber 21, 1838, through January 26, 1839, covering the adjourned session of 
the Second Congress and the session of the Third Congress; weekly there- 
after. 


A prospectus for publishing the Telegraph and Texas Planter was printed 
in the Texas Republican (Brazoria) of February 14, 1835, but in the first 
issue, printed at San Felipe on October 10, 1835, the final “Planter” was 
changed to “Register.” As mentioned in the “Sketch of Printing” here, at 
page xliii, the story of the Telegraph through 1836 is told in articles in the 
issues of August 2, 1836, and January 18 and 27, 1837. It was printed at San 
Felipe from October 10, 1835, through March 24, 1836 (Vol. I, No. 1—Vol. 
I, No. 21). A single issue was published at Harrisburg on April 14, 1836 (Vol. 
I, No. 22). Publication was resumed at Columbia on August 2, 1836, and 
continued there through April 11, 1837 (Vol. I, No. 23—Vol. II, No. 14). 
The issue of May 2, 1837 (Vol. II, No. 15), the first to be published at Hous- 
ton, has an amusing account of the vicissitudes in moving the press from 
Columbia. The Telegraph was the first Houston newspaper. Dr. Francis 
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Moore was the editor of the Telegraph for seventeen years from March, 
1837, when he acquired his interest in the paper. From August, 1841, Moore 
was also the editor of the Morning Star, a tri-weekly which was printed at 
the Telegraph office. Mr. Winkler has an excellent sketch of the Telegraph 
in the Handbook of Texas, and Addie May Roy submitted a master’s thesis, 
The History of the “Telegraph and Texas Register,’ 1835-1846, at the Uni- 
versity of ‘Texas in 1931. For listings of the locations of earlier issues see 
here under San Felipe, Harrisburg, and Columbia.

[Houston] TEXIAN DEMOCRAT 
Semi-weekly. January, 1844—October, 1844. 


The prospectus of the semi-weekly Texian Democrat, dated January, 1844, 
and signed by John N. O. Smith, John Benson, and D. E. Smith, was pub- 
lished in the weekly issue of January 20, 1844, and announced that publica- 
tion of the semi-weekly had been commenced. This was followed by a note 
that “a sufficient number of subscribers having been obtained to justify in- 
curring the additional expense,” a weekly for the country was now issued. 
By November 2, 1844, the press had been sold to Miller & Cushney and was 
on its way to Washington, Texas, where it was used in publishing the Texas 
National Register, beginning December 7, 1844. No copies of the semi- 
weekly edition have been located.

In February, 1840, A. H. Osborn (or Orsborn) and G. W. Lively bought the 
Houston National Intelligencer plant and issued a prospectus for publish- 
ing “‘a daily and weekly paper . . . to be called The Times.” The prospectus 
was reprinted in the Weekly Times of April 30, 1840. According to the 
Morning Star (Houston) of March 6, 1840, the first issue of the Daily Times 
was published on March 4. A. M. Tomkins was its first editor, but the Morn- 
ing Star of July 21, 1840, reported ‘‘A star has disappeared from the edi- 
torial galaxy . .. Gus Tomkins has quit the Times.” He was succeeded by 
G. W. Lively. The Weekly Times was published from about April 2, 1840, 
through at least June 4, 1840, first by Osborn & Lively, and later by Osborn 
& Conger, with both firm names appearing in the headings of the issues 
of April 9 and April 30. In the Telegraph of September 3, 1840, the Times 
was described as a tri-weekly. Probably the tri-weekly took the place of both 
the daily and the weekly paper.

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bill in the Texas State Archives, dated Patriot Office, Huntsville, December 
23, 1845, is in the name of Wade & Robinson. 


LaGrange INTELLIGENCER 


Weekly. January 25? 1844—December 30, 1845+. 


This paper was established by William P. Bradburn and James P. Longley, 
with Bradburn as editor and publisher. With the issue of February 15, 1844, 
Longley became the sole proprietor, and W. B. McClellan the editor. Pro- 
spectuses were published in the issues of February 1 and February 22. With 
the issue of May go, 1844, Smallwood S. B. Fields became editor and pro- 
prietor. On July 7, 1845 (Vol. I, No. 24), Fields announced the sale of the 
paper to W. B. McClellan and W. D. Mims, who appear as publishers in 
the next issue located, that of August 19, 1845 (Vol. I, No. 2, for the new 
owners began a second Volume I). In September, 1845, the new owners, 
and not Fields as stated in the Handbook of Texas, made an urgent appeal 
for friends of the paper to contribute to its support.

The paper was begun on or before February 10, 1844, for Frantz cites a quo- 
tation from that issue in the M orning Star (Houston) of February 29, 1844. 
It was followed by the Soda Lake Herald (Marshall), whose publishers an- 
nounced their purchase of the press of the Times in a prospectus dated Oc- 
tober 16, 1845, reprinted in the Texas National Register (Washington) of 
December 6, 1845.

Marshall REVIEW 
Weekly? December, 1842, or January, 1843—Fall? 1849. 
The following appeared in the Red-Lander (San Augustine) of January 5, 
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1843: “The Marshall Review—Under this cognomer [sic], the Sabine Ad- 
vocate [of Pulaski] is again continued to its former subscribers.” The North- 
ern Standard of April 20, 1843, reports that the Marshall Review has lately 
changed hands “‘and the name of L. A. W. Laird appears as editor and pro- 
prietor.” That the Review suspended some time in the fall of 1843 is sug- 
gested by the report in the Red-Lander of December 23, 1843, that the mail 
between Marshall and Shreveport had been suspended since the failure of 
the Marshall Review. No copies have been located. 


[Marshall] SODA LAKE HERALD 


Weekly. Before November 13, 1845—December, 1845+? 


Followed the Harrison Times (Marshall). The prospectus, dated October 
16, 1845, announcing the purchase of the press of the Harrison Times, was 
reprinted in the Texas National Register (Washington) of December 6, 
1845. It was signed by E. C. Beazley the editor, and T. A. Harris and Zach. 
Wills the publishers of the paper. The first number was received by the 
Red-Lander (San Augustine) before November 13, 1845. The Telegraph of 
November 26, 1845, said that the new paper, like its predecessor, supported 
General Henderson for Governor and A. C. Horton for Lieutenant Gover- 
nor. Frantz says that the latest quotation from the paper he found was in 
the Morning Star (Houston) of January 6, 1846. No copies have been lo- 
cated. 


Matagorda BULLETIN 


Weekly. August 2? 1837—May g, 1839. 


The issue of December 20, 1837, stated that J. W. J. Niles, who had started 
the paper about August 2, 1837, “had ceased to exercise any control, what- 
soever, over the editorial columns of this paper” and that James S. Jones 
had purchased an interest in the paper with the understanding that he 
should have “exclusive control over its columns.” In the issue of February 
21, 1838, there was a notice that the partnership of Niles and Jones was dis- 
solved, with Niles continuing the business. From a notice in the issue of 
June 28, 1838, signed by John G. Davenport, stating “the proprietorship 
and editorial department of the Matagorda Bulletin have changed hands,” 
it would appear that Niles had no interest in the paper after that date. 
Davenport died in October, 1838, and the issue of January 31, 1839, 
named W. Donaldson as having become editor on January 24. The last 
issue was published on May g, 1839, and was followed a week later by the 
first issue of the Colorado Gazette and Advertiser. Donaldson was the first 


editor of the new paper.

[Matagorda] COLORADO GAZETTE AND ADVERTISER 


Weekly. May 16, 1839-1843? 


This followed the Matagorda Bulletin. The paper was printed and pub- 
lished by James Attwell, and was at first edited by W. Donaldson, who had 
been the editor of the Matagorda Bulletin. No editor’s name appeared in 
the issues from August 1, 1839, to the end of that year, but from January 4, 
1840, through July 30, 1842, the date of the latest issue located, W. D. Wal- 
lach was listed as the owner and editor of the paper. From an item in the 
Austin City Gazette of December 25, 1839, it appears that by that time Wal- 
lach had taken over the paper. According to Gray’s “History of the Texas 
Press,” the paper was issued regularly until 1843, and possibly until a later 
date. No contemporary references to its existence during 1843 have been 
found, but James Attwell, its printer and publisher, was the editor and 
proprietor of the next paper published at Matagorda, the Weekly Despatch, 
established about December 2, 1843.

James Attwell appears as editor and proprietor in all the issues located. He 
was apparently assisted by Richard Drake Sebring, for the obituary of Se- 
bring in the issue of August 24, 1844, speaks of him as “the late editor of 
this paper.” As shown below, the Rosenberg Library at Galveston has an 
excellent file for the year 1844. The latest reference to the Despatch noticed 
is that in the Morning Star (Houston) of December 13, 1845, cited by Frantz. 
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According to the Handbook of Texas, the paper was published until June, 
1846.

No copies have been located, but the Letter-Sheet was advertised in the 
Matagorda Bulletin of February 28, 1838, as “just published, and for Sale 
at the office of the Bulletin . . . to be issued monthly.” No further references 
to it have been found in the contemporary newspapers, but it may have 
been published until May, 1839, when the Bulletin was discontinued. 


There is no account of this Letter-Sheet in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Matagorda] NAZARENE ADVOCATE 


No copies have been located, and perhaps the paper, which was to have been 
issued monthly, was never published. A prospectus was printed in the Mata- 
gorda Bulletin of October 25, 1837, reading in part, ‘““The avowed object of 
this publication is the revival of the best of the Nazarenes’ in primitive 
purity.” 


There is no account of the Nazarene Advocate in the Handbook of Texas. 


Montgomery PATRIOT 


Weekly? April, 1845—July or early August, 1845. Continued at 
Huntsville. 


The Telegraph of April g, 1845, reported the arrival of an issue of the Mont- 
gomery Patriot, “intended as a specimen number.” The first two numbers 
were received by the Red-Lander (San Augustine) before May 22, 1845. No 
copies published at Montgomery have been located. ‘The paper was moved 
to Huntsville in July or early August, certainly before August 21, 1845, 
when the move was mentioned in the Texas National Register (Washing- 
ton). 


[Nacogdoches] GACETA DE TEXAS 


As stated in the Handbook of Texas, type for the single issue of this paper, 
dated May 25, 1813, was set at Nacogdoches, but it was printed at Natchi- 
toches, Louisiana, early in June, Toledo’s forces having been forced to 
withdraw from Texas. The printer of the paper was Aaron Mower and not 
“Moore” as the Handbook has him. Godwin B. Cotten, later printer of the 
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Texas Gazette at San Felipe, was one of Toledo’s officers, but no evidence 
has yet been discovered showing that he assisted Mower in printing the 
Gaceta. (For a fuller note on the paper, see the entry for it in the body of 
this bibliography, under the year 1813.)

[Nacogdoches] MEXICAN ADVOCATE 


Weekly? On or about September 4, 1839-? 


Printed in Spanish and English. The evidence for fixing the date of the first 
issue of the paper was presented by Mr. E. W. Winkler in a note in the 
Quarterly, Texas State Historical Association, for January,1905, Vol. VIII, 
p- 272-275. No copies of the paper have been located, and no evidence has 
been discovered indicating how long it was published. Mr. Winkler showed 
that Milton Slocum, the editor and printer of the paper, arrived in Nacog- 
doches on June 27, 1829, and was listed as a printer as late as the census of 
June 30, 1831, but as a farmer in the census of 1832. The only piece printed 
by him entered in this bibliography is No. 21, a Circular of the Board of 
Piety of Nacogdoches dated March 10, 1831. According to the Handbook of 
Texas, Slocum’s press was used in 1835 and 1836 in printing the Texean 
[sic] and Emigrant’s Guide at Nacogdoches. 


[Nacogdoches] EL MEXICANO 


Although there is an entry for this newspaper under Nacogdoches in Texas 
Newspapers, 1813-1939, it, like the Gaceta de Texas which it followed, was 
printed in Natchitoches, Louisiana. (For a discussion of these two papers, 
see the entry for the Gaceta in the body of this bibliography, under the year 
1813.) 


[Nacogdoches] TEXAS CHRONICLE 
Weekly. June 7? 1837—July or early August, 1838. 


If not established by Isaac W. Burton and William W. Bell, the Chronicle 
was at one time published by them, for there is a notice of the dissolution of 
their partnership, dated February 1, in the only surviving issue of the pa- 
per, that of February 28, 1838. Burton was to continue as publisher, and it 
was stated that W. A. Ferris was authorized to transact the business of the 
office in his absence. In July or early August the newspaper was purchased 
by W. W. Parker, who moved the press to San Augustine, where he began 
the publication of the Red-Lander in September, 1838.

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[Nacogdoches] TEXAS REPUBLICAN 


Weekly. August 14, 1819—September or October, 1819. 


The history of this paper, established by the Long Expedition is summa- 
rized in Brigham’s History and Bibliography of American Newspapers, 
1690-1820, Worcester, 1947, Vol. II, p. [1069]-1070, supplemented by his 
note in the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for April, 1948, Vol. LI, p- 
366-369. Contemporary references to the issues of August 14—-August 28, 
and September 11, 1819, have been found. Although Yoakum says that 
Horatio Bigelow was the editor, he is not mentioned in those references, 
but Eli Harris is named as the printer or publisher. No copies have been 
located. Publication of the paper must have been discontinued by October 
28, 1819, when the Spanish forces under Colonel Pérez reached Nacog- 
doches. 


[Nacogdoches] ‘TEXEAN [sic] AND EMIGRANT’S GUIDE 
Weekly. November 28, 1835—Not later than March 24, 1836. 


According to the sketch of David E. Lawhon in the Handbook of Texas, 
this paper was printed on a press belonging to William G. Logan, a mer- 
chant, which had been used by Milton Slocum in printing the Mexican 
Advocate at Nacogdoches in 1829. The issue of January 2, 1836, is the latest 
located thus far. The paper had been discontinued by March 24, 1836, ac- 
cording to the Telegraph of April 14, 1836. In all surviving issues the first 
word of the title is spelled ““Texean.”

The following notice of the paper appeared in the Telegraph of May 25, 
1842: “Sabine Advocate.—We have received by the last mail from the East, 
two numbers of a new paper with the above title, published weekly at 
Pulaski, Harrison county, by S. P. January & Co. It is a neat sheet, nearly of 
the size of the Redlander, and contains a large share of interesting reading 
matter.” On January 5, 1843, the Red-Lander (San Augustine) described 
the paper as “continued to its former subscribers” as the Marshall Review 
(Marshall). No copies have been located. 
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[Richmond] GAZETTE 


Gray, Norton, and Stuart all say that R. E. Handy published a paper called 
the Gazette at Richmond in 1839. Although they must be wrong as to the 
year, for Handy died early in October, 1838, he certainly intended to pub- 
lish a paper in 1838, for on May 16, 1838, he wrote Mirabeau B. Lamar: “4 
have purchased the press of Mr [James S.] Jones on which the ‘People’ is 
now printed [at Brazoria]—In payment I have given him several notes of 
hand on different individuals & merchants amounting in all to nine hun- 
dred Dollars. Mr. Jones has given us an order on you—and likewise on Mess 
Leger & Thompson [publishers of the People] for the delivery of the press 
on the first of august—I hope there will be no difficulty about the matter—” 
(Lamar Papers, No. 730, Vol. II, p. 158). The press had belonged to Lamar 
(see Lamar Papers, No. 722, Vol. II, p. 154-155). No copies of the paper have 
been located, and no references to it have been found thus far in the news- 
papers of 1838 or 1839. 


There is no account of this paper in the Handbook of Texas. 


Richmond RECORDER 


Although this newspaper is listed in Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939 as hav- 
ing begun publication on January 2, 1836, no references to it have been 
found in contemporary newspapers or elsewhere. The issue of December 8, 
1852, the only one located in Texas Newspapers, can not now be found at 
the Texas State Library. 


Richmond ‘TELESCOPE later Richmond TELESCOPE & 
REGISTER 


Weekly. April 27, 1839—August or September, 1840. 


Title at head of first page varies: Richmond Telescope, April 27-July 17, 
1839; Richmond Telescope & Register, from July 31, 1839. Subtitle at head 
of following page varies: Texas Literary Register, April 27—July 3, 1839; 
Texas Miscellaneous Register, July 10—July 17, 1839; none, July 31, 18309, 
and following, although the paper is spoken of as the Richmond Telescope 
and Texas Miscellaneous Register in the issue of September 18, 1839. 


The prospectus of this paper, in which it is called Richmond Telescope and 
Texas Literary Messenger, was printed in the Morning Star (Houston) of 
April 23, 1839, with David L. Wood named as editor. The National Intelli- 
gencer (Houston) of May a, 1839, referred to it as “the first literary paper 
started in our Republic.” W. W. Bell announced himself as proprietor in 
place of Wood in the issue of June 22, 1839, with Wood named as assistant 
editor. In the issue of August 31, J. H. Parkerson and Wood were named as 
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assistant editors. In the September 11 issue Bell announced that Sidney S. 
Callender had bought the paper, and would continue as publisher. In the 
issue of March 17, 1840, the publisher announced that he had “‘secured the 
services of Mr. Nicholas Maillard, a gentleman fully competent, to assist 
him in the editorial department.” In the issue of April 11, 1840, the latest 
located, Callender was still referred to as the publisher. Though the Hand- 
book says the paper probably ceased operations in April, 1840, it was 
quoted from in the Morning Star of August 15, 1840. It was listed as still 
published in the Telegraph of September 3, but as “dead” in the Morn- 
ing Star of September 19, 1840.

In the prospectus printed by Asbridge at San Antonio on April g, 1823 
(Entry No. 4), it was proposed to publish this paper in Spanish and English 
every Wednesday morning, beginning April 16.On May go Austin wrote his 
brother from Monterrey: “I am told you have a newspaper in Bexar which 
Iam rejoiced to hear it will be of incalculable advantage to Bexar and the 
whole Province.” The press had been sold to the authorities at Monterrey 
by June 13, and was shipped to them on July 17, 1823. No copies have been 
located, and perhaps the paper was never published. 


[San Augustine] JOURNAL AND ADVERTISER 
Weekly. May 28? 1840—May 20, 1841. 


This paper was printed on the press formerly belonging to the Red-Lander 
(San Augustine), which, as stated in the next entry, had folded up in De- 
cember, 1839. It was published by A. W. Canfield, its editor and proprietor. 
Canfield was assisted by W. W. Parker, formerly editor of the Red-Lander, 
until the latter’s death in October, 1840. Volume I was completed with the 
issue of May 20, 1841, and the following week the paper resumed the name 

of its predecessor, the Red-Lander.

The following appears in the entry for “Friday the 22d [of December, 
1843]” in the “Diary of Adolphus Sterne,” edited by Harriet Smither, in 
the Southwestern Historical Quarterly for July, 1933, Vol. XXXVII, at 
page 45: “Mr Reed from San Augustin came from that place brought me 
several prospectuses for a Paper to be called the San Augustin Literary in- 
telligencer, Edited or Fathered by L A. L [i.e. W.] Laird and T. M. Flatau 
[i.e. Flateau], the Paper to be a Methodist Paper—(oh! dear)—& to be un- 
der the management of a Son of Abraham verily I am tempted to believe 
in Parson Miller’s Doctrine—’. No other contemporary references to the 
paper have been found, and it probably never appeared. 


[San Augustine] RED-LANDER, 1838-1839 
Weekly. September, 1838—December 16? 1839. 


In July or early August, 1838, W. W. Parker bought the press of the Texas 
Chronicle of Nacogdoches and moved it to San Augustine, where he began 
the publication of the Red-Lander in September. The Austin City Gazette 
of May 6, 1840, stated that the Red-Lander “died . . . about the month of 
December [1839].’”’ By that time fifty-two numbers had been printed. As 
noted in the preceding entry, its press was next used to publish the Journal 
and Advertiser, beginning about May 28, 1840. The Handbook of Texas 
is quite in error in reporting that the Red-Lander and the Journal and 
Advertiser, which it correctly states was started in May, 1840, at San Augus- 
tine, were competing publications, and that the two papers were merged in 
1841.

[San Augustine] RED-LANDER, 1841-1845+. 
Weekly. May 27, 1841—December 25, 1845+. 


This is the second Red-Lander. The first ended in December, 1839, and was 
followed in May, 1840, by the Journal and Advertiser. With the comple- 
tion of its first volume the Jowrnal was renamed the Red-Lander. Both the 
Journal and this Red-Lander were edited and published by A. W. Canfield. 
J. A. Whittlesey was named as editor with Canfield in the issue of July 7, 
1842, and Henry W. Sublett in the issues of May 13 and May g0, 1843. 
George W. Morris was named as printer in the issues of March 27 and April 
15, 1843. How long each of them served after those dates is not known. The 
latest issue located for the period of the bibliography is that of December 


25, 1845. At that time Canfield seems to have still been the editor and pub- 
lisher. 
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In a bitter quarrel between Canfield and De Morse of the Northern 
Standard (Clarksville), the latter paper in its issue of September 21, 1843, 
charged that Canfield had recently brought back from New York large 
quantities of counterfeit and spurious money with which he had flooded 
East ‘Texas. The article went on to say that Canfield had stolen a large 
quantity of jewelry in New York.

[San Felipe] MEXICAN CITIZEN 


Weekly. February 17? 1831—November or December, 1831. 


This paper followed Volume I of the Texas Gazette (San Felipe), whose 
press was sold by Cotten to R. M. Williamson in January, 1831. The issues 
located thus far were published between March 17 and May 26, 1831, and 
were “Printed... by [John] Aitken & [R. M.] Williamson.” The numbers of 
those issues indicate that for that period, at least, the paper was issued reg- 
ularly. At some time after May 26 the Citizen was sold to Stephen F. Austin, 
Oliver Jones, Francis W. Johnson, Luke Lesassier and Samuel M. Williams. 
The names of the proprietors are given in an undated contract (Ms., 
Howard Collection, Dallas Historical Society), under which John Aitken 
was “to conduct and manage the said paper until the fifth day of March 
1832.” The contract must have been signed after May 26 for it provided 
that the following was to be printed at the head of the editorial column, 
“Printed & published by J. Aitken for the proprietors,” and that statement 
had not appeared by May 26. The Citizen was apparently published until 
November 24, the date of an advertisement (republished in the Texas Ga- 
zette of January 10, 1832) in which Cotten announced that he had “again 
assumed the proprietorship of the Paper at San Felipe de Austin” and would 
resume publication of the Gazette. It may have been published as late as 
December 10, the date of an advertisement in which the proprietors an- 
nounced that Oliver Jones was authorized to collect monies due them.

[San Felipe] TEXAS GAZETTE, Proposed 


On April 2d, 1827, J. A. Bingham issued a prospectus for a weekly paper, the 
Texas Gazette, to be published in Texas, saying that “the precise town or 
place were the Gazette will be published, cannot, at this time, be deffinitely 
[sic] selected; but St. Philip is named.” Publication was to begin as soon as 
possible after the money for 300 subscriptions had been deposited with 
Messrs. Burnett and Fullerton [David G. Burnet and Humphrey Fullerton] 
or Col. Austin. The prospectus is entered in Part II of this bibliography un- 
der the year 1827. Apparently the paper was never published.

Weekly. September 25, 1829—January 15, 1831. 


Publication of the paper was suspended from November 7, 1829, until 
January 23, 1830, to free the press for the printing of Austin’s Translation 
of the Laws, Orders and Contracts, on Colonization (Entry No. 12). In the 
last issue of Volume I (January 15, 1831) Cotten announced that he had 
sold the paper to R. M. Williamson. The latter began the publication of 
the Mexican Citizen (San Felipe) within the next few weeks. Charles A.

Weekly. December 27? 1831—March, 1832. 


This paper followed the Mexican Citizen (San Felipe de Austin). In an ad- 
vertisement (reprinted in the Gazette of January 10), headed “The Texas 
Gazette Resuscitated by G. B. M. Cotten,” and dated November 24, 1831, 
Cotten announced that he had “again assumed the proprietorship of the 
Paper at San Felipe de Austin,” and that the revived Gazette would be pub- 
lished “on a Royal Sheet with new type.” The paper was numbered in con- 
tinuation of Cotten’s original Gazette, with Volume II, No. 1, published 
sometime in December, 1831. The latest issue located is that of February 28, 
1832, but it appears from advertisements in Volume I, No. 1 of the Texas 
Gazette and Brazoria Commercial Advertiser (Brazoria), April 14, 1832, 
that one more issue was published at San Felipe, on or soon after March 15, 
before Cotten moved his press to Brazoria. For a fuller account of Cotten 
and the Texas Gazette see the “Sketch of Printing”’ here.

San Luis ADVOCATE 
Weekly. August 31? 1840—April or May, 1842. 


Though the indicated date of the first issue of the Advocate is August 31, 
1840, the first number was commented on in the September 1 issue of the 
Morning Star (Houston) and in the Brazos Courier (Brazoria) of the same 
date, so it was probably issued a few days earlier. ‘The paper was printed 
and published by S[amuel] J. Durnett for T[od] Robinson & Co. According 
to the Handbook of Texas, Robinson and Matthew Hopkins, who was 
later the editor of the Planter at Columbia, were the editors of the Advo- 
cate. After a suspension of several months, publication was resumed late in 
December, 1841, with Ferdinand Pinckard as editor. On March gq, 1842, 
the Morning Star reported that the office of the Advocate was soon to be 
moved to Galveston, and on May 12 that “the ‘new paper’... had not made 
its appearance, owing to the loss of the printing materials. ‘The vessel that 
was conveying them to Galveston was sunk in the bay, in about fourteen feet 
of water. They will probably be recovered soon.” The “new paper” was the 
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Texas Times. The last number of the Advocate at San Luis must have been 
Volume I, No. 41. for its subscribers were promised the first eleven num- 
bers of the Times to complete that volume.

[San Luis} MEDICAL AND SURGICAL JOURNAL 


The following notice appeared in the San Luis Advocate of October 20, 

1840: 
Doct’s Richardson and Smith propose to edit a Medical and Surgical Journal, to be pub- 
lished in the office of the San Luis Advocate, at the city of San Luis. It is intended to 
present to the reader, in a condensed form, not only the improvements in the science, 
but a faithful portrait of the prevailing endemicks of Texas, their treatment and medi- 
cal topography. The first number will appear in January next. It will be published quar- 
terly, and contain about sixty-four pages, octavo. . . . Being the first Journal wholly of 
a literary character, or devoted entirely to professional persuits [sic], which has been 
started in Texas, we feel much interested in its success, and commend the enterprize 
with our warmest advocacy. 

I have suggested in the note to Entry No. 334 that Dr. Smith may have been 

Ashbel Smith. As far as I know the proposed journal was never published. 

It is not mentioned in the Handbook of Texas. 


[Sarahville] TEXAS EMIGRANT 


Dr. Malcolm D. McLean has called my attention to the “Prospectus of a 
Paper to be published in Sarahville, Texas, to be called the Texas Emi- 
grant,” signed by A[nderson] Buffington and D. Cameron, and printed in 
the National Banner and Nashville Whig (Nashville, Tennessee) of October 
26, 1835. Sarahville de Viesca was located at the falls of the Brazos on the 
west bank of the river near present Marlin, and was the site of the land 
office for the Robertson Colony. The paper was to have been a weekly. No 
copies have been located and probably none were ever published. Dr. Mc- 
Lean says that while Buffington was sworn in as one of Robertson’s colonists 
on January 10, 1836, there is no evidence that Cameron, the other partner, 
ever reached the Colony. For a sketch of Buffington see the Handbook of 
Texas. In April, 1841, he began the publication of the Tarantula at Wash- 
ington, Texas. Neither the Texas Emigrant nor the Tarantula is mentioned 
in the Handbook of Texas. 


Velasco HERALD 
Weekly? Before March 14, 1837—Not later than January, 1838. 
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The Telegraph acknowledged receipt of the first number of the Velasco 
Herald in its issue of March 14, 1837. The press of the Herald was that 
which had been used by F. C. Gray at Brazoria until August, 1836. In 1837 
it belonged to Mirabeau B. Lamar, for in late December, 1837, and early 
January, 1838, he attempted to sell it to J. D. Cocke (see Lamar Papers, No. 
650, Vol. I, p. 13, and No. 665, Vol. II, p. 28-29). As this did not work out, 
Lamar on January 25, 1838, agreed to loan the press to Thompson and 
Léger (Lamar Papers, No. 666, Vol. II, p. 29), who used it from February 
through July, 1838, in publishing the People at Brazoria. The Herald may 
have been published as late as January, 1838, for it was listed in Niles’ Na- 
tional Register (Washington, D. C.) of February 10, 1838, as one of the “‘five 
weekly newspapers now published in Texas,” but it probably ceased publi- 
cation before Lamar began to negotiate for the sale of his press. The latest 
reference to the paper Frantz found in contemporary Texas newspapers was 
a credit line in the Telegraph of June 20, 1837.

[Washington] BRAZOS FARMER 


The Handbook of Texas and Texas Newspapers, 1813-1939, are apparent- 
ly mistaken in saying that there was a paper called the Brazos Farmer pub- 
lished at Washington early in 1842, which was combined in June, 1842, 
with the Weekly Texian (moved to Washington from Austin) to form the 
Texian and Brazos Farmer. No copies of a Brazos Farmer have been lo- 
cated, and no references to such a paper appear in the extant newspapers of 
the first half of 1842. Instead, it appears from the Telegraph of July 6, 1842, 
that on the move to Washington on the Brazos the name of the Weekly 
Texian was changed to the Texian and Brazos Farmer. In 1843 the Texian 
and Brazos Farmer was occasionally referred to by other newspapers as the 
“Brazos Farmer.”

The entry under this title in the Union List of Newspapers and Texas 
Newspapers, 1813-1939 should be for the Texas National Register (Wash- 
ington). 


[Washington] NATIONAL VINDICATOR 


Weekly. June 3, 1843—At least November go, 1844. Suspended in 
September, October, and part of November, 1843. 


At the beginning of June, 1843, Thomas Johnson renamed his Texzan and 
Brazos Farmer the National Vindicator. His statement of policy on making 
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the change is reprinted in the issue of July 1, 1843, where it is misdated 
June 3, 1842, for June 3, 1843. It appeared in successive issues and by June 
1, 1844, was misdated March 3, 1842, for June 3, 1843. This accounts for 
Frantz’s reference to a prospectus of the Vindicator dated March 3, 1842. 
Although the issue of November 30, 1844, is the latest located, the paper 
may have been published until early in 1845. Certainly the press was still 
in operation at Washington in January, 1845, for Nos. 620, 621, 631, and 634 
here were all printed at the Vindicator office there in 1845, the two latest at 
some time after January 25. The Handbook of Texas is mistaken in sug- 
gesting that the Vindicator became the Texas National Register in Decem- 
ber, 1844. The press on which the Register was printed, beginning in De- 
cember, 1844, was not that of the Vindicator, but was brought from Hous- 
ton, where it had been used until October in publishing the Texian Demo- 
crat.

The receipt of the Tarantula, described as a new paper, was reported in the 
Austin City Gazette of April 21, 1841. No reference to it in the contemporary 
papers later than that in the Daily Bulletin (Austin) of January 15, 1842, 
cited by Frantz, has been found. According to Laurence L. Hill’s Sixty 
Years on the Brazos, Los Angeles, 1930, at page 47, Mr. Alfred Brigance was 
a partner of Buffington’s in the enterprise. No copies of the paper have been 
located. 


[Washington] TEXAS EMIGRANT 


Weekly. July 6? 1839—August or September, 1840. 


The Colorado Gazette and Advertiser of August 1, 1839, reported the es- 
tablishment of the Emigrant by J. Warren J. Niles and continued, “We be- 
lieve that this is the first paper ever published in that section of the re- 
public.” The Morning Star (Houston) of April 24, 1840, reported the paper 
as dead, but the Austin City Gazette of June 17, 1840, under the heading, 
“Resurrection from the Dead,” announced that it “has suddenly burst the 
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icy fetters of death-like trance and sprung again into existence.” Its final 
demise was recorded in the Austin City Gazette of September 30, 1840.

Gant and Andrew J. Greer, for publishing there a weekly to be called the 
Texas Reporter, “publication to commence early in March next,” was 
printed in the Texas Republican (Brazoria) of February 17, 1836. The fact 
that the Convention of March, 1836, was to assemble at Washington is 
given as one of the reasons for starting the paper. As far as is known it was 
never published. 


There is no account of this paper in the Handbook of Texas. 


| Washington] TEXIAN AND BRAZOS FARMER 


Weekly. June 25? 1842—May, 1843. 


Followed the Weekly Texian of Austin, the office of that paper having 
been moved to Washington by G. H. Harrison, its owner, and the newspa- 
per’s name changed to the Texian and Brazos Farmer. Thomas Johnson an- 
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nounced his purchase of the paper from Harrison in a prospectus dated No- 
vember 12, 1842 (reprinted in the issue of April 15, 1843). Early.in June, 
1843, he changed the name of the paper to the National Vindicator.

28, 1836, was reprinted in the Telegraph of October 25, 1836. The paper 
was to have been a weekly or semi-weekly, as the number of subscriptions 
determined. General Memucan Hunt was said to be associated with the en- 
terprise. Savage claimed that he had received encouragement enough to in- 
sure the publication of the paper, but no place of publication was men- 
tioned in his prospectus. 


There is no account of this paper in the Handbook of Texas.

That the Journal was both rare and incomplete in 1841, or only five 
years after the Convention, is shown by a letter, now in the Franklin 
Papers at the University of Texas, which Acting Secretary of State 
Roberts wrote on June 29, 1841, to Benjamin C. Franklin. This was 
in answer to a request Franklin had made of President Lamar (La- 
mar Papers, No. 2048, Vol. V, p. 479) to get for him a “copy of the 
Journals of the Genl Convention that met the 1st of March 1836” 
saying, “there was a no. [i.e., number] printed at the Telegraph office 
in 1836 at Columbia.” I owe the text of this Roberts letter to the 
characteristic willingness of Mr. Winkler to pass on to others the 
results of his own researches. ‘The Roberts letter read in part: 


I have accordingly ascertained by examination in the State Department that there 
is but one printed copy of the journals of the Convention in the dept—This was 
printed in 1836 at Columbia and brings the proceedings only to the night of the 
15th March—The proceedings of the two last days (16 & 17) are on file in the office 
[in manuscript] as well as the proceedings up to the night of the 1oth [in manu- 
script]—The journal (the original I mean) of the intermediate days viz the 11th, 12, 
13 & 14th are not on file and I am informed by the Chief Clerk have never been in 
the office since he has had any acquaintance with the department—An authentic 
record therefore of those days cannot be had—Mr. Waples informs me that you can 
get at the Telegraph office a printed copy such as we have which contains the pro- 
ceedings up to the night of the 15th & not of the 13th as you seem to imagine—The 
last two days making about eight pages of foolscap I have employed a clerk to copy 
for you. 


On August 5, 1841, Roberts again wrote Franklin enclosing “a certi- 
fied copy of the last two days of the proceedings of the Convention” 
with the clerk’s bill for copying. 


These unqualified statements of Franklin and Roberts that the Jour- 
nals were printed at Columbia in 1836 are confirmed, to the extent 
at least that they were printed on the press which Baker and Bordens 
established at Columbia in August, 1836, by an examination of the 
typographical setup of the Journals made for me by an expert in 
such matters, my friend John C. Wyllie, Curator of Rare Books at 
the University of Virginia Library. It may be inferred that this print- 
ing was after November 12, 1836, for on that day a resolution was in- 
troduced in the Senate, but laid on the table, which authorized the 
printing of “the proceedings of ... the convention of March last.” 
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There are references to printing of the ordinances and laws passed by 
the Consultation, the Provisional Government and the Convention 
in the later journals (Senate Journal for November 14, 1836; House 
Journal for November 7, 1837, and November 6, 1838), but I find no 
further reference to the printing of the Journal of the Convention, 
either in the Journals of Congress or anywhere else until the fall of 
1840. By September 25, 1840, Harvard had received her copy, the 
gift of Mr. Justice Story. 


On November 6, 1840, a motion for printing “the Journals of the 
Convention in 1836” was voted down in the House. ‘That the Jour- 
nal as already printed did not include a record of the March 16 and 
17 proceedings is indicated by the fact that on November 10, 1840, a 
motion was passed instructing the Committee on Public Printing “to 
contract with messrs. Cruger & Moore for the completing of the jour- 
nals of the convention, in such manner as may be necessary for their 
distribution, the printing of which has been paid for by the govern- 
ment.” No bills for this printing have been found. This resolution for 
completing the Journal presumably applied to the proceedings for 
March 16 and 17 which were still in manuscript form. 


While the evidence is conclusive that the Journals entered here were 
not printed at San Felipe, it should be recorded that the Baker and 
Bordens account approved July 6, 1836 (Ms., Texas State Library), 
has under date of March 22, 1836, a charge of $75, for printing 1000 
copies of the “Eight first pages of proceedings of the Consultation 
[i.e., Convention].” No copies of these eight pages are now known but 
it may be surmised that on March 22, the Convention having then 
adjourned, Baker and Bordens started the printing as a result of a 
resolution offered by S. H. Everitt and passed by the Convention on 
March 15 (Gammel, Vol. I, p. 897) “that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to superintend the making out and publishing a copy of the 
proceedings of this house, and that said committee be authorized to 
have 500 copies printed and distributed to the members of the house 
for the benefit of their constituents, and that they have power to for- 
ward documents by express riders.” ‘The disappearance of these eight 
pages is easy to understand in view of the fact that the last issue of the 
Telegraph printed at San Felipe was that of March-24, and that short- 
ly afterwards the press was moved to Harrisburg, where, after a few 
copies of the next issue, that of April 14, had been printed, Harris- 
burg was evacuated and the press thrown into Buffalo Bayou by the 
Mexicans. 


Though this note is already long, I think some reference should be 
made to the manuscript sources and to the Gammel text of 1898. The 
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status of the manuscript records in the Texas Archives, now in the 
State Library, is briefly referred to by Dr. Rupert Richardson in the 
bibliography following his interesting article, “Framing the Consti- 
tution of the Republic of Texas,” in the Southwestern Historical 
Quarterly for January, 1928, Vol. XXXI, p. [191]-220 at p. 218. Dr. 
Richardson says in part: 


Among the journals there is a record of each day’s proceedings kept on separate 
sheets for each day. Also, there is an enrolled copy of the journal covering the first 
ten days of the convention but left off entirely for the time thereafter. 


Thanks to the kind coéperation of Miss Harriet Smither, my assist- 
ant at Austin, Mrs. Malcolm D. McLean, was able to make a thorough 
examination of the same manuscript records and gave me a careful 
report of their contents. I am inclined to think that the enrolled 
copy which Dr. Richardson refers to is probably the same as the pro- 
ceedings “up to the night of the 10th,” which Secretary of State Rob- 
erts mentioned in his letter to Franklin. It is a manuscript draft in 
two handwritings, on pages numbered through 44, for the sessions 
through part of March 10 where the manuscript breaks off in the 
middle of a sentence. There are scattered sheets for each of the ses- 
sions from the first through that of March 15 and at the Grand Lodge 
a record for the proceedings of March 16 and 17, which Secretary of 
State Roberts had certified for Franklin. This certified copy, inci- 
dentally, is laid in the Grand Lodge copy and is the text which Gam- 
mel follows for these two days in his 1898 reprint. 


Mrs. McLean finds that the forty-four-page manuscript draft for the 
period March 1-10, which Dr. Richardson refers to as the “enrolled 
copy,” differs in many respects from the text of the original printed 
Journals, but that the scattered manuscript sheets for the different 
days do check fairly well with the printed Journals, though for some 
of the text of the Journals no corresponding manuscript can be found. 


It further appears that there was a separate manuscript for the “Rules 
of the Convention” which are given in the printed record of the 
March 2 session, but no separate manuscript for the Declaration of 
Independence, though this was in the “enrolled copy” for the period 
March 1-10,-and that the archives contain some interesting manu- 
scripts on the session of March 15, the contents of which are lacking 
in the 1836 printed Journal. These include resolutions offered by 
Sydney O. Penington and George C. Childress, and a record that Ster- 
ling C, Robertson addressed the convention. This was presumably 
to present a petition from his colonists to the convention that the 
land office in the colony be opened. The original of this petition is 
among the Robertson papers held by his descendants. For the ses- 
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sions of Wednesday and ‘Thursday, March 16 and 17, which were not 
reported at all in the 1836 Journal, there are in the archives records 
of the election of the officers of the interim government on March 16, 
and a detailed undated memorandum showing how each member 
voted. There is none of this in the report of “the two last days making 
about eight pages of foolscap,” which Roberts had certified for Frank- 
lin and which Gammel printed in his 1898 publication of the Journal. 


One of the most important acts of the last two days of the Convention 
was the passage on March 16 of the Executive Ordinance, with its 
fourteen resolutions, setting up the organization of the interim gov- 
ernment which was to govern Texas until the permanent government 
provided for in the constitution began to function. There is no men- 
tion of the Executive Ordinance in the Journal of the Convention 
published by Gammel, but it was printed in the Telegraph and Texas 
Register for August 16, 1836, and in the Ordinances and Decrees of 
the Consultation, Provisional Government of Texas and the Con- 
vention, Houston, 1838, it being the only ordinance of the Conven- 
tion printed in the Ordinances and Decrees. Miss Harriet Smither 
has found the original manuscript of this ordinance in Letter Book 
No. 3, [II/5] manuscript, p. 119-120, Texas State Archives. Another 
ordinance passed by the Convention on March 16, but not mentioned 
in the Gammel Journal or in Ordinances and Decrees referred to 
above, was an Ordinance Granting Bounties of Land to Volunteers. 
This is printed in the Telegraph for August 23, 1836, with a note say- 
ing that it had been previously printed “in the only number of our 
paper issued at Harrisburg”’; this was the issue of April 14, 1835. The 
Journal as printed by Gammel also fails to record the organization of 
the interim government or the adoption of the Constitution, both of 
which, according to Gray’s diary in his From Virginia to Texas, 1835, 
Houston, 1909, took place at a late hour the night of Wednesday, the 
16th. 


The authorities at the University of Texas Library have kindly sent 
to me for examination their photostat of the Grand Lodge printed 
copy. It appears from the photostat that the missing printed pages in 
the Grand Lodge copy, that is, pages 19-26, 35-42, 75-90, are supplied 
in manuscript. The first two gaps are said by Mr. Winkler to be in 
the handwriting of William Fairfax Gray, and the manuscript for 
the pages 75-90 gap bears a notation that it is by his son, Peter W. 
Gray. In the University of Texas photostat of the Grand Lodge copy 
are photostats from the Harvard Law School copy of pages 35-42, 75- 
go of the original printed Journals, but for some reason there is no 
photostat of Harvard’s printed pages 19-26. 
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The Peter W. Gray draft for the last two days, though not giving as 
much information as the manuscript records in the Archives, does re- 
cord the election of the officers of the interim government on March 
16, but as said above Gammel followed the certified copy from which 
this important feature was omitted. 


Recently Mr. Arthur C. Pulling, Director of the Harvard Law School 
Library, was kind enough to have made for me a comparison of that 
part of the Gammel reprint which was made from the manuscript 
part of the Grand Lodge copy, with the original printed pages at the 
Harvard Law School Library. This comparison showed that though 
there are a great many minor differences between the original printed 
copy and the Gammel reprint in spelling of names, wording of action 
on resolutions and the like, the only important ones are the interpo- 
lation in the Gammel reprint of the proceedings for March 15 of the 
Fisher “Report on the African Slave Trade” (Gammel, Vol. I, p. 896), 
and another interpolation at the end of the record of the session of 
March 15, “A Letter from Genl. Sam Houston, announcing the fall 
of the Alamo, was read by the President.’”’ These two interpolations 
are called for by the Peter W. Gray manuscript. The “Report on the 
African Slave Trade” was ordered printed, but no copy is known to 
have survived. See No. 164 for its entry here. 


Whoever edits a new edition of the Journal will probably spend some 
time in considering a manuscript record of the sessions of the Con- 
vention given to the Dallas Historical Society. This breaks off abrupt- 
ly, as does the “enrolled copy” in the Texas Archives, in recording 
the session of March 10, and, like the “enrolled copy,” is said to dif- 
fer in many respects from the printed Journals. Possibly it is another 
copy of the “enrolled copy.” 


Years ago I had some experience with this particular manuscript, as 
it was suggested to me by Valta Parma, then Curator of Rare Books 
at the Library of Congress, that I buy it for my collection. I remarked 
that I only felt like paying enough for the manuscript to have the 
fun of studying it and trying to decide what importance should be 
given to it, for it seemed to me that if it developed that the manu- 
script was what might be called “official,” I would be in duty bound 
to turn it over to the State of Texas, who would have legal title to it, 
if it was “official”; and if not “official,” it was of no great commercial 
value. As it was, I did make quite a study of the manuscript and came 
to the conclusion that it was not in the handwriting of any of the 
secretaries of the Convention and was probably a copy of some early 
draft. I learned later that the authorities at the University of Texas 
had come to a similar conclusion. 
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This did not sit very well with Mr. Parma and the owners of the 
manuscript, and subsequently an elaborate brochure, undated and 
without imprint, was put out on the manuscript with the title read- 
ing: The Most Important Texas Historical Document in Existence. 
The Only Extant Formal Manuscript Journal of the Convention 
Which Declared the Independence of Texas in 1836. This repro- 
duced a letter from Mr. Parma to Frank Glenn of Kansas City ex- 
tolling its value and saying, “there is evidence that a record answer- 
ing the description of this Journal was at one time in the archives at 
Austin.” As the brochure describes the manuscript as “Bound in the 
original marble boards and calf, lettered on backstrip ‘Journal of 
Convention 1836’,” Mr. Parma may well have been correct. 


In this note I have referred to the copy of the Journal at the State 
Department and to copies at the Telegraph Office in 1841, both of 
which only recorded the proceedings to the night of March 15. Da- 
vid G. Burnet in his Review of the Life of Gen. Sam Houston by J. T. 
Towers, Galveston, 1852, says, p. 4, “I refer to the Journals of that 
Convention —they are extant; I have a copy, but it is not before me.” 
All three of these copies have disappeared unless one of them is the 
copy now at the Grand Lodge at Waco. The other surviving copy, 
that at Harvard, could not be one of these copies for, as I have stated 
above, their copy came to them on September 25, 1840, the gift of Mr. 
Justice Story.
